Protesting  against  the  abolition   of  the  pneumatic  tube 
service  in  Philadelphia,  and  directing  the  presentation 
-^     of  this  resolution  to  the  M^or  for  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval. 

^  Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  having  learned  with  astonish- 
ment that  the  Postmaster  General  has  recommended  the 
abolition  of  the  pneumatic  tube  service  in  this  City,  earn- 
estly protest  against  such  action  as  certain  to  result  in 
serious  loss,  not  only  to  the  business  interests  of  Phila- 
delphia, but  to  all  with  whom  they  carry  on  correspond- 
ence. The  pneumatic  tube  service  was  first  established  in 
this  City.  It  was  in  consequence  of  the  great  benefits 
realized  here  that  the  service  was  extended  to  other  cities 
on  the  initiative  of  the  Post  Ofifice  itself.  It  is  the  profits 
of  the  great  cities  that  render  the  postal  service  of  the 
country  self-suiDporting.  The  pneumatic  tube  service  con- 
sumes but  a  trifling  proportion  of  these  profits.  The  ex- 
perience of  twenty-three  (23)  years  with  these  tubes  should 
outweigh  any  theories  concerning  them.  With  the  street 
traffic  increa^ng  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent, 
each  year  and  municipalities  everywhere  appropriating 
vast  sums  to  place  their  traffic  under  ground,  we  cannot 
conceive  of  any  possible  justification  for  reversing  this 
process  by  taking  traffic  from  under  ground  and  placing  it 
on  the  surface.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  ask  not  only 
for  continuance  of  this  service,  but  for  its  extension, 
K  as  demanded  by  the  business  interests  of  one  of  the  greatest 
manufacturing  centers  of  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded 
to  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 


of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be 
directed  to  present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  ap- 
proval or  disapproval.

EESOLUTIOI^ 

Authorizing  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  make  a  certain  settlement  with  the  Philadel- 
phia Electric  Company,  in  connection  with  the  license 
charges,  etc.,  for  electrical  poles,  and  directing  the 
Clerks  of  Councils  to  present  this  resolution  to  the 
Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval. 

Whereas,  After  an  investigation  made  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Electrical  Bureau  in  the  past  andl  verified  up  to  the 
present  time,  it  is  shown  that  through  errors,  either  in 
checking  or  inspecting,  covering  a  considerable  number  of 
years,  that  there  is  due  the  Electrical  Bureau,  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  from  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Com- 
pany, the  amount  of  ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  five 
(10,405)  dollars  for  pole  charges  that  were  never  returned 
or  collected ;  and  the  records  of  ithe  Bureau  show  that  tlie 
five  (5)  dollar  charge  upon  two  thousand  and  eighty-one 
(2,081)  arc  lamp  posts  has  not  been  paid,  making  a  total 
of  ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  five  (10,405)  dollars; 

AiSTD  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Electric  Company, 
finding  these  errors  have  been  brought  about  by  a  practice 
obtained  in  the  past  of  considering  the  poles  which  were 
used  solely  to  support  arc  lamps  as  being  lamp  posts,  and 
not  poles  within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinance  of  January 
6,  1881; 

And  Wpiereas,  By  virtue  of  this  condition,  the  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  has  not  paid  the  City  of  Phila- 


delpliia  the  full  amount  due  to  license  charges  imposed  by 
ordinance  of  Councils ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Electric  Company 
is  willino:  to  make  settlement  and  pay  the  said  charges,  as 
hereinbefore  stated,  upon  the  passage  of  a  resolution  of 
Councils  authorizing  the  settlement  to  be  made ;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  a  full  settlement  with  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Company:  Provided,  however.  That  the  Philadelphia 
Electric  Company  shall  at  once  pay  a  license  charge  of 
five  (5)  dollars  each  upon  the  existing  two  thousand  and 
eighty-one  (2,081)  wooden  poles  exclusively  used  for  sup- 
porting arc  lamps  and  which  have  been  hitherto  con- 
sidered as  posts,  and  beginning  with  January  1,  A.  D. 
1917,  and  for  the  future,  the  Company  shall  pay  the 
license  charge  of  five  (5)  dollars  imposed  by  ordinance 
for  each  new  wooden  pole  erected,  and  an  annual  main- 
tenance charge  imposed  by  ordinance  of  one  (1)  dollar 
each  for  wooden  poles,  even  though  these  wooden  poles 
are  used  exclusively  to  support  arc  lamps ;  and  further  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be  directed  to 
present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or 
disapproval.

RESOLUTIOI^ 

To  authorize  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  make  settlement  with  the  Philadelphia  Elec- 
tric  Company  for  conduits,   manholes   and  cables  in- 


stalled  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  the  Parkway, 
from  jS^iiieteenth  street  to  Twenty-second  street,  and 
to  secure  an  agreement  with  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Company  for  the  use  of  two  ducts  in  the  said  conduits 
free  for  the  use  of  the  'City's  police  and  fire  service, 
and  directing  the  presentation  of  this  resolution  to  the 
Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval. 

Whereas,  The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  has  as- 
certained that  certain  conduits,  manholes  and  cables  in- 
stalled by  the  City  on  the  Parkway,  from  l^ineteenth  street 
to  Twenty-second  street,  should  have  been  constructed  at 
the  expense  and  cost  of  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Com- 
pany ; 

And  Whereas^  The  said  Philadelphia  Electric  Company 
is  desirous  of  making  adjustment  and  a  settlement  with  the 
City  for  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  said  construction  of 
said  conduits,  manholes  and  cables  installed  by  the  City 
for  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  and  four 
(11,404)  dollars  and  seventy-four  (74)  cents,  and  the 
said  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  is  also  willing  to  en- 
ter into  an  agreement  to  allow  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
use  two  ducts  therein,  free  of  all  charge,  for  the  use  of  the 
City's  police  and  fire  service,  and  further  agree  that  they 
will  keep,  maintain  and  repair  the  said  conduits,  man- 
holes and  cables  without  cost  or  expense  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  indemnify,  reimburse  and  save  harm- 
less the  City  from  any  cost,  damage  or  expense  therein ; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  be  authorized  to  make  settlement  with  the  said 
Philadelphia  Electric  Company  for  the  construction  of 
the  said  conduits,  manholes  and  cables  installed  by  the  said 
City  on  the  Parkway,  from  ITineteenth  street  to  Twenty- 
second  street,  in  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  four  hundred 
and  four  (11,404)  dollars  and  seventy-four  (74)  cents, 
and  also  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  said  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  to  permit  and  allow  the  said 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  use  two  ducts  in  said  conduits, 


free  of  charge,  for  the  use  of  the  City's  police  and  fire 
service,  and  to  agree  to  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  the 
said  condnits,  manholes  and  cables  at  their  own  cost  and 
expense  without  anv  charge  or  cost  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  said  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  to 
indemnify,  reimburse  and  save  harmless  the  said  City  of 
Philadelphia  from  any  cost,  damage  or  expense  by  reason 
of  the  maintenance,  operation  and  use  of  the  said  con- 
duits, manholes,  cables,  etc. ;  and  further  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be  directed  to 
present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or 
disapproval.

AN  ORDIE'AE'CE 

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Harvey  street,  from  Main 
street  to  Cresson  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Harvey  street, 
from  Main  street  to  Cresson  street,  will  pass,  that  at  the 
expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice 
said  street  will  be  required  for  public  use. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may 
be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street;  upon 
the  filing  of  said  bond,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  street.

AN  ORDINANCE

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
ovs^ners  of  property  over  and  through  v^hich  Summit  ave- 
nue, from  Ridge  avenue  to  Shalkop  street,  will  pass,  that 
at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said 
notice  said  street  will  be  required  for  public  use.

Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  street.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  grading  of  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
grading  the  following  streets  to  the  established  grade  of 
the  City,  with  the  necessary  drains,  etc.,  viz. :  A  street, 
from  Ruscomb  street  to  The  Boulevard ;  Annsbury  street, 
from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street;  Brown  street,  from  Forty- 
eighth  to  Forty-ninth  street;  Cottman  street,  from  P. 
&  R.  R.  cut-off  to  Oxford  avenue;  Courtland  street, 
from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street;   Curtin  street,  from  Six- 


teenth  to  Nineteenth  street;  Ditman  street,  from  Dever- 
eaux  street  to  Robbins  avenue ;  East  Johnson  street,  from 
Chew  street  to  Bellfield  avenue,  and  Bellfield  avenue, 
from  East  Johnson  to  Upsal  street;  Fifteenth  street, 
from  ISTedro  avenue  to  Champlost  avenue;  Forty-sev- 
enth street,  from  Aspen  to  Brown  street;  Front  street, 
from  Shunk  street  to  Oregon  avenue;  Homer  street, 
from  Washington  lane  to  Duval  street;  Jackson  street, 
from  Devereaux  street  to  Robbins  avenue;  Johnston 
street,  from  Eighteenth  to  Twentieth  street;  Magnolia 
street,  from  Washington  lane  to  Duval  street;  Marsden 
street,  from  Magee  to  Hellerman  street,  and  from  Dever- 
eaux street  to  Robbins  avenue;  Marshall  street,  from 
Cayuga  to  Wingohocking  street;  Packer  street,  from  Broad 
to  Twentieth  street;  Sixth  street,  from  Cayuga  to  Anns- 
bury  street ;  Seventh  street,  from  Bristol  to  Cayuga  street, 
and  from  Courtland  street  to  The  Boulevard ;  Sixty-fourth 
street,  from  Lebanon  to  Malvern  avenue;  Simpson 
street,  from  Lansdowne  to  Lebanon  avenue;  St.  Vincent 
street,  from  the  northwest  side  of  Rising  Sun  avenue  to 
property  line  about  sixty-three  (63)  feet  six  (6)  inches 
northwest  of  Oakley  street ;  Twentieth  street,  from  Johns- 
ton street  to  Moyamensing  avenue ;  Wilmot  street,  from 
Ditman  street  to  Torresdale  avenue ;  Windsor  street,  from 
Fifty-sixth  to  Fifty-seventh  street;  north  sidew^alk  of 
Allegheny  avenue,  from  Twenty-eighth  to  Twenty-ninth 
street;  Moyamensing  avenue,  from  Broad  to  Twentieth 
street;  McKean  Parkway,  from  Twenty-eighth  street 
to  University  avenue,  and  LTniversity  avenue,  from  Mc- 
Kean Parkway  to  Dickinson  street;  Widener  Place, 
from  York  road  to  Ogontz  avenue ;  and  Church  lane,  from 
Limekiln  Pike  to  Ogontz  avenue. 

The  cost  of  said  w^ork  to  be  taken  from  the  grading  items 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Highways.  In  all  cases  where  the  material  re- 
quired to  excavate  or  fill  any  legally  opened  street  within 
six  blocks  of  the  streets  herein  authorized  to  be  graded  can 
be  interchangeably  used,  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  shall  advertise  for  and  award  the  con- 
tract so  that  the  same  shall  be  embodied  in  one  and  the 


same  contract:  Provided,  That  the  grading  shall  be  ad- 
vertised for  and  the  contracts  awarded  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidders. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

A^  OEDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  au- 
thorize the  improving  of  certain  country  roads,"  ap- 
proved July  31,  1916. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  improving  of  cer- 
tain country  roads,"  approved  July  31,  1916,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereb}^  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  Section 
1  the  following  words:  "Vandike  street,  from  Benner  to 
Comly  street;  Higbee  street,  from  Torresdale  avenue  to 
Vandike  street ;  Cottman  street,  from  P.  &  R.  R.  cut-off 
to  Oxford  avenue;  Byberry  road,  from  Bustleton  pike  to 
the  County  line ;  Scotts  lane,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  Cresson 
street;  Lincoln  drive,  from  Aliens  lane  to  the  Park  line; 
McKean  street,  from  Water  street  to  Delaware  avenue. 
The  cost  of  said  work  to  be  taken  from  any  item  for  the 
improvement  of  country  roads  in  the  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways) : 
Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  money  in  said  item  shall 
be  used  otherwise  than  to  improve  the  streets  and  roads 
herein  named  substantially  upon  the  present  lines  and  the 
present  physical  grades,  except  for  sufficient  grading  to 
secure  an  even  surface:  Provided,  also.  That  the  property 
owners  shall  not  be  released  from  paying  for  paving  the 
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above  streets  and  roads  when  same  may  be  directed  to  be 
paved  by  an  ordinance  of  Councils." 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Reese  street,  from  Glenwood  avenue  to  P.  R,  R. ;  Roy 
street,  from  Eleventh  street  to  Germantown  avenue ;  Sixth 
street,  from  Louden  to  Rockland  street,  and  from  Jack- 
son street  to  Moyamensing  avenue;  Sixty-fourth  street, 
from  Jefferson  street  to  Lebanon  avenue;  Sydenham 
street,  from  Sixty-eighth  avenue  north  to  Haines  street; 
Thirteenth  street  (reconstruct),  from  Sansom  to  Walnut 
street;  Twenty-eighth  street,  from  Chalmers  avenue  to 
Clearfield  street ;  Water  street,  from  Tabor  street  to  Clark- 
son  avenue ;  Wendover  street,  from  Apple  to  Tower  street ; 
Woodlawn  street,  from  Ardleigh  to  SpragTie  street; 
Woodstock  street,  from  Godfrey  to  Spencer  avenue; 
Windsor  street,  from  Fifty-sixth  to  Fifty-seventh  street; 
Yocum  street,  from  Gross  to  Sixty-third  street;  Green- 
way  avenue,  from  Sixty-fifth  to  Sixty-sixth  street ;  Oregon 
avenue,  south  side,  from  Cleveland  to  ISTineteenth  street ; 
Schuylkill  avenue,  from  Alter  to  Peltz  street,  and  in  Peltz 
street  from  Schuylkill  avenue  to  Grays  Ferry  avenue; 
Sixty-sixth  avenue  north,  from  Limekiln  Turnpike  to  a 
point  about  three  hundred  feet  west  of  Limekiln  Turn- 
pike;   The    Boulevard,    east    side,    from    Palethorpe    to 
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Masclier  street;  State  road,  from  St.  Vincent  to  Prince- 
ton street;  Westford  road,  from  Marwood  to  Geneva  ave- 
nue; York  road,  from  Oak  lane  to  Cheltenham  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing 
that  bids  will  be  received  for  the  sewers  above  authorized, 
and  he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders, 
and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  said  contracts  that  the 
contractors  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  lines 
of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  existing 
ordinances,  and  any  excess  over  and  above  the  said  assess- 
ment, in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance,  shall 
be  charged  to  any  item  for  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  :  Provided,  That  in  all  cases 
where  the  property  on  the  lines  of  the  sewers  herein  au- 
thorized is  assessed  at  suburban  rates  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty shall  first  file  an  agreement  to  pay  the  regular  front- 
age charges :  Provided,  further.  That  the  owners  of  prop-

AN  OEDINANCE 

To  repeal  all  ordinances  granting  permission  to  occupy 
any  of  the  following  buildings  in  the  Independence 
Hall  Group,  viz. :  1.

Old  City 
Hall,  and  to  definitely  set  aside  the  entire  Independence 
Hall  group  of  buildings  as  historic  museums,  and  to 
prohibit  the  holding  of  public  meetings  in  any  of  the 
buildings  of  the  group. 

Whebeas,  On  July  4,  1876,  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
set  aside  the  State  House  Group  of  Buildings  consecrated 
by  the  memorials  of  the  events  that  occurred  within  and 
under  the  shadow  of  their  walls  to  their  fellow  country- 
men of  the  United  States  as  a  perpetual  monument ; 

And  Whereas,  The  restoration  of  these  buildings  to 
their  original  condition  has  been  completed  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Old  City  Hall,  in  which  a  survey  is  about  to 
begin  looking  toward  its  restoration. 
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And  Whereas,  The  collections  of  the  City  housed  in 
this  group  of  buildings  have  grown  extensively  since  the 
passage  of  the  above  ordinances;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  ordi- 
nances: "Ordinance  dated  February  11,  1895,  granting 
permission  to  the  Pennsylvania  Society  of  Sons  of  the 
Revolution  to  occupy  the  Chambers  of  Councils  in  Inde- 
pendence Hall.  Ordinance  dated  March  29,  1895,  grant- 
ing permission  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to 
occupy  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building  on  the 
southwest  corner  at  Fifth  and  Chestnut  streets.  Ordi- 
nance dated  June  27,  1895,  granting  permission  to  the 
Xaval  Veterans  Association  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  State 
House.  Ordinance  of  July  9,  1895,  granting  permission 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Society,  Colonial  Dames,  and  the 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Sixth  and  Chestnut  streets. 
Ordinance  dated  October  2,  1895,  granting  permission  to 
the  Law  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to 
occupy  the  Court  House  at  Sixth  street,  and  Room  B,  in 
the  building  at  Sixth  and  Chestnut  streets.  Ordinance 
dated  December  17,  1895,  granting  permission  to  the  Uni- 
versal Peace  Union  to  use  rooms  in  the  State  House  Row, 
and  an  ordinance  dated  December  17,  1895,  granting  per- 
mission to  the  Pennsylvania  Reserve  Association,  Post  46, 
G.  A.  R.,  Posts  80,  27  and  103,  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Prison  Society  to  occupy  rooms  in  Old  City 
Hall,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Independence  Hjall  Group  of  build- 
ings be,  and  are  hereby  set  aside  for  exclusive  historic 
museum  purposes  to  be  divided  in  the  following  units : 

1.  Independence  Hall. 

Devoted  to  a  ISTational  portrait  gallery. 

2.  East  Wing. 

As  a  miscellaneous  museum  of  Revolutionary 
relics,  arranged  according  to  events. 
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3.  West  Wing. 

As  miscellaneous  mnsenm  of  Colonial  relics,  ar 
ranged  according  to  events. 

4.  Congress  Hall. 

Museum  covering  organization  of  Government 
and  National  expansion  up  to  1800. 

5.  Old  City  Hall. 

Devoted  exclusively  as  a   City  Museum  from 
earliest  times  up  to  the  consolidation. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  holding  of  public  meetings  in  any 
or  all  of  these  buildings  be  prohibited  in  the  future,  other 
than  those  of  an  exclusive  national  patriotic  import,  and 
permission  for  such  purposes  must  first  have  the  approval 
of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  writing,  upon  which  authority 
a  written  permit  for  said  use  shall  be  granted  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  City  Property.

Upon 
the  filing  of  said  bond,  the  said  ground  is  hereby  placed

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to 
institute  the  necessary  proceedings,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  upon  the  properties  herein 
selected  and  appropriated,  said  damages  to  be  charged 
against  the  proper  item  of  the  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  Citv  Transit  by  Ordinance  approved  Julv  20, 
1916. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  location  and  erection  of  a  station  build-

avenue  and  Frankford  avenue  to  Phawn  street. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
City  Transit  be,  and  is  hereliy  authorized  and  directed  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  location  and 
erection  of  a  station  building,  with  suitable  stairways,  en- 
trances and  other  conveniences,  upon  a  portion  of  a  plot 
of  ground  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  the 
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southeast  corner  of  Kensington  avenue  and  Tioga  street, 
in  the  Forty-fifth  Ward,  appurtenant  to  the  construction 
and  improvement  of  an  elevated  railway  from  Front  and 
Arch  streets  to  Rhawn  street,  via  Front  street,  Kensington 
avenue  and  Frankford  avenue  to  Rhawn  street,  the  said 
part  or  portion  of  ground  required  for  the  aforesaid  pur- 
pose being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  southeast 
side  of  Kensington  avenue,  seventy  feet  wide,  and  the 
southwest  side  of  Tioga  street,  sixty  feet  wide,  containing 
in  front  or  breadth  on  the  said  Kensington  avenue  forty- 
five  feet,  and  extending  of  that  width  in  length  or  depth 
southeastwardly  between  lines  parallel  with  and  along  the 
southwest  side  of  Tioga  street  forty-five  feet. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  approve  regulations  for  the  location,  size  and  use  of 
buildings  along  tlie  Parkway. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  regu- 
lations, made  by  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission  for  the 
location,  size  and  use  of  buildings  along  the  Parkway,  a 
public  place  under  its  care  and  management,  are  hereby 
approved : 

Building  Regulations 

For  the  Parkway,  between  Broad  street  and  Eighteenth 

street. 

No  building,  any  portion  of  which  may  come  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  Parkway,  between  Broad  street  and 
Eighteenth  street,  or  within  two  hundred  feet  there- 
from, shall  hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or  used,  except  in 
conformity  with  the  following  regulations : 

1.  The  main  cornice  line  of  every  such  building,  except 
a  church,  fronting  on  or  facing  toward  the  Parkway, 
shall  not  exceed  in  height  above  the  street  level  three 
times  the  width  of  its  facade  fronting  on  or  visible  from 
any  point  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Parkway,  or  in 
any  event  two  hundred  feet,  and  no  other  portion 
of  said  building,  except  pediment  or  attic  wall,  shall  ex- 
ceed the  height  of  said  cornice,  unless  the  portion  or  por- 
tions above  said  cornice  line  shall  recede  from  the  plane 
of  each  facade  of  said  building  at  least  as  far  as  said 
portion  or  portions  extend  above  said  line.  No  portion 
of  such  building,  except  a  church,  shall  in  any  case  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  and  forty-five  feet  in  height  above 
the  street  level. 

2.  No  such  building  erected  on  a  lot  abutting  on  the 
Parkway  shall  be  used  for  a  stable,  a  garage  or  for  any 
manufacturing  purpose,  or  for  the  display  of  a  bill-board 
or  roof  sign. 

3.  No  such  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  until 
the  plans  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  Art  Jury, 
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and  no  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  of  any  kind,  visible 
from  any  point  within  tlie  boundaries  of  tbe  Parkway, 
stall  be  displayed  thereon,  unless  the  design  and  location 
of  said  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  have  been  similarly 
approved.  ISTo  permit  for  such  erection  or  alteration  shall 
be  issued  until  the  approval  of  the  Art  Jury  has  been  ob- 
tained, and  the  erection  or  alteration  shall  conform  to  the 
design,  location  and  plans  approved. 


Building  Regulations 

For  the  Parkway  and  Logan  Square,  between  Fairmount 
Park  and  Eighteenth  street. 

No  building,  any  portion  of  which  may  come  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  Parkway  or  Logan  Square,  between 
Fairmount  Park  and  Eighteenth  street,  or  within  two 
hundred  feet  therefrom,  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  al- 
tered or  used,  except  in  conformity  with  the  following 
regulations : 

1.  The  main  cornice  line  of  every  such  building,  ex- 
cept a  church,  shall  not  exceed  in  height  above  the  street 
level  the  width  of  its  facade  fronting  on  the  Parkway 
Drive  or  facing  toward  the  Parkway  or  Square,  or  in  any 
event  eighty  feet,  and  no  other  portion  of  said  build- 
ing, except  pediment  or  attic  wall,  shall  exceed  the  height 
of  said  cornice,  unless  the  portion  or  portions  above  said 
cornice  line  shall  recede  from  the  plane  of  each  facade  of 
said  building  at  least  as  far  as  said  portion  or  portions 
extend  above  said  line.  No  portion  of  such  building,  ex- 
cept a  church,  shall  in  any  case  exceed  one  hundred 
feet  in  height  between  Fairmount  Park  and  the  Crescent, 
or  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  in  height  between  the 
Crescent  and  Eighteenth  street. 

2.  No  such  building  erected  within  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  Parkway  or  Square,  or  on  a  lot  abutting  thereon, 
shall  be  used  for  a  stable,  a  garage,  or  for  any  manufac- 
turing, industrial  or  commercial  purpose,  or  for  the  dis- 
play of  a  bill-board  or  roof  sign. 
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3.  No  svicli  building  sliall  be  erected  or  altered  until 
the  plans  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  Art  Jury, 
and  no  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  of  any  kind,  visible 
from  any  point  within  the  boundaries  of  said  Parkway  or 
Square,  shall  be  displayed  thereon,  unless  the  design  and 
location  of  said  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  have  been 
similarly  approved,  No  permit  for  such  erection  or  altera- 
tion shall  be  issued  until  the  approval  of  the  Art  Jury  has 
been  obtained,  and  the  erection  or  alteration  shall  conform 
to  the  design,  location  and  plans  approved. 

Sect.  2.  The  Fairmount  Park  Commission  may,  in 
its  discretion,  pending  the  completion  of  the  Parkway, 
extend  the  time  within  which  any  such  building  now  actu- 
ally used  for  a  stable,  a  garage  or  for  any  manufacturing, 
industrial  or  commercial  purpose  may  continue  to  be  so 
used.

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And  Wheeeas^  The  National  Association  of  Hosiery 
and  Underwear  Manufacturers,  an  organization  formed 
for  the  promotion  and  improvement  of  that  branch  of  the 
textile  industry  in  the  United  States,  is  willing  to  donate 
the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  equipment, 
approximately  the  sum  of  $7,000,  provided  it  may  be 
permitted  to  hold  its  annual  exhibitions  in  said  Exhibition 
Hall  for  not  to  exceed  one  month  in  each  year  during  the 
next  three  years,  and  to  charge  admission  fees  therefor; 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museums  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  permit  the  National  Association  of  Hosiery  and  Under- 
wear Manufacturers  to  use  the  Exhibition  Hall  located 
between  the  Central  building  and  the  South  building  of 
the  Philadelphia  Museums  buildings  for  their  annual 
exhibition  during  one  month  of  each  of  the  next  three 
succeeding  years,  under  suitable  regulations  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Museums  and  the  National  Association  of  Hosiery  and 
Underwear  Manufacturers,  the  first  exhibition  to  begin 
April  twenty-fifth,  1917,  and  the  dates  of  the  other  ex- 
hibitions to  be  fixed  by  agreement  between  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  and  the  National 
Association  of  Hosiery  and  Underwear  Manufacturers: 
Provided,  That  the  National  Association  of  Hosiery  and 
Underwear  Manufacturers  shall  first  pay  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums,  or  furnish  a 
satisfactory  guarantee  to  pay,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  installation,  approximately  $7,000,  of  a  proper 
equipment  of  electric  power  lines  in  said  Exhibition  Hall 
and  connections  in  said  Exhibition  Hall,  and  shall  pay 
to  said  Board  annually  during  the  said  three  years  a  sum 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  to  pay  the  expense 
of  lighting,  heating,  policing  and  keeping  clean  the  said 
Exhibition  Hall  during  such  exhibition,  said  agreement 
to  be  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor. 

The  National  Association  of  Hosiery  and  Underwear 
Manufacturers  may  charge  an  admission  fee  to  said  exhi- 
bitions and  may  also  make  a  charge  to  exhibitors  for  space 
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in  said  hall,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  reimburse  the 
Association  for  the  expense  of  holding  said  exhibitions 
and  for  the  payment  to  said  Museums ;  all  other  parts  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  ]\Iuseums  to  be  open 
to  the  free  access  of  the  public.

AIT  ORDINANCE 

To  condemn  and  place  upon  the  City  plan  a  certain  plot 
of  ground  situate  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  as  a  park 
and  open  public  place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of 
the  people. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  by  virtue  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  the  fourth 
section  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  13,  1857, 
they  do  select  and  appropriate  for  a  park  and  open  public 
place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever, 
all  those  certain  lots  or  pieces  of  ground  described  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
northwest  side  of  Large  street,  sixty  feet  wide,  with  the 
northeast  side  of  Wakeling  street,  seventy  feet  wide ;  thence 
extending  northeasterly  along  the  northwest  side  of  Large 
street,  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  feet,  nine  and  one- 
quarter  inches,  to  the  southwest  side  of  Dyre  street,  sixty 
feet  wide;  thence  northwesterly  along  the  southwest  side 
of  Dyre  street,  three  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  nine  and 
five-eighth  inches,  to  the  southeast  side  of  Rutland  street, 
sixty  feet  wide;  thence  southwesterly  along  the  southeast 
side  of  Rutland  street,  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet, 
ten  and  one-half  inches,  to  the  northeast  side  of  Wakeling 
street  aforesaid ;  thence  southeasterly  along  the  northeast 
side  of  same,  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  feet,  ten  and 
seven-eiaihth  inches,  to  the  northwest  side  of  Large  street. 
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the  first  mentioned  point  and  place  of  beginning,  contain- 
ing three  and  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-four 
ten  thousandths  acres ;  and  commencing  at  the  point  of  in- 
tersection of  the  northwest  side  of  Large  street,  sixty  feet 
wide  and  the  northeast  side  of  Dyre  street,  sixty  feet  wide ; 
thence  extending  northeasterly  along  the  northwest  side  of 
Large  street,  five  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  to  the  southwest 
side  of  Pratt  street,  sixty  feet  wide ;  thence  extending 
northwesterly  along  the  southwest  side  of  Pratt  street, 
three  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  to  the  southeast  side  of 
Rutland  street,  sixty  feet  wide;  thence  extending  south- 
westerly along  the  southeast  side  of  Rutland  street,  five 
hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  to  the  northeast  side  of  Dyre 
street;  thence  extending  southeasterly  along  the  northeast 
side  of  Dyre  street,  three  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  to  the 
northwest  side  of  Large  street,  the  first  mentioned  point 
and  place  of  beginning,  containing  three  and  seven  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  forty-two  ten  thousandths  acres. 

Sect  2.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board 
of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and  directed  to  place  the 
said  plot  of  ground  upon  the  City  plan  as  park  and  open 
public  place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
in  the  proper  court  on  behalf  of  the  City  a  petition  for  the 
assessment  of  damages  and  setting  forth  therein  the  ground 
herein  selected  and  appropriated. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  enter  security,  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  that  may  be  awarded  by 
reason  of  the  taking  of  said  ground,  and  upon  filing  of 
said  bond  possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  portion  of  the  work  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City 
shall  be  taken  from  the  item  for  intersections  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Highways).  The  conditions  of  the  contracts  shall 
be  that  the  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  paving 
from  the  owners  of  property  respectively  fronting  on  said 
streets,  and  shall  enter  into  an  obligation  with  the  City 
to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  for  five  years  after 
the  paving  is  finished:  Provided,  That  said  streets  shall 
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be  first  dedicated  or  properly  opened,  and  that  tlie  Di- 
rector of  tlie  Department  of  Public  Works  sball  advertise 
for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets  and  award  the  con- 
tracts to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders,  and  that  the 
owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be 
charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

approved  April  15,  1908,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  Section  2,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

"Sect.  2.  Before  issuing  a  permit  or  license  to 
any  person  to  operate  a  passenger  elevator,  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection,  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  shall  have  the  applicant  for  such 
permit  or  license  examined  as  to  qualifications  and 
fitness  to  run  an  elevator,  and  such  permit  or  license 
shall  be  issued  by  the  said  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Elevator  Inspection  only  to  such  persons  as  may  be 
deemed  properly  qualified  by  him  for  such  work  after 
such  examination.  For  each  license  or  permit  is- 
sued to  an  elevator  operator,  the  sum  of  one  (1) 
dollar  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  This 
original  license  shall  be  good  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
A  renewal  thereof  will  be  issued  each  year  thereafter 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection 
upon  pa}Tnent  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  provided 
no  sufficient  reason  exists  which,  in  his  judgTuent, 
warrants  the  refusal  of  such  renewal."

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  pro- 
vide for  a  Bureau  of  Inspection  of  Passenger  and 
Freight  Elevators,"  approved  April  15,  1908. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Inspec- 
tion of  Passenger  and  Freight  Elevators,"  approved  April 
15,   1908,   is  hereby   amended  by  striking  out   Sections 


164 

3,  4,   26   and  29,   and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  tlie  fol- 
lowing : 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ele- 
vator Inspection  shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  public,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  use  of  any  passenger  or  freight  elevator, 
sling  or  builder's  hoist,  and  to  compel  the  owner,  lessee 
or  agent  of  the  building,  within  which  such  elevator,  sling 
or  builder's  hoist  is  located,  or  any  other  person  respon- 
sible for  the  running  of  the  same,  to  make  such  alterations 
or  repairs  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
persons  and  property  using  or  carried  upon  said  elevator, 
sling  or  builder's  hoist,  before  the  same  is  again  put  in  use. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
erection  and  supervision  of  builder's  hoists. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection  shall 
also  have  the  power  to  condemn  any  mechanical  part  or 
appliance  connected  with  any  passenger  or  freight  ele- 
vator, sling  or  builder's  hoist,  if  the  same,  in  his  judg- 
ment, is  dangerous  or  unreliable,  and  whenever  any  such 
part  or  appliance  has  been  condemned,  it  shall  be  re- 
moved and  the  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  made  safe 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau,  before 
being  again  put  in  operation. 

Whenever  any  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  shall  be 
in  need  of  repairs,  in  any  respect  pertaining  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  same,  or  any  of  the  apparatus  or  machinery 
connected  with  an  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  shall 
become  impaired,  necessitating  the  temporary  disuse  of 
the  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist,  or  any  accident  shall 
occur  in  an  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist,  or  elevator 
shaftway  affecting  life  or  limb,  it  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  building  in  which  the 
said  elevator  is  located,  or  other  person  under  whose  con- 
trol and  management  the  said  elevator,  sling  or  builder's 
hoist  is  operated,  to  notify  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Elevator  Inspection  of  such  impairment,  disuse  or  acci- 
dent, and  shall  not  again  put  the  said  elevator,  sling  or 
builder's  hoist  in  operation  until  an  inspection  has  been 
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made  and  the  condition  of  the  elevator,  sling  or  builder's 
hoist  approved  hy  the  Inspector. 

Sect.  4.  The  following  fees  shall  be  charged  annually 
for  each  certificate  of  inspection  and  each  annual  re-issue 
for  each  elevator,  lift  or  hoist :  For  power-driven  elevators 
in  buildings  eight  stories  and  under  in  height,  ten  (10) 
dollars;  for  power-driven  elevators  in  buildings  nine 
to  twelve  stories,  inclusive,  in  height,  fifteen  (15)  dol- 
lars; for  power-driven  elevators  in  buildings  over  twelve 
stories  in  height,  twenty  (20)  dollars;  for  hand  elevators, 
five  (5)  dollars;  for  hand-power  pavement  lifts,  two  (2) 
diollars;  for  sling  hoistsi,  two  (2)  dollars.  Fbr  each 
builder's  hoist  in  buildings  eight  stories  and  under  in 
height,  one  fee,  which  shall  not  be  an  annual  fee,  of  ten 
(10)  dollars,  shall  be  charged;  for  each  builder's  hoist  in 
buildings  nine  stories  and  over  in  height,  one  fee,  which 
shall  not  be  an  annual  fee,  of  fifteen  (15)  dollars,  shall 
be  charged ;  for  tank  inspection,  one  fee,  which  shall  not 
be  an  annual  fee,  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  inspection 
shall  be  charged. 

The  foregoing  fees  shall  be  collected  as  fees  for  inspec- 
tion are  now  collected  in  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

Sect.  26.  If  any  accident  shall  occur  to  any  elevator, 
sling  or  builder's  hoist,  affecting  life  or  limb,  or  in  any 
way  impairing  the  strength  or  efficiency  of  said  elevator, 
sling  or  builder's  hoist,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer 
in  charge  of  the  building,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  engi- 
neer, the  superintendent,  to  immediately,  and  before  any 
broken  or  damaged  part  is  removed  or  any  steps  are  taken 
to  repair  the  said  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist,  notify 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection  of  such 
accident.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection 
shall  cause  any  such  accident  to  be  promptly  investigated, 
and  the  said  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  shall  not  be 
again  put  in  service  until  after  investigation  and  satisfac- 
tory repair. 

The  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  a  building  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  engineer  or  superintend- 
ent to  promptly  report  any  elevator,   sling  or  builder's 
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hoist  accident  in  said  building,  or  for  any  negligence  on 
the  part  of  said  engineer  or  superintendent  affecting  the 
safety  of  any  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  under  his 
control. 

Sect.  29.  All  power-driven  elevators  must  be  in- 
spected at  least  once  every  three  months  after  first  inspec- 
tion. All  hand-hoist  elevators  must  be  re-inspected  at 
least  once  in  six  months  after  first  inspection.  All  sling 
hoists  must  be  inspected  at  least  once  a  year  after  first 
inspection. 

Builder's  hoists  and  pressure  tanks  must  be  inspected  as 
often  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Elevator  Inspection,  their  condition  may.  require. 

The  first  certificate  of  inspection  on  any  new  installa- 
tion shall  be  in  force  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  of 
said  certificate. 

Certificates  issued  under  the  afore-mentioned  ordinance 
of  April  15,  1908,  and  in  effect  at  the  date  of  the  approval 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  expiration  of  their  respective  terms,  and  inspections 
shall  be  made  on  such  elevators  and  charged  for  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  -l  of  the  said  ordinance  of  April  15,  1908, 
until  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  certificates. 

For  elevators  that  are  being  operated  without  the  cer- 
tificates provided  for  in  the  said  ordinance  of  April  15, 
1908,  the  fees  set  forth  in  this  ordinance  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  its  approval. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  interim  between  the  date 
of  the  expiration  of  any  certificate  and  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fees  for  renewal  or  re-issue  of  said  certificate, 
such  renewal  or  re-issue  shall  expire  one  year  from  the 
expiration  of  the  former  certificate. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  certificate  of  inspection  of 
an  elevator  or  sling  which  is  out  of  service,  no  fees  shall 
be  charged  during  the  time  said  elevator  or  sling  is  out 
of  service. 

Whenever  any  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  is  found 
to  be  in  an  unsafe  condition,  the  certificate  shall  be  re- 
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moved  and  tlie  elevator,  sling  or  builder's  hoist  kept  out 
of  service  until  it  is  put  in  safe  running  condition.

That  an  ordinance  ap- 
proved December  28,  1916,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  the  various  departments  of  the 
'City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  year  1917,"  be 
amended  as  follows: 

By  striking  out  in  Section  25,  Item  38,  pension  and  re- 
tirement salaries.  Police  Pension  Fund,  the  following 
proviso : 

"Provided,  That  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of 
Police  shall  not  seek  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  dispose  of, 
or  cause  to  be  offered  or  placed  on  sale  for  disposal, 
benefit  tickets  of  any  kind  whatever  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  funds  of  the  Police  Pension  Fund. 
The  Annual  Police  Carnival  may  be  held.  The  same 
may  be  advertised  and  tickets  of  admission  thereto 
placed  on  sale  under  the  direction  and  management 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Police  Pension  Fund  Asso- 
ciation, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety,  otherwise  this  appropriation  be  void.'* 
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Also,  bj  striking  out  in  Item  69,  Firemen's  Pension 
Fund,  the  following  proviso: 

"Provided,  That  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
shall  not  seek  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  dispose  of,  or  cause 
to  be  offered  or  placed  on  sale  for  disposal,  benefit 
tickets  of  any  kind  whatever  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing the  funds  of  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund, 
otherwise  this  appropriation  be  void»"

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  when  he  may  deem  it  advisable,  to  lay  water 
pipe  and  appurtenances  by  contract,  with  the  condition 
that  the  contrac1>or  shall  accept  assessment  bills  as  so 
much  cash. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  in  any  street  whereon 
the  owners  of  property  are  subject  to  assessment  for  water 
pipe  by  reason  of  existing  laws  and  ordinances  (April  11, 
1866,  and  February  15,  1862),  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  when  he  may  deem  it  advis- 
able, is  authorized  to  advertise  for  bids  and  award  con- 
tracts for  the  purchase  and  laying  of  the  necessary  water 
pipe  and  appurtenances,  with  a  provision  in  the  contract 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  assessment  bills  for  said 
water  pipe  as  so  much  cash  in  whole  or  part  payment 
thereof. 

Sect,  2.  Such  assessment  bills  shall  be  prepared  as 
provided  by  existing  ordinances  (January  29,  1855,  and 
June  2,  1866),  and  shall  be  accepted  and  collected  by  the 
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contractor  in  the  manner  provided  by  ordinance  (May  12, 
1866)  for  the  acceptance  and  collection  of  assessment 
bills  for  the  construction  of  sewers.  Any  excess  in  the 
cost  of  laying  such  water  pipe  over  the  assessment  bills 
shall  be  charged  and  paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
out  of  any  funds  available  for  laying  water  pipe.

written  bids  therefor  be  first  invited  from  at  least  three 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  regularly  engaged  in  the 
business  of  manufacturing,  dealing  in,  furnishing,  or  sup- 
plying the  same:  Atid  provided  further.  That  when  a 
patented  or  proprietary  article  is  to  be  purchased  or  pro- 
cured, the  Director  of  Supplies  may  be  permitted  to  accept 
one  bid  from  the  patentee  or  the  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion controlling  the  patented  or  proprietary  article  re- 
quired, which  bid  shall  be  accompanied  with  an  affidavit 
stating  that  the  prices  quoted  are  the  lowest  at  which  said 
articles  are  sold  to  any  one  in  the  open  market. 
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Sect.  2.  Whenever  advertised  bids  are  received  for 
furnishing  materials  or  commodities  for  a  stated  period, 
and  the  amount  or  amounts  appropriated  and  available  are 
not  sufficient  to  cover  the  requirements  for  the  period 
stated  in  the  advertisement,  the  Director  of  Supplies  is 
hereby  authorized  to  continue  said  contract  or  contracts 
when  further  appropriations  are  made  and  become  avail- 
able for  that  purpose,  or  when  further  requirements  make 
same  necessary  for  the  period  stated,  and  this  authoriza- 
tion shall  be  set  forth  in  the  said  contract  or  contracts  and 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  affixing  their  signatures 
thereto. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the 
United  States  and  any  other  nation  or  nations,  and  pros-

said  streets  or  roads,  or  their  substitutes,  shall  be  restored 
to  a  condition  equal  to  that  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
change  at  the  expense  of  the  Railroad  Company,  which 
shall  pa,y  all  costs  of  such  changes  and  all  damages  occa- 
sioned thereby,  and  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  keep 
the  said  tracks,  where  they  cross  the  line  of  any  street,  in 
good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  City  may 
be  liable  therefor,  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that 
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may  grow  out  of  the  constrnction  or  operation  of  the  said 
tracks  under  any  of  the  streets  aforesaid. 

Sect.  5.  The  Director  (tf  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty over  and  thronoh  which  Shedwick  street,  as  herein 
authorized  to  be  revised  between  Grays  Ferry  avenue  and 
Wharton  street,  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three 
months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  said  street  will  be  re- 
quired for  public  use. 

Sect.  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railroad  Company,  and  before  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  may  confirm  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of 
streets  herein  authorized,  the  said  Schuylkill  River  East

with  the  standard  specifications  of  the  Department  of  Pub-

constructed  until  the  plans  therefor  have  been  approved

Shed  wick  street  as  herein  authorized,  from  Grays  Ferry 
avenue  to  Wharton  street,  and  by  reason  of  the  revision  of 
the  lines  and  grades  and  the  physical  changes  of  any  other 
street  revised  or  changed  under  authority  of  this  ordi- 
nance ;  to  release  the  City  from  any  liability  or  claims  for 
damages  by  reason  of  the  future  opening  of  Thirty-fourth 
street  ^irough  any  property  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
said  Eailroad  Company  from  the  north  line  of  Grays 
Ferry  avenue  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet 
northward  therefrom;  to  maintain  travel  in  a  manner  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  upon  Wharton  street  and  Grays  Ferry  avenue,  or 
upon  roads  or  streets  substituted  therefor,  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  construction  of  the  said  additional  tracks.  The

That  the  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  construct  a  line  of  railroad  in  the 
Fortieth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  from  a  point 
in  the  boundary  line  between  Philadelphia  and  Delaware 
'Counties  about  one  thousand  and  sixty  (1,060)  feet  west 
of  the  line  of  the  Fort  Mifflin  Military  Reservation  to  the 
northern  end  of  the  Fort  Mifflin  jSTaval  Magazine  Reser- 
vation north  of  the  Fort  Mifflin  road,  and  to  cross  by  under- 
grade or  overhead  bridges  all  streets,  roads  and  lanes  which 
are  now  open,  or  may  hereafter  be  opened,  across  the  line 
of  the  said  railroad,  and  also  to  cross  lands  appropriated 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  sewage  disposal  purposes.

and  for  this  purpose  the  City  of  Philadelphia  does  hereby

'Sect.  4.  When  streets  or  roads  heretofore  open  to  pub- 
lic use  shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  and  proper 
outlets,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  must  be  made 
to  other  streets  or  roads  at  the  expense  of  the  Bailroad 
Company,  which  shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes  and  all 
damages  occasioned  thereby. 

Xo  street  now  or  hereafter  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade  except  as 
provided  in  Section  6  hereof,  and  all  streets  u.pon  the  City 
plan  as  revised  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  all  streets,  roads  and  lanes  now  open  and 
when  opened  shall  be  carried  over  or  under  the  said  rail- 
road.

All  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad  over  and  above 
streets  and  roads  now  opened  or  hereafter  opened  shall

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Jerome  street;  twelve  (12)  lights  from  Lancaster  avenue, 
between  Fifty-sixth  and  Sixty-second  streets,  one  (1)  to 
Jackson  street,  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets; 
one  (1)  to  Woodbine  and  Bryn  Mawr  avenues;  one 
(1)  to  Sixty-second  and  IS^oble  streets;  one  (1)  to  Jeffer- 
son street,  east  of  Fifty-fourth  street;  one  (1)  to  Sixty- 
fourth  street  and  Girard  avenue;  one  (1)  to  Monument 
avenue  about  91  yards  from  north  side  of  Wynnefield  ave- 
nue;  one  (1)  to  i3ryn  Mawr  avenue  and  Gainor  road;  one 
(1)  to  Fifty-second  street  and  Gainor  road;  one  (1)  to 
Monument  avenue  about  one  hundred  and  fifty-three 
(153)  yards  from  north  side  of  Wynnefield  avenue;  one 
(1)  to  Fifty- third  street  and  Woodbine  avenue;  one  (1) 
to  Jefferson  street,  west  of  Fifty-third  street;  one  (1) 
Fifty-fourth  street,  east  of  Wynnefield  avenue ;  from  Lau- 
rel street,  between  Third  and  American  streets,  to  Queen 
lane  and  Wiehle  street.

AN  OEDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  o-ranting  and  regulating  of  permits^  for 
the  occupation  of  highways  with  construction  materials, 
fixing  the  charges  therefor,  and  providing  penalties  for 
violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Com7non  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadeljjhiu  do  ordain: 

Application  for,  and  Issuance  and  Exhibition  ob* 
Per]mit  :  That  when  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
desire  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  highways  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  temporary  storage  thereon 
of  construction  materials  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
construction  or  repair  of  any  building,  footway  pavement 
or  other  structure,  the  prospective  peiTaittee  shall  make  a 
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formal  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  indicating 
the  nature  and  extent  of  such  contemplated  construction  or 
repair  work,  for  the  accommodation  of  which  it  is  desired 
to  so  occupy  the  highways,  and  thereupon  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  may  issue  a  permit  to  occupy  such  a 
part  of  any  public  highway  as  indicated  in  Section  2  of 
this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  for  such  period  of 
time  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  and  reasonable.  For  the 
information  of  the  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, the  Bureau  of  Police,  and  the  public,  the  permit 
notice  card  must  be  displayed  by  the  permittee  in  a  con- 
spicuous location  on  the  occupied  highway  at  all  times 
during  the  period  of  such  occupancy. 

Sect.  2.  Storage  of  Construction  Materials: 
That  construction  materials  authorized  by  permit  to  be 
temj)orarily  stored  on  the  highways  shall  not  exceed  in 
extent  of  occupied  area  the  dimensions  of  the  frontage  of 
the  premises  about  to  be  built  upon  or  repaired  (except 
that  when  no  objection  is  made  by  the  adjoining  property 
owners  and  the  space  is  not  to  be  used  for  storage  of 
materials  other  than  that  to  be  used  in  reconstruction,  the 
permittee  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  an  additional  thirty 
(30)  feet  on  each  side  of  the  building  frontage  for  which 
the  permit  is  granted),  and  not  exceeding  9  feet  in  breadth, 
13  feet  in  height  and  1  foot  inside  the  curb  line,  with 
a  gutter  left  along  the  curb  15  inches  in  width  and  12 
inches  in  height,  with  a  clean-cut  hole  12  by  18  inches 
in  size  placed  every  25  feet  of  length:  Provided,  That 
on  narrow  highways  a  sufficient  passageway  shall  at  all 
times  be  left  unencumbered  between  the  outside  limit 
of  the  stored  materials  and  the  opposite  curb  for  the  free 
passage  of  vehicles.  And  provided.  That  no  materials, 
structures  or  other  obstructions  shall  be  placed  within  5 
feet  of  any  fire  hydrant  or  highway  intersection  or  cross- 
ing, or  within  2^  feet  of  any  railway  track,  or  across  any 
footway.  And  provided,  That  such  permit  shall  not  be 
construed  to  authorize  the  permittee  to  store  any  old 
materials,  rubbish  or  dirt  on  said  highways,  except  such 
as  are  to  be  re-employed  in  the  previously  indicated  con- 
struction or  repair  operations:     And  provided,  That  no 
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permit  sliall  be  issued  to  occupy  any  highway  with  build- 
ing construction  materials  in  that  portion  of  the  City  be- 
tween and  inchiding  Spring  Garden  street,  Fifth  street, 
Green  street,  Delaware  river,  South  street,  Schuylkill 
river  and  on  Broad  street,  between  Lehigh  avenue  and 
Washington  avenue. 

Sect.  3.  Footway  Shelter  Platforms:  That  dur- 
ing the  erection  or  repair  of  any  building,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  permittee  to  cause  to  be  placed  a  wooden  foot- 
way shelter  platform,  which  shall  extend  along  the  whole 
frontage  of  such  building  about  to  be  erected  or  repaired, 
and  which  shall  project  from  2-|  feet  from  the  wall  thereof 
to  the  curb  or  outer  line  of  the  footway  pavement,  and  to 
be  at  least  10'  feet  in  height  from  the  curb  or  surface  of 
the  footway  pavement,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength 
to  intercept  the  falling  of  bricks,  stone,  iron,  lumber  or 
other  building  materials  or  debris.  Footway  shelter  plat- 
forms must  be  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  and  speci- 
fications as  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion and  on  file  in  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  must  be 
painted  in  oil  a  dark  green.  Advertising  signs  will  not 
be  permitted  on  footway  shelter  platforms,  except  those 
containing  the  names  of  the  general  contractor  and  the 
future  tenant,  and  these  signs  shall  be  erected  in  conform- 
ity with  the  standard  size  and  design  approved  by  the  Art 
Jury  (sign  to  be  painted  green  and  white  and  not  larger 
than  6  feet  by  4  feet).  In  no  case  will  any  other  signs 
be  permitted,  nor  will  the  approved  signs  be  allowed  to 
extend  below  the  roof  deck  of  the  shelter  platform.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  have  authority  to 
grant  permission  for  the  temporary  closing  or  enclosing 
of  a  footway  where  he  may  deem  this  a  safeguard  during 
the  demolition,  construction  or  repairing  of  any  building. 

Sect.  4.  Danger  Lamps  and  Signals:  That  all 
persons  or  agencies  temporarily  storing  construction  ma- 
terials of  any  kind,  or  any  other  obstructions,  or  making 
excavations,  upon  or  across  any  public  highway,  shall 
place  and  maintain  thereon,  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  a 
lighted  red  lamp,  and  whenever  such  obstructions  or  ex- 
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cavations  exceed  10  feet  in  length  or  breadth,  one  such  lamp 
shall  be  placed  upon  each  end  thereof,  and  at  such  other 
locations  and  intervals  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly 
warn  and  safeguard  traffic. 

Sect  5.  Mortar  Beds  and  Material  Heaters  :  That 
no  person  or  agency  shall  place  any  lime  or  cement  mortar, 
or  mixtures,  or  mortar  or  concrete  beds,  or  lime  boxes,  or 
shall  make  any  fire  for  the  melting  of  solder,  or  for  the 
heating  of  roofing  material,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  on 
paved  public  highways :  Provided,  however,  That  mortar 
or  concrete  may  be  mixed  in  boxes,  the  bottoms  of  which 
must  be  tight,  tongued  and  grooved  boards,  placed  on  sub- 
stantial bearers,  leaving  an  air  space  of  at  least  4  inches, 
and  protected  on  all  sides  by  a  margin  of  2-inch  boards 
extending  not  less  than  6  inches  in  height  above  the  floor 
surface. 

Sect.  6.  Conditions  of  Occupied  Highway:  That 
the  permittee  shall  store  the  materials  occupying  the  high- 
way in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  their  creating  danger- 
ous conditions  or  a  nuisance  or  encroaching  outside  of  the 
limits  authorized  by  the  permit.  The  permittee  shall  also 
maintain  both  the  occupied  area  and  the  areas  adjacent 
thereto  in  a  cleanly  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  shall  promptly  remove  all 
dirt,  sweepings,  waste  materials,  rubbish  or  other  debris 
that  may  be  produced  or  accumulate,  and,  if  necessary, 
sprinkle  the  occupied  area  and  that  adjacent  thereto  as 
often  as  may  be  necessary  to  eliminate  any  dust  that  may 
result  from  the  exercise  of  the  privileges  granted  by  the 
permit.  All  offenders  against  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance will  be  prosecuted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
herein  and  when  necessary  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  shall 
remove  at  the  expense  of  the  permittee  or  owner  of  the 
abutting  property  any  construction  materials,  dirt,  sweep- 
ings, waste  materials,  debris,  or  rubbish  arising  from  the 
exercise  of  the  permit  privileges,  or  of  any  structure,  fix- 
ture or  obstruction  found  on  any  of  the  highways  of  the 
'City  of  Philadelphia  contrary  to  the  provisions  and  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance. 
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Sect.Y.  Permit  Charges:  That  at  any  time  when 
the  said  permit  shall  expire,  if  it  shall  appear  necessary 
that  a  further  use  of  the  highways  is  required,  for  the 
purposes  for  which  said  permit  was  originally  granted,  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall,  upon  the  original 
application  made,  extend  such  permit  from  time  to  time, 
and  upon  the  original  issue  and  extension  of  every  permit 
the  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  Keceiver  of  Taxes  for  the 
use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  following  sums : 

Unpaved  Streets:  For  permits  to  occupy  un- 
paved  highways  with  construction  materials,  the  fol- 
lowing charges  shall  be  made  monthly:  For  one 
building  of  40  foot  or  less  frontage,  two  (2)  dollars 
per  month ;  for  additional  frontage  of  the  same  build- 
ing the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  per  month,  for  each 
additional  40  feet  or  fraction  thereof;  for  more  than 
one  building  when  immediately  adjoining  the  first 
building  or  buildings,  a  charge  of  twenty-five  (25) 
cents  per  month  for  each  additional  building. 

The  following  charges  may,  at  the  option  of  the  builder, 
be  made  for  the  entire  term  of  the  building  operation  : 

For  one  building  of  40  foot  or  less  frontage,  the 
sum  of  four  (4)  dollars  for  the  entire  term  of  the 
operation ;  for  additional  frontage  of  the  same  build- 
ing, the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  each  40  feet  or 
fraction  thereof  for  the  entire  term  of  the  operation ; 
for  more  than  one  building,  when  immediately  ad- 
joining the  first  building  or  buildings,  a  charge  of 
fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  additional  building  for  the 
entire  term  of  the  operation. 

The  maximum  charge  for  an  entire  operation  on 
one  side  of  the  street  and  within  the  ordinary  city 
block,  betw^een  two  main  highways,  a  charge  of  six 
(6)  dollars  for  the  entire  term  of  the  operation. 

The  maximum  charge  for  an  entire  operation  on 
both  sides  of  the  street  and  within  the  ordinary  city 
"block  between  two  main  highways,  a  charge  of  twelve 
(12)  dollars  for  the  entire  term  of  the  operation. 
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Paved  Streets:  For  permits  to  occupy  paved 
highways  with  construction  materials,  the  following 
charges  shall  be  made  monthly:  Three  (3)  dollars 
per  month  for  the  first  building  having  a  frontage  of 
forty  (40)  feet  or  less,  and  two  (2)  dollars  for  each 
additional  building,  when  immediately  adjoining  the 
first  building  or  buildings,  having  a  frontage  of  forty 
(40)  feet  or  less;  for  the  second  and  succeeding 
months,  two  (2)  dollars  per  month  for  the  first  build- 
ing and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  month  for  each  additional 
building  when  immediately  adjoining  the  first  build- 
ing or  buildings:  Provided,  That  if  the  operation 
does  not  exceed  one  year  in  duration  the  total  charge 
to  be  made  against  any  builder  for  all  operations  on 
one  side  of  an  ordinary  city  block  between  two  main 
highways  shall  in  no  case  exceed  twenty -five  (25)  dol- 
lars, and  if  both  sides  of  the  block  are  occupied,  shall 
not  exceed  forty-five  (45)  dollars.  If,  however,  the 
year  is  exceeded,  the  maximum  charge  to  be  made 
against  any  builder  in  a  city  block  shall  be  three  (3) 
dollars  per  month  if  one  side  of  the  street  is  occupied, 
and  six  (6)  dollars  per  month  if  both  sides  of  the 
street  are  occupied,  for  each  m.onth  in  excess  of  the 
year. 

Shelter  Platforms  :     In  the  section  of  the  City 
where  building  material  is  prohibited  upon  the  streets, 
and  footway  shelter  platforms  are  required,  the  fol- 
lowing charges  will  be  made  per  month : 
$2.00  per  month  for  any  frontage  less  than  40  feet. 
$3.00  per  month  for  any  frontage  of  40  feet  and  less 

than  60  feet. 
$4.00  per  month  for  any  frontage  of  60  feet  and  less 

than  80  feet. 
$5.00  per  month  for  any  frontage  of  80  feet  and  less 
than  100  feet. 
In  other  words,  one  (1)  dollar  additional  for  each  and 
©very  20  feet  additional  building  frontage. 

Sect.  8.     Revocation  of  Permits:     That  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  have  authority  and  power 
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to  immediately  revoke  or  annul  any  permit  when,  in  his 
opinion,  the  privileges  of  the  permit  have  been  abused  or 
the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance  violated, 
or  when  any  construction  or  repair  work  is  so  far  advanced 
as  to  render  any  further  occupancy  of  the  highways  un- 
necessary. 

Sect.  9.  Violation  of  Ordinance:  That  if  any 
person  or  agency  shall  occupy  any  part  of  the  public  high- 
ways in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with  construction  or  other 
materials  or  obstructions  without  a  permit  as  aforesaid,  or 
shall  so  occupy  the  highways  after  such  permit  has  expired, 
or  if,  having  obtained  such  a  permit,  shall  occupy  said 
highways  in  any  way,  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the 
provisions  and  intent  of  this  ordinance,  or  shall  otherwise 
violate  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  permittee  and 
the  owner  of  the  abutting  property  for  the  accommodation 
of  which  any  highway  shall  have  been  used,  or  the  permit 
shall  have  been  issued,  or  either  of  them,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every 
day  the  violation  exists,  which  shall  be  sued  for  and  re- 
covered in  the  manner  as  penalties  for  breach  of  ordinance 
are  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  10.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

plan. 

iSection  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  by  virtue  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  sundry  Acts 
of  Assembly,  they  do  select  and  appropriate,  for  park 
and  playground  purposes  and  for  the  health  and  enjoy- 
ment of  the  people  forever,  plots  of  ground,  with  improve- 
ments thereon,  situate  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  described  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  Front 
street,  seventy-two  feet  south  from  the  south  side  of 
Wildey  street;  thence  south  along  the  west  side  of  Front 
street  one  hundred  and  five  feet  to  a  point;  thence  ex- 
tending west  on  a  line  parallel  with  Wildey  street  twenty- 
nine  feet  eleven  inches  to  a  point;  thence  south  parallel 
with  Front  street  four  and  one-quarter  inches  to  a  point; 
thence  west  parallel  with  Wildey  street  twelve  feet  one 
and  one-quarter  inches  to  an  angle ;  thence  west  twenty-two 
feet  eleven  and  three-quarter  inches  to  a  point;   thence

north  parallel  with  Front  street  fourteen  feet  eight  and 
one-qnarter  inches  to  a  point;  thence  west  parallel  with 
Wildey  street  forty-five  feet  to  the  east  side  of  Hope 
street;  thence  north  along  the  same  ninety-one  feet  to 
a  point;  thence  east  parallel  with  Wildey  street  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  feet  to  the  west  side  of  Front  street  and 
the  first  mentioned  point  and  place  of  beginning.

Upon  the  filing  of 
said  bond,  the  said  ground  is  hereby  placed  under  the 
custody  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Recreation,  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
from  time  to  time  established  by  the  said  Board  of  Rec- 
reation for  the  care,  management  and  maintenance  of 
public  playgrounds,  and  the  said  Board  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  immediately  enter  upon  said  premises 
and  take  possession  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
in  the  proper  Court,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  a  petition  for 
the  assessment  of  damages  and  setting  forth  therein  the 
ground  selected  and  appropriated,  and  when  the  said 
damages  are  ascertained  they  shall  be  paid  out  of  amount 
set  aside  in  Item  170M  (loan)  in  the  appropriation  to  the 
Board  of  Recreation. 

Sect.  4.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board  of 
Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  to  place  on  the  City  plan 
as  a  public  park  and  playground  the  plot  of  ground 
bounded  by  Front  street,  Hope  street,  Allen  street  and  a 
line  parallel  with  and  seventy-two  feet  south  of  Wildey 
street. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

In  consideration  whereof, 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  agTee  to  convey  and  release- 
to  The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company  all  of  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  said  City  to  the  bulkhead  of  Dela- 
ware avenue  at  the  foot  of  Bainbridge  street,  described  as 
follows : 

All  that  certain  bulkhead  property  situate  in  the  Fourth 
Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  described  as  follows,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Delaware  avenue  (being  also  the  bulk- 
head line  established  by  the  Secretary  of  War  January  20, 
1891)  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  four 
and  one-eighth  inches  northward  from  'the  north  line  of 
Kenilworth  street  extended;  thence  extending  northward 
along  the  easterly  side  of  the  said  Delaware  avenue  thirty- 
nine  feet  seven  and  one-eighth  inches  to  a  point;  thence 
extending  eastwardly  five  hundred  and  forty  xeet  nine  and 
three-eighths  inches  to  the  pierhead  line  established  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  January  20,  1891 ;  thence  extending 
southward  along  the  said  pierhead  line  thirty-nine  feet 
seven  and  five-eighths  inches  to  a  point;  thence  extending 
westward  five  hundred  and  forty-one  feet  one-eighth  inch 
to  the  place  of  beginning ;  including  every  and  all  riparian 
and  other  rights  appurtenant  or  incident  to  the  said  land;

The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  also  agree  to  remove  the 
whole  of  the  said  Pier  No.  30  to  a  plane  thirty  feet  below 
mean,  low  water,  and  to  construct  and  extend  the  concrete 
bulkhead  along  the  east  side  of  Delaware  avenue  across 
the  end  of  said  Pier  No.  30,  all  at  the  cost  of  the  City. 
The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  further  agree  to  pay  to 
The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars  in  full  settlement  for 
all  claims  against  it  on  behalf  of  the  said  The  Franklin 
Sugar  Refining  Company,  as  aforesaid,  and  as  the  pur- 
chase price  and  consideration  of  the  above-described  prem- 
ises. The  said  agreement  shall  provide  that  nothing  therein 
contained  or  thereunder  done  shall  in  any  way  affect  the 
claims  of  The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company  against 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  pending  for  damages  to 
the  property  of  said  company  for  the  widening  of  Dela- 
ware avenue,  and  shall  further  provide  that  whereas,  by 
ordinance  dated  the  tenth  day  of  July,  1916,  the  condem- 
nation of  the  first  of  the  above-described  properties,  to- 
gether with  a  certain  other  lot  or  piece  of  ground  between 
Kenilworth  street  and  Bainbridge  street,  both  owned  by 
The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company,  was  duly  author- 
ized and  provided  for,  and  in  accordance  therewith  notice 
of  the  proposed  taking  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the 
expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  such  notice 
was  served  upon  the  said  company  on  July  12,  1916,  the 
said  The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company,  under  the 
said  agreement,  shall  release  the  said  City  of  Philadel- 
phia from  any  claim  against  the  said  City  for  damages, 
interest,  charges  or  othei'wise  by  reason  of  such  condem- 
nation and  notice.  So  much  of  the  said  ordinance  as  pro- 
vides for  the  taking  and  condemnation  of  the  two  last- 
mentioned  properties  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  di- 
rected, to  prepare  the  agreement,  deed  or  deeds  and  any 
other  instrument  or  instruments  necessary  or  proper  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  directions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to 
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examine  the  title  to  tlie  said  premises  to  be  conveyed  by 
The  Franklin  Sugar  Refining  Company,  and  if  be  ap- 
proves the  same,  to  canse  a  conveyance  thereof  to  be  made 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  fee  simple ;  and  the  Mayor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  deed  or 
release  as  may  be  necessary,  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going provisions. 

■Sect.  3.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)

Regulating  tunneling  and   opening  unpaved   streets   and 
providing  charges  therefor. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  charges 
be  made  for  tunneling  and  for  opening  unpaved  streets: 

Tunneling  :     For  tunneling  for  making  connec- 
tions for  the  installation  of  sewer  laterals: 
$2.00  for  one  tunnel. 
$1.00  each  for  two  or  more  tunnels. 

Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  a  charge  of  more  than 
twelve  (12)  dollars  be  made  for  any  number  of  openings 
on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  street  within  an  ordinary  city 
block  between  two  main  highways;  And  further  provided, 
That  in  no  case  shall  tunnels  be  made  within  less  than  7 
feet  from  the  surface  of  the  ground,  nor  shall  they  extend 
more  than  8  feet  into  the  highway  from  the  curb  line. 

Opening  Unpaved  Streets  :  For  one  opening 
two  (2)  dollars.  Two  or  more  openings  one  (1)  dol- 
lar each:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  a  charge 
of  more  than  twelve  (12)   dollars  be  made  for  any 
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number  of  openings  on  one  or  both  sides  of  tlie  street 
within  an  ordinary  city  block  between  two  main  high- 
ways.

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■said  vault,  and  agreeing  to  remove  and  restore  the  street 
to  its  present  condition  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
to  that  effect,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance: 
Provided,  That  the  said  Rittenhouse  Club  shall  agree  to 
permit  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  suspend  conduits  and 
wires  from  the  roof  of  said  vault  at  any  time  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  shall  deem  the  same  necessary,  and  that 
Section  1  of  the  ordinance  approved  March  31,  1902, 
providing  that  vaults  be  kept  four  feet  below  the  sidewalk 
level,  will  not  apply  in  this  case.

or  used  or  the  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  displayed  in 
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violation  of  any  of  said  regulations  is  not  removed  within 
five  days  after  the  imposition  of  the  penalty^  the  person 
offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  a  day,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid,  for  every  day 
after  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  five  days,  during 
which  such  portion  of  the  building,  sign,  notice  or  adver- 
tisement remains  unremoved."

phia and  Reading  Railway  Company  relative  to  the 
relocation  and  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  its  Chester 
Branch,  in  the  Fortieth  Ward,  for  the  avoidance  of 
grade  crossings. 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government,  through  the 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  has  begun  the  construction 
of  a  large  shipbuilding  plant  on  Hog  Island  immediately 
southward  of  the  City; 

And  Whereas,  In  the  emergency  now  exsting  on  ac- 
count of  the  war,  it  is  essential  to  deliver  men  and  ma- 
terials to  this  plant  largely  in  excess  of  the  present  railroad 
facilities ; 

And  Whereas,  The  officials  of  The  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Company  have  ex- 
pressed their  intention  of  applying  for  consent  to  construct 
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a  railroad  line  across  the  Fortieth  Ward,  from  a  point  in 
County  line,  near  the  junction  of  Bow  creek  and  the 
Back  Channel,  through  City  property,  across  lowlands 
west  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  across  the  Chester  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  to  connections 
with  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Rail- 
road near  Sixtieth  street;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Comono^i  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  immediately  to  enter 
into  negotiations,  through  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  with  the  officers  of  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Washington  Railroad  Company,  with  a  view  of  de- 
termining the  lines  and  grades  of  the  said  proposed  rail- 
road across  the  Fortieth  Ward,  from  a  point  in  County 
line,  near  the  junction  of  Bow  creek  and  the  Back  Chan- 
nel, through  City  property,  across  lowlands  west  of  the 
Schuylkill  river,  and  across  the  Chester  Branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  to  connections  with 
The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad 
near  Sixtieth  street,  so  as  to  avoid  the  crossing  of  streets 
at  grade  by  the  said  railroad,  and  providing  for  the  rail- 
road company  bearing  its  just  and  equitable  proportion  of 
the  expense  for  the  construction  of  streets  hereafter 
opened  over  or  under  the  proposed  railroad  and  all  the 
cost  contingent  upon  the  change  of  street  lines  and  grades, 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  bridges  for  carry- 
ing streets  or  roads  now  legally  or  physically  open  under

Company  to  provide  for  the  location  of  the  said  line  of

That  the  consent  of  these  Councils  is  hereby 
given  for  the  Mayor  to  issue,  through  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  a  permit  or  permits  for  the  temporary  oc- 
cupation of  so  much  of  the  property  of  the  City  in  the 
Fortieth  Ward  as  may  be  required  for  the  construction

Washington  Railroad  Company;  the  location,  grade  and 
other  conditions  of  such  occupation  to  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  also  to 
issue  a  permit,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission,  for  the  temporary  construction  and  op- 
eration of  said  line  so  as  to  cross  Penrose  Perry  road,

Sect.  3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  immediately  to  enter  into  negotiations,  through 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  v^ith  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company  for  the  abandonment  of 
that  portion  of  the  Chester  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway,  between  Fifty-eighth  street  and  Bow 
creek,  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the  present  street 
crossings  at  grade,  and  the  relocation  of  said  line  to  a 
position  where  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  grades 
in  this  territory  may  be  more  economically  carried  out 
and  permit  the  general  development  to  better  advantage. 

Sect.  4.  Neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the 
obligation  of  the  said  contract,  if  and  when  approved  by 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
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Pennsylvania,  is  sucli  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect 
the  exercise  by  said  Commission  of  any  of  the  powers 
vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  ap- 
proved July  26th,  1913,  and  a  clause  to  that  effect  shall 
be  embraced  therein.

in  the  Forty-sixth  Ward,  conveyed  in  mistake  by  said 
trustees  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas^  The  City  of  Philadelphia  by  an  ordinance 
approved  the  seventh  day  of  July,  1914,  condemned  and 
took  for  park  and  parkway  purposes  all  of  the  ground  in 
the  bed  of  Cobb's  Creek  Parkway,  from  Cedar  avenue  to 
Christian  street,  and  all  of  the  ground  west  thereof  to  the 
center  of  Cobb's  Creek  Park, 

And  Whereas,  At  the  settlement  of  the  damages  for 
the  taking  of  said  ground,  the  City  requested  a  deed  for  all 
of  the  ground  so  condemned  and  taken,  and  in  pursuance 
of  said  request,  by  indenture  dated  the  eighteenth  day  of 
May,  1917,  and  recorded  in  Deed  Book  J.  M.  H.,  No.  227, 
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page  226,  etc.,  there  was  granted  and  conveyed  unto  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ground  east  of  the  Parkway,  while  it 
was  intended  by  said  grant  to  convey  only  the  ground  so 
taken  and  condemned,  but  through  an  error  of  the  scriv- 
ener there  was  included  in  the  description  of  the  property 
conveyed  by  said  deed  other  properties  lying  to  the  east 
of  the  said  Parkway,  not  included  in  Cobb's  Creek  Park ; 
now  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  release,  transfer, 
set  over  and  convey  in  fee  simple,  by  deed  for  and  on  be-

That  leave  of  absence 
with  pay  shall  be  granted  to  any  employee  paid  by  war- 
rant of  the  City  or  County  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  been 
employed  at  least  three  months  continuously  and  who 
makes"^  application  therefor  for  the  purpose  of  military 
service  in  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  or  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  Government.

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  has  approved 
of  a  project  for  improving  the  Schuylkill  river,  from  the 
Delaware  river  to  South  street  bridge,  conditioned  upon 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
maintaining  the  improved  channel  until  the  projected  sew- 
age treatment  work  shall  have  been  completed  and  placed 
in  operation ; 
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And  Whekeas^  In  the  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  August  8,  1917,  an  appropriation  of  three 
hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars  was  made  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  based  on  the  project 
contained  in  House  Document  above  referred  to,  No.  1270, 
Sixty-fourth  Congress,  First  Session ; 

And  Whereas,  The  United  States  Engineer  in  charge 
of  the  improvement  of  the  Schuylkill  river  has  vs^ritten  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  asking  to  be  advised 
if  the  City  will  agree  to  maintain  the  improved  channel 
until  the  projected  sewage  treatment  works  shall  have  been 
built  and  placed  in  operation,  in  order  that  no  more  raw 
sewage  shall  be  discharged  in  the  Schuylkill  river ;  also,  the 
United  States  Engineer  Office  has  sent  a  similar  communi- 
cation to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  inquiring  whether  the 
State  would  co-operate  in  the  matter ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania has  biennially,  for  the  past  eight  years,  appro- 
priated funds  to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  dredging  the  chan- 
nels of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  within  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for  other  work  in  connection 
with  the  improvement  of  the  harbor ;  therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  United  States  Engi- 
neer Office  in  charge  of  the  work  of  improving  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  that,  in  view  of  appropriations  by  Congress  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  from  the  Dela- 
ware river  to  South  street  bridge,  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
will  agree  to  maintain  the  improved  channel  until  the  pro- 
jected sewage  treatment  works  shall  have  been  completed 
and  placed  in  operation ;  the  appropriation  for  such  main- 
tenance to  be  made  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary, 
from  the  general  funds  of  the  City  or  from  the  funds  ap- 
propriated by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Department 
of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia.

To  authorize  the  American  International  Corporation  as 
agent  of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  two  rail- 
road tracks  at  grade  and  electric  wires  across  Tinicum 
avenue  at  a  point  four  hundred  and  seventy  feet,  more 
or  less,  northeast  of  Bow  creek,  in  the  Fortieth  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  American  In- 
ternational Corporation  as  agent  of  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate,  at  grade, 
two  railroad  tracks,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  wires  for 
the  transmission  of  electric  current  upon  and  across  Tini- 
cum avenue  at  a  point  four  hundred  and  seventy  feet, 
more  or  less,  northeast  of  Bow  creek,  in  the  Fortieth 
Ward,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  on  file  in  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys :  Provided,  That  the  work  herein  authorized  shall 
be  done  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Highway  Super- 
visors, and  that  the  tracks  and  wires  herein  authorized 
shall  be  removed  at  any  time  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance to  that  effect,  without  any  expense  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  without  any  recourse  for  damage  against 
said  City,  either  property,  personal  or  otherwise,  and  that 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  first  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance :  Pro- 
vided also,  That  the  said  American  International  Cor- 
poration, acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  United 
States  Shipping  Board  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation, 
shall  agree  in  writing  to  indemnify,  save  harmless,  reim- 
burse and  defend  the  City  against  any  claim  or  claims, 
suit  or  suits,  for  loss  or  damage  to  person  or  property  that 
may  arise  by  reason  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  said  tracks  and  electric  wires  across  the 
said  avenue :  And  further  provided,  That  the  said  Ameri- 
can International  Corporation  shall  agree  to  make  such 
readjustment  of  the  grades  of  its  tracks,  at  its  own  ex- 
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pense,  as  may  hereafter  be  required  by  the  City  in  estab- 
lishing the  lines  and  grades  of  streets,  and  the  construction 
of  sewers  and  other  drainage  channels. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  American  International  Corpora- 
tion be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  erect  safety  gates  at  the 
crossing  herein  authorized,  in  compliance  with  an  ordi- 
nance approved  the  eighth  day  of  September,  1881,  and 
amended  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  1910,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  gates  and  the 
maintenance  of  flagmen  by  railroad  companies  across 
streets  and  roads  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  crossing 
their  respective  tracks  at  grade." 

Sect.  3.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract  is  such  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the 
exercise  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  of  any  of  the  powers  vested 
in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  approved  July 
26,  1913.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  use  of  terra-cotta  in  detached  buildings 
one  story  in  height  and  in  semi-detached  and  detached 
dwelling  houses  and  garages  three  stories  and  less  in 
height,  curtain  walls  of  fireproof  buildings,  pent  houses 
and  bulkheads,  and  to  regulate  wooden  shingle  roofs 
on  semi-detached  and  detached  houses  used  for  dwelling 
purposes  in  suburban  districts,  and  providing  a  penalty 
for  the  violation  or  non-compliance  with  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  hollow  tile  may  be 
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used  for  the  exterior  walls  of  detached  buildings  one  story 
in  height,  detached  and  semi-detached  dwellings,  stables 
and  garages  three  stories  or  less  in  height,  curtain  walls 
of  fireproof  buildings,  pent  houses  and  bulkheads. 

Sect.  2.  All  hollow  tile  shall  be  dense  terra-cotta, 
free  from  checks  and  cracks,  laid  square  and  true  and 
burned  hard,  so  as  to  ring  when  struck,  and  not  to  absorb 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  its  own  weight  in  moisture.  To 
have  an  ultimate  crushing  strength  of  not  less  than  3,000 
pounds  per  square  inch  of  available  section  of  web  area, 
and  shall  not  be  loaded  when  in  the  wall  to  more  than 
eighty  pounds  per  square  inch  of  effective  bearing  area- 
Tiles  shall  have  outer  shell  or  wall  not  less  than  seven- 
eighths  inches  thick  in  its  least  dimension.  All  interior 
webs  shall  be  not  less  than  three-fourths  inches  in  thick- 
ness. Tiles  shall  be  constructed  with  at  least  50  per  cent, 
solid  material. 

The  Ohief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  may 
require  a  test  to  be  made  of  such  blocks  before  allowing 
same  to  be  placed  in  the  wall  if  in  his  judgment  there  be 
any  doubt  as  to  whether  such  blocks  proposed  to  be  used 
meet  the  requirements  above  specified. 

Sect.  3.  ISTo  foundation  wall  of  any  building  or  any 
party  wall  shall  be  constructed  of  hollow  terra-cotta  tile, 
and  no  hollow  tile  ot  terra-cotta  wall  or  partition  shall  be 
supported  in  part  or  entirely  by  any  wooden  or  other 
combustible  beam,  girder  or  post. 

Sect.  4.  Hollow  tile  exterior  walls  shall  be  the  same 
thickness  as  now  required  for  brick  walls  and  all  such 
exterior  wall  shall  be  plastered  on  the  outside  three-fourths 
inches  thick  with  Portland  cement  mortar. 

Sect.  5.  Hollow  tile  may  be  used  for  interior  par- 
titions in  the  above  mentioned  buildings;  however,  such 
partitions  shall  be  at  least  three  inches  thick  if  ten  feet  in 
height,  four  inches  thick  if  ten  feet  to  fifteen  feet  in 
height,  and  at  least  six  inches  thick  when  fifteen  feet  to 
twenty  feet  in  height,  and  when  the  length  of  such  parti- 
25 
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tion  exceeds  fifty  feet  they  shall  be  sufficiently  strengthened 
by  cross  walls,  partitions,  piers  or  buttresses,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

Sect.  6.  All  openings  over  three  feet  in  width  in 
hollow  tile  walls  shall  have  lintels  composed  of  steel,  rein- 
forced concrete,  or  reinforced  tile  of  sufficient  strength 
to  carry  the  load  imposed. 

Sect.  V.  When  the  floor  or  roof  load  is  applied  to  said 
bearing  or  exterior  walls  in  concentrations  of  two  tons  or 
more  at  one  place,  a  solid  pier  of  brick,  reinforced  con- 
crete, or  concrete  filled  tile  shall  be  used  under  each  con- 
centration, each  of  said  piers  to  be  not  less  than  twice  the 
thickness  of  the  wall  of  which  it  is  a  part,  and  no  pier 
shall  be  loaded  in  excess  of  80  pounds  per  square  inch  of 
its  area. 

Whenever  the  floor  slab  or  joists  rest  on  hollow  terra 
cotta  wall  composed  of  tile,  with  voids  set  vertically,  or 
wherever  a  change  in  the  thickness  of  the  wall  occurs,  the 
course  upon  which  the  joists  or  slabs  rest,  or  upon  which 
the  thinner  wall  rests,  shall  have  the  voids  in  the  tiles  or 
blocks  in  the  course  so  bearing  the  load  completely  filled 
with  Portland  cement  concrete,  and  so  constructed  that 
no  joist,  timber  or  other  material  whatsoever  shall  bear  or 
transmit  a  load  to  the  wall  without  having  a  bearing  plate 
of  iron,  first  quality  hard  brick,  or  terra-cotta,  or  concrete 
block  (filled  or  solid)  under  the  same  at  the  point  where 
load  is  transmitted:  And  further  provided.  That  in  no 
case  shall  the  area  of  the  block  to  which  the  load  is  trans- 
mitted be  less  than  double  the  area  of  the  beam  or  other 
material  transmitting  the  load. 

Sect.  8.  All  .walls  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  be 
constructed  in  the  following  manner:  Blocks  shall  be  set 
only  in  Portland  cement  mortar,  composed  of  not  less  than 
one  part  Portland  cement  and  three  parts  clean,  sharp 
sand.  This  mortar  may  be  tempered  with  one  part  lime 
paste  to  eight  parts  of  mortar.  Hollow  blocks  shall  be 
thoroughly  bonded  one  to  another,  both  vertically  and 
longitudinally,  and  all  joints  filled  with  mortar,  and  when 
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tiles  are  set  in  tlie  wall  the  vertical  web  of  one  shall  occur 
as  nearly  as  practicable  directly  over  the  vertical  web  of 
the  adjacent  tile  below.  The  blocks  may  be  laid  with 
voids  horizontal,  and  with  mortar  joints  between  all  blocks, 
or  they  may  be  laid  with  voids  vertical,  provided  all  hori- 
zontal bearings  or  joints  are  reinforced  with  metal  fabric 
of  from  one-eighth  to  one-half  inch  mesh,  capable  of  hold- 
ing the  mortar.  This  fabric  shall  be  one-half  inch  less 
in  width  than  the  width  of  the  wall  of  the  course  upon 
which  it  is  applied,  and  shall  be  double  lapped  at  all  cor- 
ners. Such  web  shall  be  spread  on  each  horizontal  course 
of  the  tile  before  the  mortar  is  put  on  and  shall  be  com- 
pletely covered  with  and  embedded  in  Portland  cement 
mortar  as  the  course  of  blocks  upon  it  is  being  laid.  No 
cutting  of  blocks  will  be  allowed  to  admit  pipes  in  bear- 
ing walls  when  pipes  extend  more  than  one-third  of  the 
story  in  height.  ,  The  metal  fabric  hereinbefore  specified 
may  be  omitted  in  non-bearing  or  curtain  walls  or  where 
tile  is  laid  in  bearing  walls  with  the  voids  horizontal. 

Sect.  9,  Semi-detached  and  detached  dwelling  houses 
having  sloping  roofs  of  the  gambrel  or  straight  pitch  types, 
erected  in  suburban  districts,  may  have  roofs  covered 
with  wooden  shingles :  Provided,  ISTo  portion  of  such  roofs, 
including  cornice,  shall  come  within  eight  feet  of  the 
party  lines :  And  provided  further.  That  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  mansard  roofs. 

Sect.,  10.  Any  person  or  persons,  firms  or  corpora- 
tions, whether  owner,  builder,  conti'actor^  architect  or 
workman,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  who  shall  omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply 
with  said  ordinance  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice 
to  that  effect,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  violation  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  and  the  further  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  every  period  of  one  month  for  which 
the  said  person  or  persons  shall  omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply.  All  the  aforesaid  penalties  to  be  recovered  as 
penalties  of  equal  amount  are,  or  shall  be,  recoverable  in 
the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  City,  and,  whf^r  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof. 
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Sect.  11.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  or  supplied  hereby  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN"  ORDIIS^AN'CE 

To  regulate  and  restrain  the  hawking,  vending  and  ped- 
dling of  fish,  fruit,  vegetables  and  other  merchandise 
on  the  highways  and  footways  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

'Sectiow  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  cart,  wagon  or  barrow  or  other  vehicle,  or  any  per- 
son using  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  and  expos- 
ing to  sale  in  the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia any  fish,  fruit  or  vegetables,  or  merchandise  of  any 
description  whatever,  shall,  immediately  upon  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  and  between  the  first  and  thirty-first  days 
of  January  of  each  year  thereafter,  apply  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  or  his  authorized  representa- 
tive, for  a  license,  stating  his,  her  or  their  name  or  names 
and  place  or  places  of  residence. 

Sect.  2.  Licenses  shall  only  be  granted  under  this 
ordinance  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be 
for  the  current  calendar  year,  and  no  abatement  shall  be 
made  for  licenses  issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  year. 

Sect.  3.  For  each  and  every  cart,  wagon,  dray,  wheel- 
barrow or  any  vehicle  used  for  purposes  of  hawking,  vend- 
ing or  peddling  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  or  other  merchan- 
dise, a  separate  license  shall  first  be  obtained  by  the  owners 
thereof,  and  in  all  cases  where  more  than  one  license  is 
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taken  out  by  any  person,  co-partnership  or  corporation,  tlie 
fact  shall  be  noted  upon  said  additional  license  stub  in  its 
numerical  order,  and  every  vehicle  shall  be  conspicuously 
marked,  in  painted  letters  and  figures  not  less  than  two 
inches  long,  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  licensee, 
and  shall  have  prominently  displayed  thereon  the  license 
plate  numbered  the  same  as  the  license  stub. 

Sect,  4.  That  upon  application  being  made  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  or  his  authorized 
representative,  he  is  hereby  authorized,  upon  payment  to 
him  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  the  sum  of 
thirty-five  (35)  dollars  for  each  automobile  truck,  or 
twenty-two  (22)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each 
wagon  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  two  horses  or  other  ani- 
mals, or  fifteen  (15)  dollars  for  each  wagon  or  other  ve- 
hicle drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  or  five  (5)  dol- 
lars for  each  barrow  or  handcart,  to  grant  a  license  to  said 
applicants  for  the  purpose  of  hawking  or  vending  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  fish, 
fruit,  vegetables,  or  other  merchandise. 

Sect.  5.  The  license  plate  as  issued  is  not  the  subject 
of  sale,  barter,  exchange,  loan  or  gift ;  and  all  licensees  are 
cautioned  against  its  misuse,  under  such  penalty  or  penal- 
ties as  are  provided  by  law.  However,  upon  personal  ap- 
plication to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  or 
his  authorized  representative,  setting  forth  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons  therefor,  a  transfer  from  the  original  li- 
censee to  a  duly  qualified  citizen  may  be  effective  without 
charge,  which  change  must  be  duly  recorded  before  it  be- 
comes valid. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  li- 
censee, under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  who  shall 
have  changed  his  or  her  place  of  abode,  to  appear  per- 
sonally at  the  office  of  issuance  within  ten  days  from  date 
of  such  removal  and  give  notice  of  the  new  address,  which 
change  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  original  application. 

Sect.  7.  All  farmers  vending  the  produce  of  their  own 
farms  only  shall  be  required  to  make  personal  appearance 
before  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  or  his 
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authorized  representative,  and  satisfy  him  under  oath  or 
affirmation  that  they  are  farmers  and  sell  only  the  produce 
of  his,  her  or  their  own  farms ;  upon  which  statement  a 
license  plate  shall  be  issued  to  such  applicant  without 
charge  therefor ;  and  said  license  plate  shall  be  prominently 
displayed  on  the  vehicle  used  at  all  times. 

Sect.  8.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  construed  to  allow  the  use  of  barrows  or  hand- 
carts upon  the  footways  other  than  is  now  allowed  by  exist- 
ing laws  and  ordinances,  and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  or- 
dinances or  resolutions  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  this 
ordinance,  or  any  provisions  therefor,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  9.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  make, 
or  cause  to  be  made,  a  false  registry  of  such  cart,  wagon 
or  other  vehicle,  either  in  the  number  or  use  of  any  num- 
ber, or  in  the  name  or  place  of  residence  of  such  owner, 
or,  after  a  true  registry  is  made,  shall  in  any  form  or  man- 
ner alter  the  license  plate,  or  shall  forge  or  cause  to  be 
forged  or  counterfeited,  or  shall  use  any  license  plate  so 
altered,  forged  or  counterfeited,  and  any  person  using  any 
vehicle  for  the  vending,  hawking  or  peddling  of  fish,  fruit, 
vegetables  or  other  merchandise  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia that  is  not  the  property  of  the  vendor  and  which  is 
not  properly  marked  and  which  has  not  prominently  dis- 
played thereon  the  proper  license  plate  duly  issued  to  the 
said  vendor,  shall  be  liable,  on  conviction,  to  such  penalty 
or  penalties  as  are  imposed  by  law:  Provided,  That  all 
honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  or  their 
widows  shall  be  granted  a  license  plate  without  cost,  upon 
presentation  of  an  honorable  discharge  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property,  or  his  representative,  which 
plate  shall  be  restricted  to  the  personal  use  of  the  said  li- 
censee and  is  not  transferable ;  and  such  license  plate  shall 
be  prominently  displayed  at  all  times. 

Sect.  10.  Any  license  privilege  granted  under  this  or- 
dinance shall  be  revoked  for  any  unauthorized  transfer  or 
misuse  of  the  license  plate,  or  for  the  violation  of  any 
statute,  ordinance  or  regulation,  as  at  present  existing  or 
as  may  be  in  future  enacted ;  and  any  ofiicer  of  the  law  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  remove  by  force,  or  otherwise,  any 
license  plate  the  user  of  which  has  violated  such  pro- 
visions, and  forward  such  plate,  with  a  written  report  of 
the  violation,  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property.

To  permit  John  B.  Stetson  Company  to  erect  a  steel  bridge 
over  and  across  Fourth  street,  south  of  Montgomery 
street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  permission  be  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  John  B.  Stetson  Company  to  erect  a 
steel  bridge  over  and  across  Fourth  street,  one  hundred 
and  three  (103)  feet  south  of  Montgomery  street  at  a 
width  of  nine  (9)  feet  and  a  clearance  over  curb  elevation 
of  twenty-seven  (27)  feet,  said  bridge  to  be  erected  at  the 
third  floor  level  below  present  existing  bridges  on  the 
fourth  and  fifth  floor  levels  of  buildings  No.  19  and  No.

bridge,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  any  time  upon  the  pass- 
age of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publi- 
cation of  this  ordinance:  Provided,  That  no  lettering  or 
inscription  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  upon  said  bridge.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1918. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  as- 
sessors as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1917  (except 
such  as  are  marked  agricultural  and  farm  lands,  and 
rural  or  suburban)  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  seventy-five 
(75)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1918 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund  and  other  capital  outlay,  the  sum  of 
forty  (40)  cents. 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

For  health,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  eight  (8)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  eleven 
(11)  cents. 

For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eight  (8)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum  of 
three  (3)  cents. 
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For  the  police,  the  sum  of  eighteen  (18)  cents. 

F'or  fire,  the  sum  of  eight  (8)  cents. 

For  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners,  the  sum 
of  ten  (10)  cents. 

For  supplies,  the  sum  of  sixteen  (16)  cents. 

For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the 
sum  of  forty-five  (45)  cents. 

Said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  taxes  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such 
portions  marked  "rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  no  part  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  185-1. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  January, 
February  and  March  a  discount  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed;  during  the  month  of  April  a  discount  at  the 
rate  of  three-fourths  (f)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be 
allowed ;  during  the  month  of  May  a  discount  at  the  rate 
of  one-half  (|)  of  one  (1)  per  cent-  shall  be  allowed; 
during  the  month  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one- 
fourth  (i)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  During 
July  and  August  no  discount  shall  be  allowed  and  no 
penalty  shall  be  imposed.  •  If  paid  after  the  31st  day  of 
August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September,  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  imposed ; 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  imposed; 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  :N'ovember  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  imposed; 
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if  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  (4)  per  cent,  imposed, 
and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  five  (5)  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising  added  to 
and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from  day  to  day,  in 
large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax  Office, 
the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

partment of  Public  Works,  during  the  winter  months,  so 
that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, permit  the  carrying  on  or  continuance  of  all  classes 
of  work  which  may  give  employment  to  our  people.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Mayor  to  issue  to  the  Philadelphia  and 
Beading  Railway  Company,  a  permit  for  the  temporary 
construction  and  operation  of  a  railroad  track  across 
streets,  roads  and  lanes  in  the  Fortieth  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  prescribing  the  conditions 
under  which  such  permit  shall  be  issued. 

Whekeas,  In  the  emergency  now  existing  on  account  of 
the  war  there  is  a  necessity  for  providing  greater  railroad 
facilities  to  the  industrial  plants  along  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Delaware  river,  between  Philadelphia  and  Chester ; 

And  Whekeas,  By  an  ordinance  of  Councils  approved 
November  5,  1917,  the  Mayor  was  authorized  imme- 
diately to  enter  into  negotiations,  through  the  Department 
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of  Public  Works,  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  for  the  abandonment  of  that  portion 
of  the  Chester  Branch  of  the  said  Railway  Company 
between  Fifty-eighth  street  and  Bow  Creek ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company  now  desires  to  lay  an  additional  track  crossing 
streets,  roads  and  lanes  in  the  Fortieth  Ward,  from  Gray's 
Ferry  to  Bow  Creek,  and  adjacent  to  and  alongside  of 
the  present  track  of  the  said  Chester  Branch ; 

And  Wiiekeas,  In  consideration  of  the  physical  con- 
ditions now  existing  in  that  portion  of  the  Fortieth  Ward, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  laying  of  rail- 
road tracks  at  grade  is  a  grave  menace  to  the  lives  and 
property  of  people  nsing  the  public  highways,  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  is  opposed  to  the  laying  of  this  track  at 
grade,  but  desires  to  cooperate  with  the  Railway  Com- 
pany in  meeting  the  emergency  now  existing  on  account 
of  the  war;  now,  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PJiiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way Company,  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, a  permit  for  the  temporary  construction  and 
operation  of  a  railroad  track  across  streets,  roads  and 
lanes,  from  Gray's  Ferry  to  Bow  Creek,  in  the  Fortieth 
Ward,  and  the  temporary  crossing  at  grade  of  streets, 
roads  or  lanes  now  physically  open,  said  track  to  be  laid 
adjacent  and  alongside  the  present  track  of  the  Chester 
Branch  of  the  said  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  2.  Before  the  permit  authorized  by  this  ordi- 
nance may  be  issued  and  before  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company  may  lay  the  track  herein  pro- 
vided for,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  agreements,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 
To  keep  the  said  railroad  track  where  it  crosses  the  line 
of  any  street,  road  or  lane  in  good  order  and  condition  at 
all  times  and  to  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia  harmless,  so 
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far  as  the  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any  re- 
sponsibility or  liability  that  may  grow  out  of  the  con- 
strnction  or  oparation  of  the  said  railroad  track ;  to 
abandon  and  remove  the  said  track  wherever  it  crosses 
the  line  of  any  street,  road  or  lane  at  the  expiration  of 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance ; 
to  bear  all  the  cost  of  constructing  and  removing  said 
track  and  all  liability  for  damages  of  every  character 
occasioned  thereby;  to  immediately  enter  into  negotiations 
for  the  abandonment  of  that  portion  of  the  Chester  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  between  Fifty- 
eighth  street  and  Bow  Creek  as  set  forth  in  Section  3  of 
an  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  November  5,  1917, 
entitled  ''An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  ne- 
gotiate with  the  officials  of  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Washington  Railroad  Company  relative  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  through  the  Fortieth  Ward ;  to 
enter  into  a  contract  in  writing,  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
pursuant  to  such  negotiations;  to  grant  authority  to  issue 
a  permit  or  permits  for  the  temporary  occupation  of  City 
property,  the  temporary  crossing  of  streets  at  grade  and 
the  construction  of  temporary  bridges ;  also  authorizing 
the  Mayor  to  negotiate  with  the  officials  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway  Company  relative  to  the  relo- 
cation and  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  its  Chester 
Branch  in  the  Fortieth  Ward  for  the  avoidance  of  grade 
crossings,"  and  in  case  of  a  disagreement  in  said  Jiego- 
tiations  to  agree,  and  the  City  does  hereby  agree,  to  submit 
the  question  of  disagreement  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  deci- 
sion and  determination,  which  decision  and  determination 
shall  be  binding  upon  both  parties,  and  to  waive  any  and 
all  claims  of  the  said  additional  track  as  an  asset  of  the 
said  Railway  Company  in  any  negotiations  undertaken 
or  agreement  reached  relating  to  the  relocation  of  the 
Chester  Branch  of  the  said  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  3.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
permission,  is  such  as  to  impair,  or  in  any  wise  afPect, 
the  exercise  bv   the   Public   Service   Commission   of   the 
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Commonwealth  of  Pemisylvar.ia  of  any  of  tlie  pov\^ers 
vested  in  it  bv  the  Public  Service  Company  law,  approved 
July  26,  1913.

And  Wpiekeas,  By  judical  sale  and  purchase  The  Phila- 
delphia Railways  Company  became  the  successor  to  the 
Southwestern  Street  Passenger. Railway  Company; 

And  Whereas,,  Owing  to  the  changed  conditions  of 
travel  now  existing  on  the  said  highways  and  to  the  desir- 
ability that  the  repair,  maintenance  and  care  thereof  should 
be  undertaken  and  performed  by  the  City  itself,  through 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  it  is  advantageous  that  in  lieu  of 
the  obligation  of  the  said  Company  to  keep  and  maintain

ved by  the  City  Solicitor,  wherein  and  whereby  the  said 
Company  shall  be  forthwith  released  from  the  obligation 
imposed  by  the  said  ordinances,  or  either  of  them,  to  keep 
and  maintain  in  good  order  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  ])y  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system,

To  make  uniform  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  municipal  market  houses  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  stalls  or  stands 
within  the  several  public  market  houses  and  places,  for 
the  use  of  which  rents  may  lawfully  be  charged  by  the 
City,  shall  be  let  only  to  duly  qualified  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than 
three  stalls;  each  tenant  shall  state  explicitly  the  articles 
which  he  proposes  to  sell  therein,  and  shall  be  bound  by 
such  declaration,  the  sale  of  any  commodity  other  than 
those  specified  to  cause  forfeiture  of  the  lease.  The  lease 
shall  be  for  the  current  calendar  year,  at  such  prices  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property, 
and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  January  of  each  year  to 
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him,  or  his  representative — the  Superintendent  of  Mar- 
kets— and  no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  any  fractional 
part  of  the  year. 

Sect.  2.  Each  and  every  tenant  shall  be  bound  by  the 
terms  of  the  lease  not  to  assign  the  same,  nor  to  sublet  the 
space  specified  therein,  nor  any  part  thereof ;  to  keep  the 
premises  in  good  condition,  order  and  repair ;  to  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  all  ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  or  refuse 
matter  of  any  description ;  and  to  promptly  and  thoroughly 
comply  with  all  statutes,  ordinances  and  regulations  apply- 
ing in  any  degree  to  markets  or  the  marketing  of  foods  and 
food  products,  as  at  present  existing,  or  as  may  be  in  future 
enacted ;  in  default  of  which  the  said  lease  shall  cease  and 
determine,  all  rental  paid  thereon  shall  be  forfeited  and  the 
City  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  renting  the 
premises  to  any  duly  qualified  applicant. 

Sect.  3.  Any  tenant  who  shall  at  any  time  omit  to 
occupy  his  stall  or  stalls  for  three  successive  days,  in  the 
regular  exercise  of  his  business,  without  presenting  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  or  his  representa- 
tive, a  satisfactory  excuse  in  writing,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  abandoned  them  to  the  City,  together  with  the  rents 
which  may  have  been  paid  thereon ;  and  the  premises  may 
be  rented  to  any  person  qualified  to  rent  them. 

Sect.  4.  ISTo  person  shall  occupy  any  stall  or  space,  or 
expose  thereon  any  articles  for  sale,  or  use  any  space  within 
the  market  for  any  purposes  whatsoever  without  written 
permission  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property, 
or  his  representative. 

Sect.  5.  ISTo  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  within 
the  public  markets  any  live  animals  nor  any  spirituous  or 
malt  liquors,  nor  shall  any  meat  or  fish  be  cured  or  salted 
therein:  Provided,  Iwwever,  That  butchers  be  permitted 
to  corn  meat.  Xo  pickle,  garbage,  rough  fat,  uneleaned 
tripe  or  offal  matter  shall  be  laid,  placed  or  thrown  out; 
covered  receptacles  must  be  provided  by  each  tenant  to 
contain  the  same,  and  all  such  matter  must  be  removed  at 
least  once  daily. 
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Sect.  6.  ISTo  animal  or  vehicle  shall  be  brought  into 
the  market  houses;  nor  shall  any  animal  be  fastened  to 
any  of  the  columns,  piers,  walls  or  fixtures  of  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  ISTo  person  shall  wilfully  injure  or  deface  any 
part,  fixture  or  appurtenance  of  any  public  market;  nor 
throw  upon  the  roof  of  such  structure  any  brick,  stone  or 
other  thing. 

Sect.  8.  All  blocks,  benches,  barrels,  tubs  or  other  ap- 
purtenances used  by  the  tenants  of  the  markets,  in  the  con- 
duct of  their  business,  shall  be  kept  strictly  within  the 
limits  of  the  space  leased  to  them ;  no  counter  shall  extend 
into  the  aisle  more  than  five  feet  from  the  dividing  parti- 
tion ;  and  all  unappropriated  spaces  within  the  market 
limits  shall  be  left  open  for  passage;  nor  shall  any  project- 
ing sign  be  erected  or  maintained. 

Sect.  9.  Spitting  on  the  floors  of  the  market  is  strictly 
prohibited ;  and  no  person  shall  indulge  in  boisterous,  pro- 
fane or  indecent  language,  nor  engage  in  any  fight  or  alter- 
cation therein ;  neither  shall  any  person  carry  an  open  um- 
brella during  market  hours  in  any  public  market  within 
the  City. 

Sect.  10.  Every  basket,  box  or  other  article  used  for 
the  sale  of  fruits,  berries  or  any  commodities  that  require 
measurement  shall  have  the  fractional  part  or  parts  of  a 
bushel  which  said  measure  will  contain  when  even  full, 
labeled,  stamped  or  marked  thereon  in  plain  characters,  of 
at  least  one  inch  in  size,  on  the  outside  of  such  measure  or 
container. 

Sect.  11.  jSTo  person  or  persons,  other  than  duly  quali- 
fied farmers,  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  meats,  fruits, 
produce  or  other  merchandise  from  any  vehicle  or  curb 
stand  within  two  squares  of  the  line  of  any  public  market 
house. 

Sect.  12.  IS'o  person  shall  sell,  or  attempt  to  sell,  by 
public  outcry  or  solicitation  in  any  public  market;  nor 
shall  any  deceptive  statement  be  made  or  any  misleading 
sign  be  shown  in  conjunction  with  or  reference  to  any  ar- 
ticle exposed  or  offered  for  sale  therein. 
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Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  bring  to  the  markets,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  any  meats,  provisions  or  any  articles  as  or 
for  a  greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  weight  or 
measure  thereof,  nor  employ  any  device  for  imposition  or 
defraud  in  the  sale  of  any  article  whatsoever. 

Sect.  14.  The  delivery  of  ice,  meats,  provisions  or 
other  articles  to  the  tenants  of  the  municipal  markets  shall 
not  be  ]3ermitted  between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  A,  M. 
and  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  shall  be  effected  without  undue 
annoyance  or  inconvenience  to  either  tenants  or  the  public. 

Sect  15.  All  counters,  stalls,  refrigerators  and  other 
appurtenances  used  in  the  conduct  of  business  by  any  ten- 
ant shall  be  raised  at  least  nine  inches  from  the  floor,  so 
as  to  permit  of  the  thorough  flushing  and  cleaning  of  the 
markets:  Provided,  however.  That  refrigerators  at  pres- 
ent equipped  with  underdrainage  shall  be  exempted,  so 
long  as  such  drainage  shall  prove  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

Sect.  16.  Any  person  or  persons  occupying  stalls  or 
stands  in  any  of  the  municipal  markets  shall  vacate  the 
same  at  three  o'clock  P.  M. ;  except  that  on  Friday  the 
closing  hour  shall  be  extended  to  six  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  on 
Saturday  until  nine  o'clock  P.  M. :  Provided,  That  no 
stalls  or  stands  shall  be  occupied  on  Sunday  or  on  any 
legal  holiday:  And  provided  further.  That  the  market 
shall  be  open  until  nine  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  day  preceding 
such  holiday. 

Sect.  17.  The  Superintendent  of  Markets,  and  under 
liim  the  Supervisors  of  M'arkets,  shall  have  possession,  en- 
joy and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities  conferred 
by  any  act  or  ordinance  upon  any  officer  of  the  law.  They 
shall  enforce  all  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  affecting 
in  any  degree  whatsoever  the  marketing  of  foods  and  food- 
stuffs, and  shall  seize  and  prosecute  for  all  breaches  thereof; 
they  shall  prevent  all  persons  from  occupying  any  stall, 
stand  or  other  space  without  authority,  or  for  purposes  not 
authorized,  or  at  unlawful  hours ;  they  shall  preserve 
proper  peace  and  decorum  within  the  markets ;  and  in 
case  of  dispute  as  to  weight,  measure  or  overcharge  shall 
render  immediately  a  written  report  to  the  Chief  of  the 
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Bureau  of  City  Property,  impounding  sucli  articles  as  may 
be  needed  in  evidence. 

^  Sect.  18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  pay 
for  each  and  every  offense  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars,  to- 
gether with  costs  thereon,  recoverable  as  fines  are  now  re- 
coverable by  law ;  and  all  tenants  shall,  in  addition  thereto, 
be  liable  to  cancellation  of  their  leases  and  eviction  from 
the  market,  as  provided  in  Sections  1  and  2  above. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  by  virtue  of  the 
power  and  authority  in.  them  vested  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
they  do  select  and  appropriate  for  municipal  purposes  all 
that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  with  the  buildings  and

That  all  employees,  now  or  hereafter  employed,  shall 
be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona  fide  residents  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their 
employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents  during 
such  employment. 

And  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrants 
against  any  item  in  this  ordinance  unless  all  conditions 
imposed  are  complied  with. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  in  conformity  with  exist- 
ing ordinances. 

Sect.  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Hesponsibility  of  Atlantic  Refining  Cotnpany  for  Damage 
to  Property  on  ^Yelsh  Road. 

George  E.  Datesman,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works,

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
sends  me  a  communication  in  reference  to  a  disj)ute  be- 
tween the  Atlantic  Eefining  Company  and  the  City  relative 
to  claims  arising  out  of  an  accident  in  applying  naphtha 
asphalt  on  Welsh  road,  between  Frankford  avenue  and 
Crispin  street,  Holmesburg.  The  contract  for  this  work, 
it  appears,  requires  the  Eefining  Company  not  only  to 
supply  the  material,  but  also  to  spread  and  lay  it.  On 
September  14,  1916,  the  truck  containing  the  asphalt  ma- 
terial arrived  after  the  day's  work  was  finished,  "and 
rather  than  send  it  back  to  the  plant  Mr.  Graffin,  in- 
spector, decided  to  spread  it  along  the  road.  While  spread- 
ing the  last  of  the  material,  the  truck  swerved  to  one  side 
a  little  bit  too  far,  upsetting  the  lamp,  and  the  running 
oil  set  fire"  to  the  vehicle,  from  which  it  spread  to  the 


property  of  persons  abutting  upon  the  road,  burning  their 
plants  and  vines  and  injuring  their  lawns,  for  which  dam- 
age they  ask  reimbursement. 

Section  19  of  the  specifications  provides  that  ''the  con- 
tractor shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  damage  to 
any  person  or  property  resulting  from  defects  or  obstruc- 
tions, or  from  any  other  cause  whatsoever'  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  service,  or  at  any  time  before  its  completion 
and  final  acceptance  by  the  City."  The  Atlantic  Refining 
Company,  under  advice  of  counsel,  refuses  to  make  good 
the  damage,  because  they  allege  it  was  the  result  of  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  City.  As  to  this,  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  says :  ''I  would  point  out  that  the  contention 
of  the  attorneys  for  the  Atlantic  Refining  Company  is  en- 
tirely without  foundation ;  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
any  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  City ;  there  were  lamps 
on  the  road  and  it  was  one  of  the  lighted  lamps  set  to  guard 
the  road  which  was  upset,  setting  fire  to  the  material." 
The  advice  of  this  Department  is  asked  as  to  what  should 
be  the  attitude  of  the  Highway  Bureau  with  regard  to  the 
matter. 

The  facts  are  not  stated  with  sufficient  detail  to  enable 
a  positive  conclusion  to  be  reached  on  this  question.  Un- 
der the  contract  it  was  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Atlantic 
Refining  Company  to  spread  the  asphalt,  but  it  seems  that 
the  inspector,  who,  I  presume,  is  a  City  official,  instead  of 
w^aiting  for  the  contractor  to  do  this  work  "decided  to 
spread  it  upon  the  road/'  and  in  doing  so  a  lamp  was  upset 
from  which  the  damage  resulted.  If  the  City  inspector 
personally  did  the  spreading,  or  if  it  was  done  by  other 
employees  of  the  City  who  interposed  instead  of  waiting 
for  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  contractor,  as  it  should  have 
been,  and  in  doing  this  they — the  City's  employees — upset 
the  lamp,  I  think  there  would  be  great  difficulty  in  holding 
the  contractor  lial)le.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  inspector 
simply  ordered  the  contractor's  employees  to  do  the  work 
of  spreading  and  they  upset  the  lamp,  it  is  clear  that  the 
contractor  is  liable  under  Section  19  of  the  specifications. 

I  note  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  emphatic  in 
contending  that  the  accident  did  not  result  from  any  fault 


on  the  part  of  the  City,  and  it  may  be  well,  therefore,  to 
ascertain  the  amount  claimed  by  the  property-owners  and 
retain  that  sum  from  the  final  payment  to  the  contractor, 
if  such  final  payment  has  not  yet  been  made,  thus  afiord- 
ing  an  opportunity  for  it  to  have  the  matter  determined 
through  litigation  in  the  usual  course  if  it  determines  to 
bring  suit.

Dear  Sir: — At  the  request  of  your  secretary,  the  fol- 
lowing opinion  was  sent  to  Mr,  Herman  Switt,  a  pawn- 
broker, 6162  Woodland  avenue,  in  reference  to  his  right 
to  keep  his  pawnshop  open  for  the  sale  of  goods  during  the 
hours  forbidden  by  law.  You  will  recall*  that  you  asked 
me  to  answer  directly  to  Mr.  Switt,  but  your  secretary 
now  tells  me  that  other  similar  inquiries  are  being  made, 
and  that  the  view  of  this  Department  is  therefore  desired 
upon  the  subject. 

"Your  communication  of  December  15  last  to  the 
Mayor  in  reference  to  your  right  to  keep  your  pawn- 
broking  establishment  open  beyond  the  hours  specified 
by  law,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  goods,  but  not  for  re- 
ceiving them  in  pledge  or  otherwise  conducting  the 
business  of  a  pawnbroker,  strictly  so  called,  has  been 
referred  to  this  Department  for  attention. 

"The  terms  of  the  statute  are  general  and  sweep- 
ing in  character,  and  they  forbid  licensees  to  keep 
their  offices  open,  or  to  transact  business  liefore  or 
;         after  the  time  specified.     The  intention  of  the  statute 


seems  to  be  to  require  pawnbroking  shops  to  be  abso- 
lutely closed  during  those  hours.  The  place  of  busi- 
ness is  regarded  in  its  entirety  as  a  pawnshop,  and  I 
am  of  opinion  that  there  would  be  no  warrant  for 
separating  its  character  and  allowing  the  shop  to 
be  open  and  business  of  any  kind  to  be  transacted 
therein  during  the  hours  prohibited  by  law."

Opening  of  Leiper  Street.

Deak  Sir: — With  reference  to  a  proposed  ordinance, 
submitted  through  you  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys "to  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to 
authorize  the  opening  of  Leiper  street,  from  the  east  side 
of  C  street  to  the  west  side  of  Adams  avenue,'  approved 
July  27,  1916,"  and  concerning  which  the  opinion  of  this 
Department  is  asked  "whether  or  not  the  agreement  en- 
tered into  hx  Mr.  Bromiley,  involving  the  terms  set  forth 
in  the  letter  to  the  Director,  is  of  any  value  in  law,"  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Road  Bureau  of  this  Depart- 
ment, which  Bureau  reports  as  follows : 

"Referring  to  letter  from  Chester  E.  Albright, 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  dated  De- 
cember 20,  1916  (approved  by  Director  Datesman), 
in  regard  to  an  agreement  which  Mr.  James  Bro- 
miley, through  his  attorney,  offers  to  make,  waiving 
all  claims  to  damages  over  and  above  what  he  would 


be  entitled  to  at  the  present  time — I  do  not  consider 
that  such  an  agreement  would  have  any  binding  force 
either  upon  ]\Ir.  Bromiley  or  his  successors  in  title. 
The  injury  done  by  the  opening  of  Leiper  street,  as 
this  proposes  to  limit  it,  he  would  properly  recover  in 
this  proceeding.  Later  proceedings  would  be  entirely 
unrelated  to  this,  and  later  injuries  would  have  to  be 
compensated.  Payment  of  just  damages  by  way  of 
compensation  in  the  present  proceeding  could  not  be 
considered  as  compensating  for  the  effect  upon  claim- 
ant's property  of  other  and  different  takings  and  in- 
juries- Certainly,  payment  of  injuries  resulting 
from  the  opening  of  part  of  a  street  could  not  l^e  con- 
sidered as  compensation  for  opening  other  and  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  street  at  a  later  time  or  different  pro- 


ceeding.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in 
his  letter  to  me  of  the  2d  inst.  refers  to  a  notice  from  the 
American  Surety  Company,  in  re  contract  with  Peoples 
Brothers  for  grading  Stewart  street,  from  Fifty-seventh 
to  Fifty-ninthstreet,  in  which  the  company  claims  to  hold 
the  contractor's  agreement  that  all  payments  due  and  to 
come  due  on  this  contract  in  the  event  of  default  or  claims 
being  made,  shall  be  payable  to  the  surety,  and  that  "as 
claims  have  already  been  made  against  us,  we  notify  you 


to  make  all  payments  coming  due  or  to  come  due  on  this 
contract  to  us  as  his  surety." 

With  respect  to  this  claim  of  the  surety  company,  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  requests  the  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment as  to  the  proper  action  to  be  taken. 

I  can  best  answer  this  question,  I  think,  by  sending  the 
enclosed  copy  of  an  opinion  given  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  December  6, 
1916,  with  respect  to  a  similar  claim  made  by  the  same 
company  regarding  another  contract  of  Peoples  Brothers, 
the  affairs  of  which  firm  are  now  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

I  think  this  sufficiently  indicates  the  proper  attitude  of 
the  City  and  its  various  Departments  in  this  and  similar 
cases.

Deak  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  12th  inst.  you  tell  me  that 
on  November  29,  1916,  Councils  passed  a  resolution  re- 
questing the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  pay 
the  principal  of  serial  loans  maturing  in  1917,  amounting 
to  nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand  (966,000)  dollars, 
as  well  as  interest  for  that  year  thereon,  amounting  to 
one  hundred  and  ninety-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  (194,778)  dollars  and  seventy-five  (75) 
cents,  and  the  State  tax  on  City  loans  out  of  Sinking  Fund 
moneys  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
mission as  a  reserve;  that  the  Commissioners  on  Decem- 


ber  4,  191(3,  accordingly  adopted  a  resolution  acceding  to 
such  request,  so  far  as  concerned  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  serial  loans,  and  declining  to  do  so  with  rspect  to 
the  State  tax  on  City  loans;  that  snch  accession  to  the 
request  of  Councils  was  made  by  the  resolution  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  contingent  upon  City  Coun- 
cils appropriating  a  sufficient  sum  for  sinking  fund  on 
new  loans  to  be  issued  during  1917  to  provide  adequate 
sinking  funds  for  such  parts  thereof  as  are  appropriated, 
used  and  expended  prior  to  December  31,  191G;  which 
resolution  was  forwarded  to  City  Councils  for  their  infor- 
mation ;  that  since  the  passage  of  the  above  resolutions, 
ordinances  making  the  annual  appropriations  for  1917 
have  been  passed,  but  the  appropriation  therein  for  sink- 
ing fund  on  loans  is  inadequate  to  the  extent  of  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  six 
(04:3,06)  dollars  and  thirteen  (13)  cents;  that  the  closing 
of  the  books  for  1916  shows  an  excess  of  actual  over- 
estimated receipts,  etc.,  more  than  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  above-mentioned  deficiency  of  appropriation  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  sinking  fund  on  loans  authorized,  ap- 
propriated and  spent  to  December  31,  1916,  Thereupon 
you  ask  to  be  informed  "whether  the  City  Controller  can 
set  aside  and  the  City  Treasurer  credit  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commission  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  up  the 
above  stated  deficiency,  viz. :  six  hundred  and  forty-three 
thousand  six  hundred  and  six  (643,606)  dollars  and  thir- 
teen (13)  cents  from  the  said  unappropriated  moneys  of 
the  general  fund,  in  order  to  comply  with  Section  1  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  of  June  11,  1879,  and  the  above  quoted 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
thus  make  possible  the  prompt  opening  of  the  books  for  the 
transaction  of  business  for  the  year  1917  in  the  manner 
contemplated  by  the  x\ct  of  Assembly  of  June  11,  1879." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  City  Controller  has  the  right  to 
set  aside  the  sum  in  question  in  the  manner  proposed. 
The  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  provides  a  method  of  procedure, 
which  should  be  followed.  That  provision  is  that  the  City 
Controller  shall  not  ''countersign  any  warrants,  except  as 
aforesaid  (i.  e.,  for  payments  of  interest  and  for  sinking 


fund)  until  the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates 
and  otlier  lawful  ohligations  shall  have  been  brought 
within  the  sum  yielded  by  the  tax  levy  and  average  income 
from  other  sources."  The  exception  of  payments  for  in- 
terest and  for  sinking  fund  is  not,  I  think,  intended  to 
give  the  City  Controller  and  the  City  Treasurer  the  right 
to  set  aside  of  their  own  volition  a  sum  of  money  which 
may  be  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  that  purpose.  The 
subject,  however,  is  included  as  a  lawful  obligation  of  the 
City,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  1879 
must  be  provided  for  before  warrants  against  the  annual 
appropriations  and  expenditures  can  lawfully  be  counter- 
signed. 

If  sufficient  money  has  not  been  appropriated  by  Coun- 
cils to  meet  the  necessary  obligations  of  the  City,  it  is  your 
duty  to  withhold  countersigTiature  to  the  other  appropria- 
tions until  funds  shall  have  been  provided  to  meet  the 
necessary  interest  and  sinking  fund  expenditures  during 
the  year.  I  would  suggest  that  you  promptly  call  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  Councils  and  request  that  an  im- 
mediate appropriation  in  the  necessary  amount  be  made, 
so  that  the  books  may  be  opened  and  the  business  of  the 
City  proceed  in  the  orderly  and  usual  manner.

Dear  Sir: — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  12th  inst. 
with  respect  to  the  bond  to  be  given  by  the  person  desig- 
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nated  to  collect  and  disburse  the  proceeds  of  the  salary 
warrants  in  the  various  Departments  "who  would  assume 
the  loss  of  funds  provided  the  employee  was  held  up  and 
robbed  on  one  of  these  trips''  (the  trips  necessary  to  cover 
the  territory  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Department)  ; 
and  also  "who  would  stand  the  loss  should  the  paymaster 
have  a  shortage  at  any  time  in  paying-off."  I  send  you 
herewith  a  blank  form  of  bond  prepared  by  this  Depart- 
mient  which  will  aid  in  answering  your  inquiries. 

The  person  designated  to  receive  the  money  therein 
covenants  and  agrees  that  he  "will  receive  the  said  war- 
rants and  collect  the  payments  thereon  from  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  will  disburse  and  pay-over  from  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  each  of  the  said  employees  the  amounts 
due  them  and  which  they  may  be  entitled  to,"  etc.  And 
the  condition  of  the  obligation  is  such  "that  if  the  above- 

bounden shall,  will  and  does 

fully  and  faithfully  comply  with  all  the  covenants  con- 
tained herein,  and  the  provisions  of  the  hereinbefore  re- 
cited ordinance,  which  is  made  a  part  hereof,  and  pay 
over  to  the  said  employee  or  employees  the  amount  or 
amounts  due  them,  or  the  legal  representatives  of  those 
who  may  be  deceased,  and  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  without  any  default,  then  this  obligation  to  be 
null  and  void ;  otherwise,  to  be  and  remain  in  full  force 
and  virtue." 

Under  these  provisions  the  bond  remains  in  force  until 
the  amounts  collected  by  the  designated  agent  of  the  De- 
partment are  actually  paid  to  those  entitled  to  receive 
them,  and  in  either  contingency  referred  to  by  you  the 
principal  and  surety  would  both  be  liable  to  make  good  any 
deficiency  so  arising.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  driif  t  of  an  ordinance 
authorizing  the  release  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  from  the  lien  of  the  judgment  for  costs  in 
the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  vs.  Philadelphia, 
C.  P.  1,  Decemher  term,  1915,  l^o.  2883.  This  is  sent 
me  by  you  with  a  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legality 
and  advisability. 

The  ordinance  is  legal  and  in  proper  form,  and  I  see  no 
objection  to  it  with  respect  to  its  advisability,  as  the  City 
is  amply  protected  regarding  any  costs  due  to  it  by  the 
proviso- — "that  before  executing  such  release  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  shall  make  and  deliver  to  the  City  Solicitor 
a  sufficient  bond  in  form  and  amount  to  be  approved  by 
him  conditioned  to  pay  sttch  costs  should  the  same  be 
legally  collectible  by  the  City."

Change  of  Rate  of  Assessment  for  Construction  of 
Sewers,  Etc. 

George  E.  Datesman,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  17th  inst.  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  inquires  with  respect  to  the  effect  of 
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the  ordinance  of  December  28,  1916,  changing  the  rate 
of  assessment  for  the  construction  of  sewers  as  against 
abntting  property  from  $1.50  to  $2.50  per  linear  foot  of 
frontage.    He  asks  in  substance: 

1.  Whether  the  District  Surveyor  would  be  justified  in 
making  out  assessment  bills  at  the  new  rate  on  sewers 
"completed  after  December  28,  191 G,  but  for  which  con- 
tracts were  entered  into  prior"  to  that  date. 

2.  How  the  assessment  bills  should  be  made  out  "if 
contracts  are  entered  into  and  sewers  completed  after  De- 
cember 28,  1916,  but  for  which  bids  were  received"  prior 
thereto ;  and 

3.  Whether  the  assessment  bills  should  be  made  out  at 
the  rate  of  $2.50  per  foot  "if  bids  were  received,  contracts 
awarded  and  sewers  completed  after  December  28,  1916, 
but  for  which  ordinances  were  passed"  before  that  time. 

He  calls  attention  to  certain  clauses  of  the  contract  for 
building  the  sewers  which  bind  the  contractor  to  accept 
the  assessment  bills  at  the  old  rates  as  cash,  and  debar 
him  of  any  defence  arising  out  of  his  inability  to  collect 
the  same,  etc.,  discharging  the  City  from  all  responsibility 
with  regard  to  such  defence. 

The  ordinance  of  December  28,  1916,  provides: 

"That  on  and  after  the  date  of  this  ordinance  all 
bills  of  assessment  which  shall  be  prepared  against 
properties  fronting  on  streets  in  ivhich  sewers  here- 
after shall  he  huilt  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per 
linear  foot  of  frontage." 

The  words  "in  which  sewers  shall  hereafter  be  built," 
I  think,  qualify  the  enactment  and  fix  the  time  at  which 
the  change  is  to  be  made;  and  "built,"  as  here  used,  com- 
prises not  only  the  entire  work  of  construction,  but,  in 
view  of  the  fixed  relations  existing  l)etween  the  contrac- 
tors and  the  City  after  the  execution  of  the  contracts,  that 
term  should  be  applied  so  as  to  relate  back  to  the  making 
of  the  contracts ;  and  that  the  building  of  a  sewer  after 
the  date  of  the  ordinance  means  the  entering  into  a  con- 
tract and  the  doing  of  the  work  of  construction,  all  of 
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which  should  follow  the  date  of  the  ordinance  as  to  any 
particular  sewer,  in  order  that  the  change  of  rates  may  be 
regarded  as  applicable  thereto. 

The  first  question,  therefore,  whether  as  to  sewers  com- 
pleted after  December  28,  191G,  under  contracts  entered 
into  before  then,  the  assessment  bills  should  be  at  $2.50 
per  foot  is  to  be  answered  in  the  negative. 

To  the  second  inquiry — whether,  if  contracts  are  en- 
tered into  and  sewers  built  after  the  date  of  the  ordinance. 
but  for  which  the  bids  were  received  prior  to  that  date, 
the  new  rate  applies,  I  would  say  that  the  receipt  of  bids, 
or  even  the  mere  award  of  the  contract,  does  not  bind  the 
City  (because  in  the  latter  event  the  City  may  cancel  such 
award).  Where  bids  were  received  before  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance,  but  the  contract  has  not  been  entered  into, 
new  bids  should  therefore  be  invited,  with  a  reference  to 
the  ordinance  fixing  the  frontage  charge  at  $2.50.  I  pre- 
sume no  contracts  have  been  entered  into  since  the  date  of 
the  ordinance  in  which  reference  is  made  to  the  preceding 
ordinances. 

To  the  third  query — what  the  rate  should  be  in  the  case 
of  contracts  entered  into  on  bids  received  after  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance,  and  when  the  sewers,  of  course,  are  con- 
structed after  that  period,  but  for  the  building  of  which 
sewers  the  ordinances  directing  their  construction  were 
passed  prior  to  December  28,  1916,  I  answer  that  in  such 
cases  the  District  Surveyors  would  be  justified  in  making 
out  the  assessment  bills  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  linear 
foot.

EligihiUfij  of  Employees  of  Fairmount  Parh  Commission 
to  the  B'Cnefits  of  the  Mwiicipal  Pension  Fu)id.

Dear  Sir  : — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  the  22d 
inst.  whether  the  Park  Guards  and  other  employees  of  the 
Fairmount  Park  Commission  are  eligible  to  the  pension 
fund  established  by  the  Act  of  May  20,  1915,  which  pro- 
vides : 

^'This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of  such 
Departments,  Bureaus  or  offices  as  are  now  protected 
by  pension  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act." 

This  provision  of  the  law  has  been  the  subject  of  several 
opinions  by  the  Department  of  Law.  See  Opinions  of  the 
City  Solicitor  for  1915,  pages  215,  216,  222,  236  and  242. 
In  the  opinion  of  August  9,  1915,  page  242,  it  is  said: 
"If  the  Bureau  at  the  date  of  the  Act  was  protected  by 
a  legally  authorized  pension  fund  to  which  an  employee  in 
the  Bureau  was  eligible,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Act 
Avould  not  apply  to  that  employee,  because  its  language 
makes  it  inapplicable  to  employees  of  such  Bureaus  as 
were  then  protected  by  pension." 

The  pension  fund  of  the  Fairmount  Park  Guard  Asso- 
ciation is  not  of  the  character  intended  to  be  thus  described. 
It  is  not  legally  authorized  in  the  sense  of  being  estab- 
lished or  recognized  by  statute,  but  appears  to  be  a  A^'olun- 
tary  association  among  the  Fairmount  Park  Guards  and 
other  employees  of  the  Commission,  who  may  or  may  not 
belong  to  it  as  they  choose.  This,  I  think,  is  not  the  char- 
acter of  a  legally  authorized  or  established  pension  fund, 
and  I  concur  in  the  conclusion  of  the  Solicitor  for  the 
Fairmount  Park  Commission    (copy  of  which  you  send 
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me)  to  that  effect,  especially  so  as  this  accords  with  the 
practice  which  has  been  followed  since  the  organization 
of  the  City  Pension  Fund,  for  I  find  on  page  4  of  its 
rules  and  reglations  the  printed  statement  that  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission  are  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  the  Municipal  Pension  Fund ;  and  I  am 
further  informed  by  your  secretary  and  actuary  that  the 
Fairmount  Park  employees  have  been  assessed  and  have 
paid  their  contributions  to  the  Municipal  Pension  Fund 
in  the  same  manner  and  proportions  as  other  City  em- 
ployees.

Dear  Sir: — The  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property  suggests  a  statute  to  be  pxesented  to  the  Legis- 
lature placing  the  appointment  and  control  of  the  janitors 
in  charge  of  the  court  rooms  with  that  Bureau,  and  taking 
the  jurisdiction  in  regard  thereto  from  the  courts,  where 
it  was  lodged  by  ihe  Act  of  April  17,  1913.  He  states 
(among  other  things)  that  "We  find  that  this  (the  Act 
of  1913)  has  not  w^orked  out  as  satisfactorily  as  w^as  ex- 
pected, and  we  are  informed  that  the  Judiges  would 
welcome  a  return  to  the  former  conditions," 

In  accordance  with  such  request  I  have  prepared  a 
draft  of  an  Act  which  seems  to  me  to  answer  the  purpose, 
and  copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose.  Before  this  Act 
is  presented  to  the  Legislature,  however,  I  would  suggest 
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that  the  statement  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Jndges  in  the  matter  be  thoronghly  verified,  for  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  Judges  of  the  courts  would  greatly 
prefer  to  retain  the  power  of  selection  of  persons  having 
free  access  to  the  court  rooms  at  all  times  and  to  papers, 
documents,  opinions  and  the  like,  which  shouldi  be,  and 
generally  are,  of  a  confi'dential  nature,  and  such  that  great 
harm  oould  be  done  by  their  abstraction  or  disclosure. 
And  if  such  should  be  the  preference  of  the  Judges  upon 
the  subject  it  would  be  fully  justified  by  the  circumstances, 
and  in  that  event  no  such  legislation  as  this  should  be  at- 
tempted to  be  enacted.

Dear.  Sir: — You  send  me  draft  of  an  ordinance  ''To 
authorize  the  release  of  Patrick  J.  Whelan  and  James  T. 
Whelan  from  their  agreement  to  indemnify  the  City  from 
all  damages  for  the  placing  on  the  City  plan  and  the 
subsequent  opening  of  Marshall  street,  from  Duncannon 
street  to  Lindley  avenue,  in  consideration  of  said  Patrick 
J.  "Wlielan  and  James  T,  "Whelan  dedicating  all  of  the 
land  owned  by  them  in  the  bed  of  Sixth  street,  between 
Duncannon  street  and  Lindley  avenue,"  and  ask  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  legality  therefor  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Surveys. 

•The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  sufficiently  appears  from 
its  title.     I  think  the  subject  is  one  which  Councils  have 
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the  right  to  control  in  the  manner  proposedi,  and  the  in- 
tended ordinance  is  in  proper  form  for  the  purpose  in. 
view. 

I  therefore  advise  yon  that,  in  my  opinion,  if  duly 
passed,  it  will  be  a  legal  and  valid  ordinance  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.

Regulations  for  Buildings  Erected  on  Pari- way. 
Joseph  Marcus^  Esq.^ 

Committee  Clerk,

Dear  Sir: — You  send  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  its 
legality  a  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  approve  regula- 
tions for  the  location,  size  and  use  of  buildings  along  the 
Parkway.  This  provides  for  approval  by  Councils  of 
certain  regulations  made  by  the  Fairmount  Park  Com- 
mission as  to  buildings  on  the  Parkw^ay  and  within  200 
feet  thereof.  Such  regulations  provide  that  no  building 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  within  the  limits  indi- 
cated, except  in  conformity  with  the  said  regulations, 
Avhich,  among  other  things,  require  that  every  building, 
except  a  church,  fronting  on  or  facing  toward  the  Park- 
way, shall  not  exceed  certain  heights  which  vary  upon  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  Parkway  and  the  land  adjacent 
thereto,  and  which  heights  are  fixed,  both  in  proportion 
to  the  breadth  of  the  facade  fronting  on  or  visible  from 
any  point  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Parkway  or  200 
feet  therefrom,  and  are  also  fixed  so  as  not  to  exceed  a 
certain  height  above  the  street  level  in  feet.  The  regula- 
tions, furthermore,  provide  that  no  such  building  shall 
be  used  for  a  stable,  garage  or  any  manufacturing  purpose 
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(and  west  of  Logan  Square,  for  industrial  or  commercial 
purposes)  or  for  tlie  display  of  a  bill-board  or  roof  sign, 
and  that  no  such  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  until 
the  plans  are  approved  by  the  Art  Jury,  and  no  sign, 
notice  or  advertisement  of  any  kind  visible  from  any 
point  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Parkway  shall  be 
displayed  thereon  unless  with  isimilar  approval.  Also, 
that  no  permit  for  sucli  erection  or  alteration  shall  be 
issued  until  the  approval  of  the  Art  Jury  shall  be  obtained, 
and  the  erection  or  alteration  shall  conform  to  the  design, 
location  and  plans  approved. 

I  think  that  in  the  absence  of  distinct  statutory  pro- 
vision for  the  enactment  of  such  restrictions  and  require- 
ments, some  of  them  are  of  such  a  character  that  it  is 
doubtful  whether  they  could  be  sustained  as  against  the 
complaint  of  the  owners  of  property  affected.  But,  how- 
ever that  may  be,  by  the  Ordinance  of  May  20,  1915, 
page  185,  passed,  doubtless,  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts  of 
April  21,  1869,  Sect.  6,  P.  L.  1195,  and  April  17,  1913, 
P.  L.  93,  the  land  within  the  Parkway  was  placed  under 
the  care  and  management  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  and  the  regulations  of  that  Commission 
would  seem,  therefore,  not  to  require  the  approval  of 
Councils.

Sixty-first  Street  Bj'idge  Over  Baltimore  and  Oltio 
Railroad.

Dear   Sir: — The   Chief  of  the  Bureau   of  Highways 
writes,  under  date  of  the  6th  instant,  with  reference  to  a 
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bridge  across  Sixty-first  street,  over  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad.  It  appears  that  a  portion  of  the  parapet 
wall  of  the  bridge  encroaches  on  the  property  of  the  ad- 
jacent owner,  who  has  requested  its  removal.  This  re- 
quest being  referred  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Eailroad 
Company,  it  agrees  to  remove  the  projecting  portion  of 
the  wall  and  asks  a  permit  therefor,  but  intimates  a  doubt 
whether  that  company  is  responsible  for  the  new  struc- 
ture's maintenance. 

The  present  bridge  is  a  concrete  one  and  was  built,  in 
substitution  of  an  earlier  wooden  bridge,  by  the  City,  but 
at  the  cost  of  the  Railroad  Company,  with  respect  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  expenditure.  This  was  authorized  by  the 
ordinance  of  December  30,  1907  (page  523).  The  original 
bridge  was  authorized  to  be  built  by  an  ordinance  of  July 
3,  1885  (page  186),  which  provided,  in  its  fourth  and  fifth 
sections,  that: 

''Sect.  4.  All  the  crossings  by  said  railroad  over 
the  highways  aforesaid,  whether  at  grade,  overhead, 
or  by  undergrade,  shall  be  constructed  by  said  com- 
pany, under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

"Sect.  5.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall 
agree  to  keep  its  railroad  and  all  its  structures  cross- 
ing any  of  the  streets  aforesaid  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  to  save  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia harmless  from  any  liability  or  responsibility 
whatever  which  may  grow  out  of  the  establishment 
and  use  of  the  said  railroad  over  and  across  the  streets 
aforesaid." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  new  bridges  was,  or  was  intended 
to  be  so  far,  a  substitute  for  the  earlier  bridge  as  not  to  be 
one  of  "its  (the  railroad  company's)  structures  crossing 
any  of  the  streets  aforesaid"  which,  under  Section  5  of  the 
ordinance,  was  obliged  to  be  kept  "in  good  order  and  con- 
dition at  all  times"  by  the  company,  and,  therefore,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  liability  of  the  company  to  maintain 
the  bridge  and  keep  it  in  good  order  continues  with  re- 
spect to  the  new  bridge  as  well  as  to  the  old. 
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I  see  no  reason  why  the  permit  to  make  the  desired 
change  should  not  he  issned  to  the  railroad  oompany,  bnt 
in  reply  to  that  part  of  the  letter  of  its  division  engineer, 
which  says:  "We  do  not  seem  to  have  in  our  files  any- 
thing to  show  that  we  are  responsible  for  the  new  struc- 
ture after  the  removal  of  the  old  bridge,  which  was  formerly 
located  on  this  site  and  was  known  by  us  as  Ellis's  lane" — 
it  may  be  stated  that  the  City  regards  the  company  as  re- 
sponsible to  keep  the  bridge  in  good  order  and  condition 
as  provided,  with  respect  to  the  original  bridge,  by  Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  ordinance  of  July  3,  1885.

Investment  of  Surplus  Fuiuis  in  Mandamuses,  Etc.

Deae  Sir: — You  ask  me  in  your  letter  of  20th  inst. 
whether  the  Board  of  Pensions  may  legally  invest  its  sur- 
plus funds  in  mandamus  executions  upon  the  City  Treas- 
ury Avhile  there  are  no  unappropriated  funds  therein,  and 
while,  therefore,  the  mandamuses  bear  six  per  cent,  in- 
terest. You  state  that  "The  Board  of  Pensions  regards 
them  as  an  excellent  investment  for  its  surplus  funds." 

The  only  provision  with  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
pension  fund  embraced  in  the  Act  of  May  20,  1915  (P. 
L.  566),  establishing  the  pension  system  in  this  City,  is 
that  contained  in  Section  8  of  the  statute,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  to 
receive  and  retain,  and,  when  deemed  advisable,  to 
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invest,  the  funds  payalile  in  accordance  witli  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  to  pay  over  by  warrant  or 
check  the  amount  due  to  said  emj)loyees." 

There  is  thus  no  restriction  upon  the  nature  of  these 
investments,  except  those  legal  provisions  applying  to  trus- 
teeships in  general.  The  responsibility  for  proper  invest- 
ment of  the  surj)lus  funds  rests  with  the  Commissioners, 
and  if  they  are  willing  to  assume  such  responsibility  by 
investing  these  moneys  in  mandamuses  against  the  City 
Treasury,  the  duty  of  deciding  whether  to  do  so  rests  upon 
them.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  20th  inst.  you  speak  of 
two  contracts  of  the  Standard  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Foundry 
Company  of  Bristol  with  the  City,  as  to  one  of  which  you 
have  been  notified  by  the  ISTational  Bank  of  Germantown 
of  assignments  of  certain  bills  due  the  contractor  under 
one  of  the  contracts,  and  as  to  the  other  of  the  said  con- 
tracts similar  notice  has  been  received  by  you  of  an  assign- 
ment of  the  entire  contract  to  the  Commercial  Credit  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore.  Subsequently,  you  were  further  noti- 
fier  by  Robert  Wetherill  that  he  had  been  appointed  on 
February  2,  1917,  by  the  District  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania  as  receiver 
of  the  Standard  Cast  Iron  Pipe  and  Foundry  Company 
of  Bristol,  and  requesting  that  all  checks  be  made  payable

to  the  order  of  himself  as  such  receiver.     Yon  inquire  as 
to  your  duties  in  the  premises. 

It  has  not  been  the  custom  of  the  City  to  recognize  as- 
signments of  this  character  under  contracts  with  it,  and 
especially  so  as  to  partial  assignments.  Nevertheless,  I 
do  not  think  you  should  take  the  responsibility  of  wholly 
disregarding  them,  but  should  act  as  any  stakeholder  would 
do  when  confronted  with  conflicting  claims.  The  war- 
rants should  be  drawn  in  the  name  of  the  contractor,  but 
withheld  from  either  claimant  unless  and  until  they  settle 
their  differences  and  agree  upon  the  disposition  to  be  made 
thereof,  or  until  you  shall  be  directed  to  take  definite  ac- 
tion of  some  kind  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
acting  with  full  knowledge  of  both  sets  of  claims.

Additional  Appropriations  to  Pay  Interest. 

John  M.  Walton,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  20th  inst.  you  send  me 
certified  copy  of  an  ordinance  approved  February  17, 
1917,  wdiich  makes  an  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  for  use  of  the  commission  to  consider  and 
recommend  legislation  concerning  the  location,  size  and  use 
of  buildings  in  different  districts  of  Philadelphia,  and  to 
make  additional  appropriations  to  the  City  Treasurer  to 
pay  interest  on  new  loans. 

The  second  section  of  that  ordinance  provides  "that  ad- 
ditional appropriations  are  hereby  made  as  follows : 
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CITY  TREASURER. 

Item  11.  Interest  on  new  loans,  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  thousand  one  hun- 
dred dollars $375,100  00 

Item  11  (200  loan).  Interest  on  new  loans, 
two  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  six 
hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  four- 
teen cents 285,617   14" 

As  to  the  latter  item  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-five 
thousand  six  hundred  and  seventeen  (285,617)  dollars 
and  fourteen  (14)  cents,  you  state  that  this  is  an  unex- 
pended Ijalance  of  the  four  million  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  three  (4,974,203) 
dollar  loan  authorized  for  sundry  maintenance  and  de- 
ficiency purposes  on  June  29,  1916. 

You  call  attention  to  Section  10,  Article  9,  of  the  State 
Constitution,  which  provides  for  the  payment  of  interest 
upon  all  municipal  indebtedness  out  of  tax  funds,  and  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874  (page  234),  providing  for  the  collec- 
tion of  an  annual  tax  to  pay  interest  upon  debt,  and  in 
view  of  these  constitutional  and  legislative  enactments  ^'ou 
ask  whether  you  are  justified  in  crediting  upon  the  appro- 
priation, as  directed  by  the  ordinance,  the  said  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventeen  (285,617)  dollars  and  fourteen  (14)  cents.  I 
do  not  think  that  the  constitutional  section  or  statutory 
provision  to  which  you  refer  would  prevent  this.  While 
they  direct  and  intend  that  interest  on  loans  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  out  of  taxes  levied  before  or  contemporaneously 
with  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  loan,  yet  they  do  not 
forbid  the  raising  of  money  for  this  purpose  by  other 
means,  and  if  it  were  valid  to  use  borrowed  money  for 
purposes  other  than  those  for  which  it  is  stated  to  be  bor- 
rowed, the  Act  of  Assembly  and  constitutional  mandate 
to  which  you  make  reference  would  not  pre^'ent  the  use 
of  such  funds  for  the  payment  of  interest  upon  new  debt. 

There  is,  how^ever,  a  more  fundamental  objection  to  the 
course  directed  by  the  ordinance.     The  four  million  nine 
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liiindred  and  seventy-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  three 
(4,974,203)  dollar  loan  authorized  bv  ordinance  of  June 
29,  1916,  is  part  of  an  electoral  loan,  assent  to  the  crea- 
tion of  which  was  sought  from  the  voters  by  the  ordinance 
of  April  12,  191G.  The  total  debt  then  asked  to  be  sanc- 
tioned was  forty-seven  million  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  (47,425,000)  dollars.  The  assent  of  the 
electors  being  given,  the  latter  amount  was  divided  into 
two  loans,  one  of  them  being  for  forty-two  million  four 
hundred  and  iifty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  (42,450,797)  dollars,  and  the  other  being  the  five- 
year  loan  of  four  million  nine  hundred  and  seventy-four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  three  (4,974,203)  dollars,  con- 
cerning which  you  inquire.  The  purposes  for  which  the 
last-named  sum  was  stated  to  be  intended  to  be  borrowed 
in  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  submission  of  the  ques- 
tion to  the  electors  were  described  as  follows: 

"For  purchase  of  materials  and  supplies  for  resur- 
facing and  repaving  streets,  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances, the  repair  of  bridges,  the  paym(^it  of  wages, 
salaries  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  the  payment  of 
jurors,  expert  and  witness  fees,  for  expenses  incident 
to  elections,  for  police  and  fire  expenses,  for  the  main- 
tenance, care,  equipment,  extension,  improvement  and 
other  expenses  of  the  City  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  for  printing  and  advertising,  for  mainte- 
nance of  parks,  for  the  protection  of  puWic  health 
and  for  expenses  of  penal,  reformatory  and  charitable 
institutions  and  institutions  for  the  insane,  and  to 
pay  bills  incurred  prior  to  January  1,  1916,  for  ma- 
terials and  supplies,  and  for  services,  personal  and 
other  than  personal,  four  million  nine  hundred  and 
seventv-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  three  (4,974,- 
203)  dollars." 

The  loan  was  actually  authorized  by  Councils  to  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  electoral  permission  thus  secured 
and  in  the  same  terms,  and  the  money  was  accordingly 
borrowed  for  the  purposes  so  described.  It  is  an  obvious 
principle  and  has  been  often  decided  that  money  borrowed 
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with  tlie  consent  of  the  voters  for  certain  designated  pur- 
poses cannot  be  diverted  to  any  other  purpose^  but  must 
be  used  for  those  on  the  faith  of  which  the  authority  to 
borrow  was  conferred  by  the  electors.  This  Department 
has  recognized  as  an  exception  to  the  rule,  arising  not  by 
virtue  of  any  exprss  statutory  language  or  of  any  judicial 
decision,  but  rather  through  the  necessities  of  the  case, 
that  after  a  sum  of  money  has  been  borrowed  and  the  pur- 
pose has  been  fulfilled  without  the  expenditure  of  the  en- 
tire amount,  or  for  some  other  reason  it  has  become  impos- 
sible to  disburse  all  of  the  borrowed  money  for  the  purpose 
originally  in  view,  that  then  a  balance  remaining  might 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  and  used  for  general  purposes. 
But  you  not  only  do  not  state  that  such  conditions  have 
arisen  in  the  present  instance,  but  from  the  nature  of  the 
purposes  stated  in  the  notice  to  the  electors  and  in  the  ordi- 
nance seeking  their  assent  to  the  loan,  it  would  seem  to  be 
impossible  that  any  such  conditions  could  be  invoked. 
Many  of  the  purposes  so  expressed  are  continuing,  and  such 
as  require  the  expenditure  of  money  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  practically  at  all  tinles.  It  is  therefore  obvious 
that  the  exceptional  circumstances  which  alone  and  through 
necessity  could  justify  the  diversion  of  loan  moneys  to 
other  than  the  express  purpose  of  the  loan  do  not  exist.  It 
follows  that  the  use  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventeen  (285,617)  dol- 
lars and  fourteen  (14:)  cents,  being  a  part  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  loan  of  June  29,  1916,  incurred  for  purposes  which 
did  not  include  the  payment  of  interest  on  new  loans, 
cannot  be  diverted  to  the  latter  purpose,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  appropriation  to  that  use  by  the  ordinance  of 
February  17,  1917,  is  illegal  and  would  afford  no  justifica- 
tion to  you  for  making  the  necessary  change  in  the  appro- 
priation ledgers  of  your  Department,

Lcgaliiij  of  Proposed  VontracA  Between  the  City  of  PhiJa- 
delpltia  and  the  PliUadelpli'm  Rapid  Transit  Company.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  tlie  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
February  21st,  wherein  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment as  to  whether  or  not  the  suggested  contract  now 
pending  in  Councils  between  the  City  and  the  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Company  is  legal,  and  whether  or  not  there  are  ele- 
ments of  a  partnership  therein,  which  are  prohibited  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
which  must  be  regarded  in  three  distinct  points  of  view : 

1.  The  financial  aspects  of  the  contract,  which  have 
relation  to  certain  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  City,  and 
with  regard  to  which  this  Department  can  express  no 
opinion,  for  that  is  a  subject-matter  to  be  dealt  with  by 
Councils  alone. 

2.  The  method  of  operation,  with  all  of  the  details  inci- 
dent thereto,  as  to  which  this  Department  can  form  no 
opinion,  because  this  phase  of  the  matter  belongs  to  the 
Department  of  City  Transit. 

3.  As  to  the  legal  elements  involved  in  the  contract, 
which  is  the  one  aspect  of  it  to  which  I  address  myself, 
the  Constitution  of  187-i,  Article  IX,  Section  7,  provides 
as  follows : 

"The  General  Assembly  shall  not  authorize  any 
county,  city,  borough,  township  or  incorporated  dis- 
trict to  become  a  stockholder  in  any  company,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation,  or  to  obtain  or  appropriate 
money  for,  or  to  loan  its  credit  to,  any  corporation, 
association,  institution  or  individual." 
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The  Act  of  Assembly  approved  1907  (P.  L.,  page  80) 
authorizes  contracts  between  cities,  boronghs  or  townships, 
of  the  one  part,  and  street  passenger  railway  companies, 
surface,  elevated  or  underground,  or  motor  power  com- 
panies leasing  and  operating  the  franchises  and  property 
of  such  companies,  of  the  other  part,  affecting,  fixing  and 
regulating  the  franchises,  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of 
such  companies,  the  management  of  the  same,  the  relations 
and  respective  rights  of  the  contracting  parties,  and  the 
ultimate  acquisition  by  such  cities,  boroughs  and  to\vnships 
of  the  property,  leaseholds  and  franchises  of  said  contract- 
ing companies. 

The  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
Papid  Transit  Company,  dated  July  1,  1907,  was  entered 
into  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  above  quoted, 
and  which  contract  is  now  in  force.  The  contract  now 
suggested  is  amendatory  of  the  contract  of  1907  between 
the  City  and  the  Transit  Company  in  certain  essential 
particulars,  but  it  adopts  and  follows  the  contract  of  1907 
otherwise  than  as  amended  by  the  contract  now  under  con- 
sideration, adding,  of  course,  many  new  features  to  the 
earlier  agreement,  as  the  increased  complexity  of  relations 
between  the  City  and  the  company  obviously  makes  neces- 
sary. 

The  question  was  raised  after  its  adoption  whether  or 
not  the  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  between  the  City  and  the 
Transit  Company  was  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  especially  in  view  of  the  part- 
nership obligations  alleged  to  have  been  created  between 
them  by  it,  but  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Erode, 
appellant,  vs.  City,  230  Pa.  431,  decided  that  the  contract 
of  1907  was  a  valid  one  for  the  City  to  enter  into,  and 
was  not  a  partnership  contract  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law;  and  that  it  did  not  for  that,  among  other  reasons,  in 
any  way  violate  the  constitutional  provision  hereinbefore 
referred  to. 

There  is  no  constitutional  direction  which  prohibits  the 
City  in  express  terms  from  entering  into  a  contract  of 
partnership,  though  the  constitutional  objection  does  for- 
bid the  Citv  from  lendino-  its  faith  and  credit  to  any 
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corporation,  association,  institution  or  individnal.  That 
an  intimate  connection  between  a  city  and  a  company  or 
companies  of  this  character  is  not  violative  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  assumed  in  the  illustrative  Act  of  Assembly 
approved  the  17th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1913  (P.  L.  520), 
which  was  an  Act: 

"Empowering  cities  of  the  first  class  to  purchase, 
lease,  locate,  construct  and  equip,  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire, transit  facilities,  and  to  own,  maintain,  use 
and  operate  the  same  within  their  corporate  limits, 
and  within  the  limits  of  adjacent  cities,  boroughs  and 
townships ;  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
in  connection  therewith,  and  prescribing  the  manner 
of  ascertaining  the  damages  sustained  in  connection 
with  such  exercises ;  to  sell,  pledge  or  lease  transit 
facilities ;  to  grant  licenses  for  the  use  of  the  same ;  to 
enter  into  agreements  for  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  the  same;  to  connect  the  tracks  of  railways 
with  the  tracks  of  railroad  or  railway  companies,  and 
under  certain  conditions  to  use  portions  of  the  tracks 
of  the  latter ;  and  empowering  railroad,  railway  and 
motor  power  companies  to  sell,  purchase  and  lease 
transit  facilities  to  and  from  said  cities,  and  to  con- 
tract with  said  cities  respecting  the  acquisition,  con- 
struction, operation  and  use  of  transit  facilities." 

The  contract  in  question  is  based  on  the  terms  of  this 
Act  and  of  that  of  1907;  and  the  queries  present  them- 
selves whether  or  not  the  broad  scope  of  the  Act  of  1913 
in  any  way  violates  Section  9  of  the  Constitution,  recited 
above,  and  whether  the  agreement  proposed  is  within  the 
permissive  terms  employed  by  the  Legislature.  That  Act 
was  passed  in  order  to  meet  the  very  question  that  now 
confronts  the  City,  and  so  as  to  enable  the  building  and 
operation  of  the  high-speed  lines.  Without  some  such 
statute  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  City  at  this  time 
either  to  build  or  to  enter  into  the  operation  of  the  mu- 
nicipally owned  transit  system  in  the  manner  suggested, 
or,  perhaps,  in  any  other  manner. 
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Section  2  of  the  Act  provides  as  follows : 

''It  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the  right  is  hereby 
conferred  npon,  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Com- 
monwealth to  pvrchase,  lease,  locate,  coTistruct  and 
equip,  or  otherwise  acquire,  transit  facilities,  or  any 
of  them ;  and  to  own,  maintain,  use  and  operate  the 
same  within  their  respective  corporate  limits,  and 
within  the  limits  of  adjacent  cities,  boroughs  and 
townships:  Provided,  Such  right  shall  only  be  exer- 
cised by  any  of  said  cities,  within  the  limits  of  ad- 
jacent cities,  boroughs  and  townships,  subject  to  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  proper  authorities  of  such 
adjacent  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  lawfully 
empowered  to  regulate,  or  to  consent  to  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  such  transit  facili- 
ties therein:  And  provided  further.  That  such  right 
shall  not  be  exercised  within  the  limits  of  any  public 
park  or  parks  without  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  authorities  vested  with  the  power  to  regulate  the 
use  of  said  park  or  parks." 

Section  3  provides : 

"It  shall  be  lawful  for.  and  the  right  is  hereby  con- 
ferred upon,  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  sedl,  pledge  or  lease  transit  facilities,  or 
any  one  or  more  of  them,  and  to  grant  licenses  for 
the  use  of  transit  facilities,  or  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  corporation  or  cor- 
porations duly  authorized  and  empowered  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  use  or  operate  the 
same;  also  to  enter  into  agreements  for  the  construc- 
tion or  operatio7i,  or  for  both  the  construction  and 
operation,  of  such  transit  facilities,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them,  by  any  such  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions, upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  the 
prescribing  and  fixing  of  rates  for  transportation,  as 
the  Councils  of  such  cities  shall  determine:  Provided, 
No  such  lease,  license,  or  operating  agreement  shall 
be  for  any  period  longer  than  fifty  (50)  years:  Pro- 
viding further.  That  no  such  agreement  for  the  con- 
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struction  of  such  transit  facilities,  or  any  one  or  more 
of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  bo  made  or  entered 
into,  unless  the  same  provides  that  work  on  such  con- 
struction shall  hesin  within  eichteen  months  from 
the  date  of  said  agreement,  and  be  completed  within 
a  fixed  time  designated  in  said  agreement :  Provid- 
ing further.  That  no  agreement  for  the  leasing, 
licensing,  using  or  operating  transit  facilities,  or  any 
one  or  more  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any 
individual,  copartnership  or  corporation,  shall  be 
made  or  entered  into  unless  said  agreement  provides 
that  the  actual  use  or  operation  of  such  transit  facili- 
ties, or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  begin  within  a  definite,  fixed  and  reasonable 
time." 

It  is  apparent  that  the  contract  now  under  consideration, 
can  only  be  regarded  upon  the  theory  of  a  unified  contract 
for  the  operation  of  the  transit  facilities  of  the  company 
and  those  to  be  provided  by  the  City  in  mutual  connection 
and  dependence,  and,  in  fact,  as  one  entire  system ;  and  I 
find  nothing  in  the  statutes  already  mentioned  to  prevent 
this  method  of  operation,  and  much  of  the  language  thereof 
which,  at  least  by  implication,  seems  to  authorize  it. 

I  have  carefully  examined  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
suggested  contract,  which  proposes  to  reaffirm  the  contract 
of  1907,  except  as  the  latter  is  to  be  changed  by  the  new 
agreement.  Section  12  of  the  contract  of  1907  provides 
specifically  that: 

"ISTothing  in  this  contract  contained,  and  no  act 
lawfully  done  by  the  City  hereunder,  shall  in  any  way 
render  the  City  liable  for  any  of  the  debts,  obligations 
or  liabilities  of  the  company,  unless  or  until  it  shall 
exercise  in  the  manner  aforesaid  its  option  of  pur- 
chase, nor  shall  the  credit  of  the  City  be  pledged  or 
loaned  to  the  company,  nor  shall  it  become  a  joint 
owner  or  stockholder  in  the  company,  nor  shall  the 
payment  to  the  City  of  a  sum  equal  to  the  excess  of 
dividends  over  and  above  six  (6)  per  cent,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  be  in  any  way  construed  as  mak- 
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ing  it  a  partner  in  the  enterprise  of  operating  the 
said  system,  but  said  payment  is  made  upon  the  con- 
ditions of  this  agreement,  and  is  on  account  of  addi- 
tional taxes,  assessments  and  obligations  which  might 
otherwise  be  put  upon  the  company  by  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City." 

The  proposed  contract  does  not  use  those  words,  but 
they  must  be  regarded  as  written  into  it,  because  they  are 
an  essential  part  of  the  1907  contract,  which  the  new  con- 
tract does  not  in  this  respect  in  any  way  modify  or  alter. 
I  think,  therefore,  that  they  are  in  effect  carried  forward 
into  and  virtually  made  a  part  of  the  proposed  instru- 
ment; and  I  fail  to  see  how  the  latter  can  justly  be  con- 
sidered as  establishing  a  partnership  or  any  analogous 
relation  between  the  parties  to  it  unless  these  expressions 
are  distinctly  overridden  by  some  of  the  other  terms  and 
provisions  thereof.  Moreover,  to  avoid  any  question  as  to 
this  the  language  of  Section  12  of  the  agreement  of  1907 
may  be  embodied  in  the  pending  contract. 

I  do  not  see  how  the  City  can  be  regarded  as  a  partner, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  enumerated  in  the  contract 
as  to  the  method  of  payment  before  any  sum  is  to  be  paid 
to  the  City.  Part  of  the  contract  has  specific  reference  to 
equipment,  and  Article  XVI  of  the  proposed  contract,  un- 
der the  title  of  ''Method  of  Financing,"  provides : 

"The  cost  of  all  equipment  items  which  the  lessee 
is  required  to  provide  hereunder,  in  connection  with 
the  completion  and  operation  of  the  Citj-'s  system, 
shall  be  provided  for  and  represented  by  an  issue  by 
the  lessee  of  first  mortgage  gold  sinking  fund  bonds 
bearing  interest  at  and  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum. 
Said  issue  of  bonds  may  be  made  by  a  first  lien  upon 
all  parts  of  the  completed  Eapid  Transit  facilities 
furnished  by  the  lessee  under  the  head  Equipment, 
and  all  replacements  thereof  and  substitutions  there- 
for, and  upon  all  the  interests  of  the  lessee  under 
this  contract  and  lease,  and  shall  remain  such  a  lien 
until  discharged  and  satisfied  through  the  operation 
of  the  sinking  fund  or  otherwise;  and  in  order  to

further  secure  the  same,  the  City  further  agrees  that 
it  will  not  itself  issue  any  bonds,  nor  will  it  permit 
.any  other  party  or  lessee  to  issue  any  bonds,  which 
shall  1)0  a  lien  upon  the  structures  so  equipped  by  this 
lessee,  or  which  shall  be  a  prior  claim  upon  the  earn- 
ings of  the  said  structures,  but  the  interest  and  sink- 
ing fund  charges  upon  the  bonds  hereunder  shall  in 
each  year  after  the  first  year  of  operation  be  the  first 
lien  and  claim  against  the  net  earnings  of  the  unified 
system  as  prescribed  in  Article  XIX,  paragraph  3 
hereof,  and  in  case  in  any  year  the  said  net  earnings 
should  not  be  sufiicient  to  meet  said  payments,  the 
deficit  shall  be  made  up  out  of  the  current  net  earn- 
ings of  subsequent  years,  so  that  no  application  of 
net  earnings  from  the  unified  system  shall  be  made 
for  any  ether  purpose  until  current  interest  and  sink- 
ing fund  payments  upon  said  issue  and  all  arrear- 
ages thereof  from  former  years  have  been  met." 

This  section  of  the  contract  must  not  be  confounded 
with  those  dealing  with  the  use  of  bonds  by  the  City  for 
which  the  City  is  liable,  and  which  are  to  run  for  a  period 
of  fifty  years.  It  is  true  that  during  the  years  of  con- 
struction and  for  one  year  thereafter  the  interest  and 
sinking  fund  charges  are  to  be  taken  out  of  the  principal 
of  the  sum  so  borrow^ed,  and  thereafter  wall  become  a 
charge  on  the  taxpayer.  The  proposed  contract  does  not, 
in  any  way,  interfere  with  that  arrangement,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  any  receipts  which  may  accrue  to  the  City  from 
the  operation  of  the  lines  of  the  two  systems,  and  which 
are  to  be  run  as  a  unit,  would  go  to  relieve  the  burden  of 
the  taxpayers — a  burden  which,  in  any  event,  is  bound  to 
arise,  and  from  which  there  can  be  no  subsequent  escape. 

Section  "C,"  Art.  IX,  under  the  head  "Equipment," 
provides  that  such  equipment  is  to  be  furnished  by  the 
lessee  at  its  own  expense,  a  charge  which  shall  not  in  any' 
way  conflict  with  the  obligations  of  the  City  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  high  speed  lines. 

An  essential  feature  of  the  lease  or  contract  is  that  the 
City's  share  of  the  proceeds  of  operation  is  postponed  until 
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that  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  first  provided  for, 
the  latter  including  the  several  funds  set  apart  for  main- 
tenance, replacement  and  various  other  uses,  and  further 
including  rental  and  interest  upon  all  the  present  and 
prospective  leases  or  obligations  of  the  company  for  every 
purpose.  The  City,  however,  issues  its  own  bonds  to 
finance  the  construction  of  the  new  lines,  and,  save  in  the 
sense  of  such  postponement  of  its  returns  to  those  of  its 
associate  in  the  enterprise,  it  cannot  be  said  to  lend  its 
credit  in  a  constitutional  sense  to  the  latter,  or  as  a  mu- 
nicipality to  guarantee  the  company's  liability  on  any  of 
its  undertakings  now  or  hereafter  existing.  It  is  true 
that  these  fixed  charges  and  other  obligations  are  first 
payable  out  of  the  fund,  but  there  is  no  specific  agreement 
binding  on  the  City  which  in  any  way  would  compel  it  to 
reimburse  the  company  except  out  of  future  receipts  for 
any  of  the  said  charges,  should  they  not  be  earned.  The 
only  obligation  assumed  by  the  City  is  that  its  income 
from  the  running  of  the  cars  is  not  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
gross  revenue  until  after  these  fixed  charges  and  other 
obligations  are  met. 

Finally,  provision  is  made  for  the  joint  participation  of 
the  parties  in  the  balance  of  the  receipts  after  all  of  the 
company's  claims  under  the  contract  are  satisfied,  if  any 
such  balance  shall  remain ;  this  division  being  on  the  basis 
of  90  iper  cent,  to  the  City  and  10  per  cent,  to  the  company. 

In  the  peculiar  circumstances  appertaining  to  this  pro- 
posed contract  and  in  the  light  of  the  very  broad  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  1907  and  1913,  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
inference  of  a  partnership  would  arise  from  such  a  dis- 
tribution of  net  receipts,  but  rather  that  the  arrangement 
in  view,  if  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  and  approved  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  as  it  must  be  in  order  to  be- 
come effective,  would  be  regarded  as  legalized  by  tho^e 
statutory  provisions,  and  as  within  the  legislative  purview 
in  enacting  them. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  lease  does  not,  in  my 
judgment,  show  that  it  commits  the  City  to  any  of  the 
liabilities  or  responsibilities  of  the  Transit  Company,  and

no  burdens  are  placed  on  the  City  which  violate  the  law 
should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  enter  into  this  contract. 

I  do  not  deem  it  a  contract  of  partnership  whereby  the 
City  lends  its  faith  and  credit  to  the  corporation  as  pro- 
hibited by  the  Constitution,  or  as  exceeding  the  power 
conferred  by  statute. 

You  further  ask  whether  or  not  the  legality  of  the  con- 
tract could  be  tested  in  the  Supreme  Court  before  its  con- 
sideration by  the  City.  The  Supreme  Court  would  not 
entertain  the  question  until  the  contract  should  be  entered 
into  and  passed  upon  by  the  Public  Service  Commission.

Befund  to  Overseers  of  Poor,  Roxhorough. 

W.  Feeeland  Kendrick^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  Feb- 
ruary 26th  regarding  the  refund  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  Roxborough,  claiming  five  cents  for  each  dollar 
collected  on  full  City  rate,  3  1/3  cents  for  each  dollar 
collected  on  suburban  rate,  and  2-|  cents  for  each  dollar 
on  farm  rate,  the  Act  of  May  16,"  1878  (P.  L.  53),  au- 
thorizes and  empowers  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  collect  and 
receive  the  poor  tax  assessed  for  the  support  of  the  poor 
of  the  Township  of  Roxborough  and  to  refund  the  same 
in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  Councils. 

Lender  the  ordinance  entitled  "to  levy  and  fix  the  rate 
of  taxes  for  the  year  1915"  the  ordinance  of  Councils  of 
1914,  p.  229,  fixes  the  rate  for  the  relief  and  employment 
of  the  poor  at  the  sum  of  three  cents  per  dollar. 
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Councils  made  no  provision  in  1915  for  tlie  rate  for 
1916;  therefore,  under  the  Act  of  July  21,  1913  (P.  L. 
863),  in  default  of  Councils  fixing  the  tax  rate  on  or  be- 
fore the  1st  day  of  December  in  each  and  every  year,  then 
the  rate  of  the  preceding  years  shall  be  the  rate  for  the 
current  year. 

The  rate,  therefore,  to  be  refunded  for  1916  must  be 
the  same  rate  as  Councils  fixed  for  1915  in  the  ordinance 
of  1911.  Any  bill,  therefore,  presented  for  this  refund 
must  be  at  the  rate  fixed  by  Councils,  and  no  other  sum 
should  be  paid  unless  the  same  is  otherwise  judicially  de- 
termined.

Bevocation   of  Pawnhrol-ers   License.

Deak  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  communication  of 
March  1st,  requesting  advice  with  reference  to  the  revoca- 
tion of  the  Pawnbroker's  License  of  Morris  Haas,  1127 
Poplar  street,  under  the  ordinance  of  January  19,  1856, 
the  Mayor  is  authorized  to  revoke  licenses  upon  legal  con- 
viction of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

Whether  or  not  any  of  the  acts  complained  of  in  this 
case  constitute  a  violation  of  the  ordinance,  you  will  note 
that  a  conviction  under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  is  made 
a  prerequisite  to  the  revocation  of  the  license. 

It  is  probable  that  a  criminal  prosecution  could  be 
maintainable  against  the  licensee,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
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this  phase  of  the  matter  be  taken  up  with  the  District 
Attorney.  Upon  conviction,  the  license  may  then  nn- 
donbtedly  be  revoked.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst. 
relative  to  a  compromise  which  you  say  has  been  agreed 
upon  by  yourself  and  the  Receiver  of  the  Thompson  Elec- 
tric Company  as  to  a  claim  for  the  furnishing  of  current, 
amounting  to  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-seven 
(1,917)  dollars  and  forty  (40)  cents,  you  ask  for  instruc- 
tion and  advice  with  respect  thereto. 

You  state  that  a  compromise  by  which  the  City  is  to  pay 
one-half  of  this  sum,  to  wit,  nine  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  (973)  dollars  and  seventy  (70)  cents,  was  arrived  at 
at  a  conference  attended  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  your 
Department,  the  City  Controller,  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  Philip  LI.  Johnson,  the  architect  of  your  Depart- 
ment, and  representatives  of  the  Surety  Company  with 
their  attorneys. 

Erom  what  you  state  it  appears  that  the  claim  of  the 
company  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  plant  "could  have 
been  accepted  by  the  City  at  a  prior  date" — that  is,  the 
plant  of  the  Philadelphia  Home  for  the  Indigent  at 
Ilolmesbui'g.  I,  of  course,  ha^•e  no  information  as  to  this 
fact,  but  the  officials  named  having  agreed  upon  the  ad- 
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justment  or  compromise  of  which  you  speak,  if  you  deem 
the  adjustment  agreed  upon  at  the  conference  right  and 
proper  and  fair  to  the  City,  you  will  be  justified  in  exer- 
cising your  discretion  in  making  such  settlement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  draft  of  a  resolution  to 
authorize  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
to  erect  lights  in  the  rear  of  private  property  at  the  request 
of  the  owners  thereof  where  there  are  no  abutting  alleys 
or  passageways.  This  was  referred  to  me  with  the  re- 
quest for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legality. 

A  resolution  or  ordinance  of  this  character  is,  perhaps, 
on  the  borderland  as  to  legality — that  is,  whether  it  is  for 
a  legitimate  police  purpose  or  for  the  mere  accommodation 
or  service  of  private  individuals.  If  Councils  are  satisfied 
that  it  will  answer  a  proper  and  legitimate  purpose  in  the 
protection  of  the  police  interests  of  the  City,  I  think  legis- 
lation of  this  character  could  be  sustained.

Reinstaiement     of    roliceman    or    Fireman     Fhi/sicaUy 

Disabled. 

Robert  M.  Griffith,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — ^Yoii  ask  my  opinion  in  the  case  of  a  police- 
man or  fireman  who  has  been  once  tried  and  discharged 
from  the  service,  and  afterwards  re-tried  and  found  not 
guilty,  and  whom  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  therefore, 
determines  to  restore  to  his  duties,  whether  the  Commis- 
sion is  justified  in  refusing  to  allow  his  reinstatement  if 
the  person  falls  short  of  the  physical  requirements  for  his 
position,  as  shown  by  an  examination  by  your  Medical 
Director.  You  state  that  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  and  the  established  rule  of  the  Commission 
all  employees  of  the  City's  service  are  required  to  undergo 
such  a  physical  examination. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  so 
provides,  although  it  may  furnish  an  excellent  additional 
reason  why  a  physical  examination  of  City  employees  be- 
fore their  appointment  is  important  and  necessary. 

The  Civil  Service  Act  of  1906,  in  Section  9,  however, 
does  provide  that  "all  applicants  for  any  position  in  the 
classified  service  maj,  subject  to  the  regulations  adopted 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  be  required  to  submit  to 
a  physical  examination  before  being  admitted  to  the  regu- 
lar examinations  held  by  the  Commission  ;"  and  the  rule  of 
the  Commission  bearing  upon  reinstatements  provides  in 
part : 

''That  no  person  shall  be  reinstated  in  the  Police 
or  Fire  Bureaus  who  is  not  physically  sound." 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  require  a  physical  examination  by  them  before 
an  original  appointment  and  as  a  prerequisite  to  a  re-

instatement,  ordinarily  so  called.  The  employees  of  tlie 
City  ill  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  are,  however,  in  a 
different  category  from  all  others,  they  being  protected 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Bullitt  Bill,  so  that  they  may  not 
be  removed  or  discharged  from  office  except  in  pursuance 
of  the  finding  of  a  court  of  trial  or  inquiry,  duly  approved. 

In  the  case  of  Gallagher  vs.  Blankenburg,  248  Pennsyl- 
vania, 394,  with  which  you  are  undoubtedly  familiar,  it 
was,  I  think,  in  substance  intended  to  be  held,  and  act- 
ually was  decided,  that  upon  a  re-trial  of  a  discharged 
policeman  or  fireman  resulting  in  his  acquittal  the  former 
trial,  by  which  he  was  convicted,  was  nullified  and,  for 
legal  purposes,  might  be  said  no  longer  to  exist.  It  would 
seem  to  follow  that  a  policeman  or  fireman  re-tried  has,  un- 
der the  Bullitt  Bill,  which  is  not  repealed  in  this  particu- 
lar by  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  1906,  a  vested  right  to 
retain  his  position,  and  if  he  be  re-tried  and  acquitted  to 
be  restored  to  it;  which  right  may  not  be  taken  from  him 
in  any  way  other  than  the  Act  of  1885  provides;  and  this, 
perhaps,  furnishes  the  solution  of  the  difficulty. 

If  a  policeman  is  tried  for  delinquency,  found  guilty 
and  discharged,  tried  again,  found  not  guilty  and  restored 
to  his  duties,  and  in  the  meantime  he  may  have  suffered 
such  physical  deterioration  as  to  make  him  unfit  to  fulfill 
them,  he  liiay  be  summoned  before  a  court  a  third  time, 
which  court,  as  the  Act  provides,  shall  not  be  one  of  trial, 
but  of  inquiry,  "whose  decision  may  be  for  the  honorable 
discharge  from  the  service  of  the  person  concerned." 

Under  the  view  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  of  the 
Bullitt  Bill  taken  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Gallagher 
case,  I  do  not  believe  your  Department  has  power,  under 
the  circumstances  noted,  to  prevent  the  restoration  of  the 
finally  acquitted  policeman  or  fireman  because  of  then 
existing  physical  disabilities.

Connections.

Dear  Sir: — Mr.  Chester  E.  Albright,  Chief  Engineer, 
writes  me  under  date  of  March  19,  1917,  reciting  that 
the  ordinance  approved  February  14,  1914,  authorizing 
the  %York  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  in  South  Philadel- 
phia, among  other  things  provides  (Section  5,  Pars.  7,  8 
anid  12,  pages  10  and  11  of  the  Agreement)  for  the  re- 
placement of  "the  existing  connections  and  sidings  of  the 
respective  companies  with,  or  into  the  various  industries, 
proper  and  satisfactory  connections  shall  be  made  from 
the  relocated,  reconstructed  and  elevated  lines  of  railroad, 
in  cases  where  satisfactory  plans  can  be  worked  out."  He 
cites  that  in  some  cases  in  the  working  out  of  satisfactory 
plans  it  is  found  necessary  to  place  supports  for  the 
elevated  line  within  the  curb  lines  in  front  of  property 
adjoining  the  property  into  which  the  siding  is  to  be  con- 
structed, and  he  asks  whether  the  Department  has  au- 
thority imder  the  said  ordinance,  or.  any  other  ordinance, 
to  permit  supports  for  these  elevated  sidings  to  be  placed 
along  the  curb  lines  in  front  of  adjoining  property,  and 
also  at  street  intersections. 

In  reply  I  would  say: 

The  title  of  the  ordinance  provides  "for  the  abolition 
of  railroad  grade  crossings."  The  agi-eement  provides, 
in  its  first  section,  that  the  railroad  companies  "may 
change,  widen,  straighten,  or  otherwise  improve  and  re- 
locate, extend,  construct,  reconstruct  and  elevate  the  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  lines  of  railroad  owned,  held,  or  con- 
trolled and  operated  by  them  *****  and  may  carry  out 
and  complete  the  work  of  every  character  necessary  and 
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iiicideiital  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  purposes  stated."     The 
agreement  further  provides  (Section  5)  : 

"To  replace  the  existing  connections  and  sidings 
of  the  respective  companies  with  or  into  the  various 
industries  north  of  Jackson  street  which  they  now 
serve,  proper  and  satisfactory  connections  shall  be 
made  from  the  relocated,  reconstructed  and  elevated) 
lines  of  railroad  in  cases  where  satisfactory  plans  can 
be  "worked  out.     *  *  * 

Connections  and  sidings  into  present  and  future 
industries,  business  establishments,  warehouses  and 
piers  may  be  made  from  the  relocated,  reconstructed 
and  elevated  lines  of  railroad  herein  provided  for." 

Section  2  of  the  ordinance  further  provides : 

"The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  said  contract 
on  behalf  of  the  City  (which  contract  shall  be  re- 
corded) and  to  fill  in  the  blanks  left  for  the  date  in 
the  above  agreement,  and  he  is  further  authorized  to 
do  and  perform  or  to  cause  to  be  done  and  performed 
each  amdl  every  thing  contained  in  the  said  contract 
on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  done 
and  performed." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  general  powers  given  to 
the  authorities  of  the  City  and  to  the  railroads  in  the 
ordinance  above  recited  authorize  them  to  do  audi  perform 
the  things  suggested  in  your  letter,  and  to  erect  the  sup- 
ports for  the  elevated  sidings  along  curb  lines  and  in  front 
of  adjoining  properties  and  at  street  intersections ;  pro- 
vided that  this  furnishes  the  only,  or  the  most,  satisfactory 
aufdl  practicable  method  of  supporting  the  sidings  which 
the  contract  has  in  view.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  writes  me  with  reference  to  the  contract  under 
ordinance  approved  February  14,  1914,  for  the  South 
Philadelphia  Improvement.  He  states  that  the  said  ordi- 
nance in  Section  16  provides  for  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Eailroad,  and  how  the  cost  of 
acquiring  the  right-of-way  shall  be  borne,  and  asks 
whether  the  title  to  the  right-of-way  for  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  should  be  vested  in  the  City, 
inasmuch  as  it  ''will  be  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
idtelphia,  and  as  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany does  not  bear  any  part  of  the  expense  in  its  acquisi- 
tion." 

This  inquiry  is  somewhat  vague,  and  I  am  not  aware 
of  the  precise  information  desired. 

Under  Section  16  of  the  contract  the  right-of-way  of 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line,  the  Baltimore  Railways  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Railways  are  to  be  acquired  at  the  joint 
expense  of  the  two  latter  companies  and  the  City,  but 
there  is  no  separate  Belt  Line  acquisition,  the  right-of-way, 
on  the  contrary,  is  to  be  a  joint  one;  nor  is  it  apparent 
from  the  question  of  the  'Chief  Engineer  whether  the  prop- 
erty in  question  is  to  be  acquired  by  deed  or  by  condemna- 
tion. If  the  latter  is  the  case,  there  will  be  no  difficulty 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  title  is  to  be  taken,  for  it 
will  result  from  the  nature  of  the  condemnation  proceed- 
ings, whether  by  the  City  or  by  the  railroad  companies. 
If  title  is  taken  by  deed,  since  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany contributes  no  part  of  the  consideration  therefor, 
title  should  not  be  taken  in  its  name. 
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If  a  more  definite  answer  is  desired  by  tlie  head  of 
the  Survey  Bnrean,  I  would  be  glad  if  his  query  could  be 
more  precisely  stated. 

Should  I  be  in  error  in  saying  that  no  part  of  the  right- 
of-way  is  to  be  taken  for  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  exclu- 
sively, I  will  be  greatly  obliged  for  such  further  informa- 
tion as  will  help  me  in  finding  that  the  contrary  is  the 
case.

Liahility  for  Damage  by  Fire  Engine. 
A.  E.  H.  Morrow,  Esq., 

Secretary,  Finance  Committee,

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
March  27tli,  wherein  you  say  a  claim  for  $400  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  idamages  to 
premises  on  Tenth  street  south  of  Chestnut  street,  caused 
by  a  runaway  fire  engine  two  years  ago,  and  that  the 
Committee  desires  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  City 
and  the  equity  of  the  claim. 

In  comieotion  therewith,  I  beg  to  say  that  suit  was 
instituted  by  Charles  E.  Buzby  against  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia (Municipal  Court),  IsTovember,  1916,  ]S[o.  11,  for 
the  sum  of  $435.00,  for  damages  caused  by  a  fire  engine 
skidding  or  sliding  from  the  street,  which  caused  it  to 
go  over  the  pavement  against  the  premises  35  South  Tenth 
street,  crashing  into  a  bulk  or  bay  window,  tearing  the 
same  away  and  knocking  down  the  girders  or  support 
maintaining  the  building,  and  otherwise  diestroying  certain 
fixtures  in  and  about  the  said  store.     This  accident  took 
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place  on  August  9,  1914,  This  Department  has  a  report 
of  the  finding  of  the  Court  of  Investigation  of  the  Fire 
Department,  which  shiows  that  the  accident  was  nn avoid- 
able, as  the  street  was  wet  and  sli]>pery  at  the  time  the 
engine  skidded  and  drove  into  the  building.  It  appears 
that  the  engine  was  going  about  eight  miles  an  hour. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  engine  struck  the  front 
of  the  building  and  caused  the  damages  complained  of, 
but  this  Department  is  unable  to  see  wherein  the  City 
couMi  be  held  liable,  as  tliis  was  one  of  the  class  of  accidents 
in  the  course  of  the  performance  of  the  police  duties  of 
the  municipality. 

Of  course,  this  matter  is  entirely  up  to  the  Finance 
Committee  as  to  their  o\^ti  good  judgment,  but  I  am  afraid 
that  in  the  recognition  of  this  claim  you  will  have  an 
avalanche  of  others  of  a  similar  nature,  and  it  would  be 
very  hard  to  differentiate.

Vaccination  of  Children  Attendinrj  Faith   Tahcrnacle.

Dear  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  ^March  30th, 
as  to  whether  vaccination  can  be  enforced  in  reference  to 
children  attending  the  school  in  the  Faith  Tabernacle, 
or  whether  the  assembling  of  children  in  this  institution, 
or  in  any  other  place,  for  instruction,  if  the  same  be  in 
the  private  home  of  a  tutor  or  parent,  can  be  construed 
as  constituting  a  school  under  the  law,  so  that  the  Board 
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of  Health  can  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June 
18,  1895,  Section  12,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  principals  or  other  persons  in  charge  of 
schools  as  aforesaid  are  hereby  required  to  refuse 
the  admission  of  any  child  to  the  schools  in  their 
charge  or  supervision,  except  upon  a  certificate  signed 
by  a  physician,  setting  forth  that  said  child  has  been 
suocessfully  vaccinated,  or  that  it  has  previously  had 
smallpox," 

The  terai  "school"  has  been  defined  as  a  generic  one  and 
denotes  an  institution  for  instruction  and  education.  It 
also  denotes  a  collective  body  of  pupils  in  any  place  of 
instruction,  and  under  the  direction  and  discipline  of  one 
or  more  instructors.  Other  definitions  are:  "A  place  for 
learned  intercourse  and  instruction,"  "institution  for 
learning,"  "an  educational  establishment,"  also  "as- 
semblage of  pupils  and  teachers,"  also,  "any  place  or 
means  of  discipline,  improvement,  instruction  or  train- 
ing." 

A  private  school  is  one  managed  and  supported  by  in- 
dividuals, and  it  has  been  held  that  if  a  certain  number 
of  persons  meet  together  and  ag'ree  that  they  will  have  a 
teacher  and  pay  him  for  his  services  in  that  school,  and 
no  persons  attend  that  school  but  their  own  children,  it  is 
a  private  school. 

The  particular  section  of  the  Act  of  1895  in  question 
has  been  declaTed  constitutional  in  the  case  of  Stull  vs. 
Reber,  215  Penna.,  p.  156,  in  which  the  Court  held: 

"But  the  Act  is  in  no  proper  sense  a  rcgiilation 
of  school  districts.  It  is  an  Act  entitled  'For  the 
more  effectual  protection  of  the  public  health  in  the 
several  municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth,'  and  is 
a  general  statute  on  that  subject.  What  bearing  it 
has  on  schools  and  school  districts  is  altogether  in- 
cidental to  them  as  constituents  of  the  community. 
The  constitutional  restrictions  on  special  legislation 
apply  to  direct  legislation,  not  to  the  incidental  por- 
tion of  statutes  constitutional  in  themselves  upon  any 
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other  snl)jccts  than  those  with  which  they  deal  di- 
rect! v." 

The  Court  further  stated  in  constrnin£j  this  Act : 

^'It  is  a  broad  general  Act  relating  to  the  health 
of  the  whole  population  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is 
not,  therefore,  to  be  construed  or  administered  by  the 
rigid  technical  rules  applicable  to  penal  laws,  but 
clearl}^  according  to  its  intent,  neither  narrowing  it 
to  the  letter,  to  the  exclusion  of  cases  clearly  within 
such  extent,  nor  stretching  it  beyond  its  legitimate 
scope  to  cover  matters  not  clearly  meant  to  be  in- 
cluded." 

The  Act  undoubtedly  has  as  its  intention  the  effort  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  and  in  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  subject  under  idiscussion  it  is  to  prevent 
the  spread'  of  smallpox  by  the  congregating  of  children 
together  who  have  not  been  treated  with  the  accepted  me- 
dical treatment  for  the  prevention  of  smallpox. 

I  w^ould  therefore  say  that  such  institutions  as  are  de- 
scribed in  your  inquiry  may  well  be  regarded  as  schools 
and  to  be  subject  to  the  same  requirements  as  are  other 
•schools  in  the  municipality,  or  at  least  that  for  the  pre- 
servation and  safeguarding  of  the  public  health  and  wel- 
fare, in  accordance  with  the  intendments  of  the  statute, 
your  Department  would  be  justified  in  so  regarding  them, 
and  in  taking  action  accordingly.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, under  date  of  March  19,  1917,  wrote  me  with  refer- 
ence to  the  above  phase  of  the  contract — i.  e.,  the  title  to 
the  soil  of  the  right-of-way — under  ordinance  approved 
February  14,  1914,  for  the  South  Philadelphia  improve- 
ment. I  replied  to  this  communication  on  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  March,  1917-  I  am  now  in  receipt  of  another 
communication,  imder  date  of  March  27,  1917,  from  the 
said  Chief  Engineer,  supj^lementing  his  letter  of  March 
19th,  in  which  he  says: 

''I  desire  to  state  that  the  officials  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Eailroad  Company  say: 

"  'Our  understanding  in  relation  to  the  properties 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Eail- 
road Company  in  the  South  Philadelphia  matter  is 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is  to  pre- 
pare the  deeds,  bonds,  etc.,  advance  the  moneys  neces- 
sary for  the  acquisition  of  the  properties  and  pay  all 
expenses  incidental  thereto  and  deliver  the  papers  to 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company j  and 
that  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  upon  receiving  proper 
bills  therefor,  will  refund  to  the  Pennsylvania  Eail- 
road Company  the  amounts  therefor.  Will  you  please 
advise  me  if  our  understanding  is  correct  and  oblige  V 

"Section  16,  paragraphs  3,  4  and  5,  provides  for  a 
six-track  right-of-way  to  be  acquired,  but  does  not  set 
forth  clearly  as  to  who  shall  hold  title  to  the  right-of- 
way  for  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Eailroad  Com- 
pany. 
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''The  Department  desires  your  opinion  as  to  who 
should  hold  the  title  to  the  properties  that  it  is  necs- 
sary  to  acquire  to  provide  the  six-track  right-of-way, 
in  accordance  with  the  South  Philadelphia  agree- 
ment." 


AS  I  UNDERSTAND  IT^  THE  INQUIKY  IS  SOLELY  AS  TO  THE 
TITLE  TO  THE   SOIL  FOR  THIS  RIGHT-OF-WAY. 

The  South  Philadelphia  agreement,  above  referred  to, 
in  its  first  recital  sets  forth  that  it  is  "an  agreement 
whereby  the  said  Pennsylvania  and  .Baltimore  Companies 
may  respectively  change,  widen,  straighten  or  otherwise 
improve,  relocate,  extend,  construct,  reconstruct  and  ele- 
vate certain  portions  of  the  lines  of  the  railroad  owned, 
leased,  controlled  or  operated  by  them"  ■'  -•■  -  "and 
whereby  the  Belt  Line  Company  may  be  granted  certain 
rights  mid  privileges,  relinquishing  and  surrendering  cer- 
tain rights  and  privileges." 

Section  1  of  the  agreement  provides,  inter  alia : 

"First.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies,  the  Baltimore 
Companies  and  the  Belt  Lhie  Company  may  change, 
widen,  siraighten  or  otherwise  improve  and  relocate, 
extend,  construct,  reconstruct  and  elevate  the  certain 
portions  of  the  lines  of  railroad  owned,  held,  or  con- 
trolled and  operated  by  them,  hereinafter  specifically 
mentioned  as  hereinafter  provided;  may  provide  for 
railroad  yards  and  terminals;  may  provide  for  the 
alteration  and  construction  or  reconstruction  of  build- 
ings, bridges,  tracks  and  operating  appliances  on  the 
said  lines  of  railroad ;  and  may  carry  out  and  com- 
plete the  work  of  every  character  necessarj^  and  inci- 
dental to  the  fulfilment  of  the  purposes  stated  in 
the  recital  hereinbefore  contained,  and  the  City  hereby 
further  agrees  to  take  all  action  that  is  or  may  be 
necessary  upon  its  part  to  enable  the  said  companies 
to  carry  into  effect  the  work  covered  by  this  agree- 
ment." 
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Section  5  of  the  agreement  provides,  inter  alia: 

'*Tlie  route  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
shall  extend  along  the  right-of-way  provided  in  Ar- 
ticle 16  hereof  to  be  reserved  for  that  company  paral- 
lel to  and  adjoining  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Baltimore  Companies,  from  Twenty-ninth  street 
and  Magazine  lane  to  Delaware  avenne  and  Hoyt 
street,  thence  northward  along  Delaware  avenue  to 
Queen  street." 

Section   16   of  the  agreement  provides,   inter  alia,   as 
follows : 

"The  City  deems  it  necessary  that  all  railroad  com- 
panies now  or  hereafter  entering  the  City  shall  have 
free  access  on  equal  terms  to  all  public  and  private 
wharves  on  the  Delaware  river  and  desirable  that 
what  is  popularly  known  as  the  'Belt  Line'  principle 
should  be  of  the  most  general  public  application,  and 
recognizes  that  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  although  legally  a  'corporation  for  profit,' 
is,  in  fact,  a  corporation  created  and  existing  in  the 
public  interest.  The  railroad  companies  desire  to 
co-operate  in  this  policy  so  far  as  they  may  in  com- 
plying with  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  having  due 
regard  to  the  existing  investments  of  the  moneys  of 
their  stock  and  bondholders  and  the  additional  in- 
vestments to  which  they  are  oldigated  under  this 
agreement.  To  carry  out  this  common  intent,  the 
words  and  phrases  used  in  this  article  being  intendeil 
to  be  taken  in  their  popular  and  usual  acceptation, 
and  not  in  any  technical  sense,  and  the  grant  of  a 
right  being  intended  to  include,  without  express  defi- 
nition, evervthinff  necessarv  for  the  exercise  of  such 
right. 

"1.  ISTothing  in  this  agreement  shall  be  construed 
as  limiting  or  abrogating  any  agreement  l^etween  the 
Belt  Line  Company  and  other  companies,  nor  any 
rights  or  franchises  of  the  Belt  Line  Company  north 
of  Queen  street. 
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"2.  The  City  hereby  grants  to  the  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany the  right  to  lay  two  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue, 
from  Queen  street  to  Hoyt  street,  in  consideration 
for  which  grant  the  Belt  Line  Company  hereby  re- 
linquishes and  surrenders  all  rights  and  privileges 
heretofore  granted  between  said  points  for  which 
rights  hereby  granted  are  a  substitute. 

"3.  The  right-of-way  for  that  portion  of  the  joint 
railroad  from  Twenty-ninth  street  and  Magazine  lane 
to  Delaware  avenue  and  Hoyt  street  shall  be  of  suf- 
ficient width  to  fully  provide  for  six  running  or  main 
tracks. 

^'4.  Two  of  which  tracks  with  the  necessary  right- 
of-way  shall  be  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies, two  by  the  Baltimore  Companies,  and  two 
by  the  Belt  Line  Company. 

'^5.  The  cost  of  acquiring  said  right-of-way  shall 
be  apportioned  and  borne  as  follows:  iSixty  pefr 
cent,  by  the  City,  twenty  per  cent,  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies,  twenty  per  cent,  by  the  Baltimore 
Companies.  Between  Magazine  lane  and  Passyimk 
avenue  the  cost  shall  be  borne  two-fifths  by  the  City 
and  three-fifths  by  the  two  railroad  companies. 

"7.  The  construction  of  the  relocated  tracks  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies, from  T\venty-ninth  street  and  Passyunk  ave- 
nue to  Delaware  avenue  and  Vandalia  street,  shall 
proceed  jointly,  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies  and 
the  Baltimore  Companies,  however,  to  reserve  the 
ownership  in  their  respective  double- track  railroads, 
and  each  bear  its  proportion  of  the  cost  thereof  pro- 
vided by  this  agreement,  and  after  construction  to 
each  pay  all  interest  and  other  obligations  thereof. 
Pending  the  construction  by  the  Belt  Line  Company 
of  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue,  between  Vandalia  and 
Queen  streets,  the  Baltimore  Companies  may  con- 
struct one  or  both  of  said  tracks,  and  the  Belt  Line 
Company  may  use  the  same  on  terms  to  be  agreed 
upon,  or  may  take  over  the  ownership  thereof  upon 
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reimbursing  the  Baltimore  Companies  for  the  actual 
cost  of  said  tracks,  and  pending  such  construction,  the 
tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  on  Delaware 
avenue,  between  Vandalia  and  Queen  streets,  shall  be 
operated  as  a  continuation  or  extension  of  the  joint 
railroad,  unless  some  other  arrangement  shall  be  made 
between  said  companies.  Upon  completion,  said  joint 
railroad,  including  its  main,  passing  and  industrial 
tracks  and  facilities,  shall  be  operated  and  main- 
tained by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Balti- 
more Companies,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon, 
as  a  joint  railroad  for  the  movement  of  trains,  im- 
partially and  satisfactorily,  for  the  present  owners 
and  future  users  hereinafter  referred  to." 

The  above  Section  16  is  the  section  which  refers  to  the 
cost  of  acquiring  the  soil  for  said  six-track  right-of-way. 
There  is  no  provision  therein  which  appears  to  bind  the 
Philadelphia  Belt  Line  to  pay  any  sum  whatever  in  this 
connection.  It  does  appear  in  sub-division  7  of  this  six- 
teenth section  that 

"Pending  the  construction  by  the  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany of  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue,  between  Vandalia 
and  Queen  streets,  the  Baltimore  Companies  may 
construct  one  or  both  of  said  tracks,  and  the  Belt 
Line  Company  may  use  the  same  on  terms  to  be 
agreed  upon,  or  may  take  over  the  ownership  thereof 
upon  reimbursing  the  Baltimore  Companies  for  the 
actual  cost  of  said  tracks.     *     *     *" 

I  am  therefore  unable  to  see  the  reason  for  the  state- 
ment set  forth  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  officials.  And 
I  can  see  no  reason  why  any  papers  whatever  should  be 
delivered  to  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line.  The  title  to  the 
soil  of  the  said  right-of-way  in  my  opinion  will  be  in  the 
particular  parties  to  the  agreement  who  supply  the  funds 
necessary  for  its  acquisition  and  in  the  proportions  in 
which  they  supply  such  funds.  Therefore,  the  arrange- 
ment for  the  custody  of  the  title  deeds  to  the  property 
purchased  for  this  right-of-way  should  be  made  between 
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the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and 
the  Baltimore  Companies;  the  lielt  Line  appears  to  have 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  this  phase  of  the  sitnation.

County   Prison   Employees — Leave    of  Absence   for 
War  Service.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yonr  letter  of  April  10, 
1917,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  "as  to  the  power  of 
the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Philadelphia  County 
Prison  to  grant  leave  of  absence,  Avith  pay,  to  such  of  the 
employees  of  the  prison  as  may  be  called,  or  who  may 
enlist  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  any  other  branch  of  the 
service  of  the  United  States  Government  during  the  war 
with  Germany." 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1916,  Councils  passed  the 
following  ordinance  (which  may  be  found  on  page  146 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1916)  : 

"AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  leave  of  absence  to  City,  County  and  other 
employees,  paid  on  warant  from  the  City  Treasury, 
while  on  military  service  in  the  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania  or  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Government ;  providing  for  the  appointuicnt  and 
payment  of  temporary  appointees  to  fill  such 
vacancies. 
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"SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Commmi  Councils  of 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  leave  of  absence 
vnih  pay  shall  be  granted  to  any  employee  paid  by 
warrant  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  who 
makes  application  therefor  for  the  purpose  of  mili- 
tary service  in  the  IsTational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania 
or  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  Government. 

"Sect.  2.  That  the  vacancy  created  by  the  absence 
of  any  employee  on  such  military  sei'vice  shall  exist 
only  until  such  time  as  said  employee  shall  return 
from  said  military  service.  Such  vacancy  may  be 
filleidl  by  temporary  appointment  thereto,  and  such 
temporary  employee  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  rate 
of  compensation  as  was  paid  to  the  employee  to  whose 
position  he  was  temporarily  appointed. 

"Sect.  3.  The  term  'leave  of  absence  with  pay' 
as  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  is  hereby 
defined  as  the  difference  between  the  salary  or  wages 
of  said  employees  and  the  salary  or  wages  paid  them 
in  the  ser^dce  of  the  State  or  IsTation  (where  the  same 
is  less  than  paid  by  the  City),  and  warrants  for  such 
amounts  shall  be  turned  over  to  such  persons  as  shall 
be  designated  by  them." 

On  the  2Gth  day  of  July,  1916,  Councils  passed  the 
following  resolution  (which  may  be  found  on  page  209 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1916)  : 

"RESOLUTION 

Authorizing  the  drawing  and  countersigning  of  Avar- 
rants  in  payment  of  salaries  of  certain  employees 
now  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, and  directing  the  presentation  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval. 

"Whekeas^  By  ordinance  approved  June  30,  1916, 
leave  of  absence,  with  pay,  was  granted  to  the  City 
or  County  employees  paid  from  the  City  Treasury 
while  absent  in  the  ser\dce  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment; therefore. 
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"Besolved,  Bij  ihc  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  PliUadelpliia,  That  the  heads  of  Depart- 
ments, Bureaus  and  County  officers  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  draw,  and  the  'City  Controller  to  counter- 
sign, warrants  against  the  annual  appropriations  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages  of  men  on  leave  of 
absence  who  are  in  the  service  of  the  National  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania  or  the  United  States  Government. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be  directed 
to  present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  ap- 
proval or  disapproval." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  employees  of  the  Phila- 
delphia County  Prison  are  included  within  the  terms  of 
the  above  ordinance  and  above  resolution. 

The  Act  of  April  14,  1835  (P.  L.  233),  provides: 

"The  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  and  ad- 
vice of  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  shall  appoint  the 
keepers  and  necessary  servants  and  dismiss  them 
whenever  he  thinks  proper  or  the  Inspectors  direct 
him  to  do  so." 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  the  action  to  l)e  taken 
in  the  matter  of  the  employees  of  the  Philadelphia  County 
Prison,  who  may  be  called  on  military  service  or  who  may 
enlist,  should  be  by  vote  of  both  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Board  of  Inspectors.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  letter  of  March  15,  1917, 
signed  by  Cora  Diiffey,  Confidential  Clerk,  inquiring  as 
to  the  title  of  a  triangular  piece  of  land  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Eleventh  street,  Tioga  street  and  Eising  Snn  ave- 
nue, Forty-thirdi  Ward,  I  would  state  that  I  have  examined 
the  papers  and  correspondence  submitted,  together  with 
the  records  of  the  Road  Department  of  this  office,  and  in 
my  opinion  the  title  to  the  lot  in  question  still  rests  in 
Lemuel  A.  White  or  his  heirs. 

In  the  opening  of  Eleventh  street,  from  Tioga  street  to 
Eising  Sun  avenue,  under  ordinance  of  March  31,  1903, 
only  the  strip  of  land  fifty  feet  wide  was  taken,  and  the 
records  clearly  show  that  this  was  all  that  the  City  paid 
for,  and  there  is  no  record  of  any  condemnation  proceed- 
ings affecting  the  lot  in  question. 

You  also  enclosed  a  copy  of  what  I  suppose  to  be  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  take  this  lot  for  park  purposes,  and 
while  I  am  not  asked  to  pass  on  the  form  of  this  ordi- 
nance, I  would  suggest  that  the  same  be  re-drawn,  with 
the  word  ^^inlawfully"  left  out  of  the  first  paragraph,  and 
that  the  lot  in  question  be  described  more  accurately  in 
Section  1,  following  out  the  lines  as  furnished  by  survey 
made  by  Mr.  Walter  BTinton,  Surveyor  and  Eegulator  of 
the  Fifth  District,  on  February  26,  1904. 

I  return  the  plans  and  correspondence  you  sent  me.

Diverting  Unsold  Portion  of  Loan  of  $Jfy325,000  for 
War  Purposes,  Etc.

Dear  Sir: — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  13tli  inst. 
whether,  for  the  purpose  of  settin^^  aside  City  funds  for 
emergency  war  purposes,  it  would  be  legal  amdi  practicable 
to  divert  the  unsold  portion  of  the  loan  of  $4-,325,000  of 
May  6,  1915,  or  a  part  thereof,  to  the  object  in  view. 

The  loan  of  May  6,  1915,  in  the  sum  of  $4,325,000,  was 
specifically  devoted  to  the  purposes  therein  named,  that 
is,  the  construction  of  main,  intercepting  and  branch 
sewers,  bridges,  removal  of  grade  crossings,  grading  streets, 
paving  intersections,  etc.,  in  definite  amounts,  footing  up 
the  total  simi  directed  to  be  borrowed,  and  leaving  no  part 
of  it  for  general  or  undefined  purposes. 

This  was  a  Councilmanic  loan  and  was  not  submitted 
to  the  vote  of  the  electors.  Nevertheless,  the  law  provides 
that  all  loans  on  behalf  of  the  City  must  specify  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  money  is  to  be  borrowed,  and  it  fol- 
lows that  under  the  authority  of  such  an  ordinance  the 
proceeds  of  the  loan  must  be  used  only  for  the  purposes 
so  designated,  and  cannot  be  devoted  to  other  purposes. 

If,  however,  the  money  for  any  of  the  specified  objects 
has  not  as  yet  been  borrowed  and  has  not  been  made  the 
subject  of  appropriation  and  contract,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  July  24,  1913  (P.  L.  976),  so  much  of  the 
ordinance  of  May  6,  1915,  as  provides  for  those  particnlar 
items  may  be  repealed!,  if  deemed  desirable,  and  a  new 
Councilmanic  loan  authorized  in  lieu  thereof  to  meet  the 
requirement  for  raising  money  for  emergency  war  pur- 
poses.

CoTistruction  of  Piailroad  Along  the  Delaware  River,  From 
the  Vicinity  of  Chester  to  the  Fort  Mifflin  Army  and 
Navy  Properties.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April 
20,  1917,    in  which  you  state: 

"Under  authority  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  of 
April  4,  1868,  P.  L.  62,  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
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and  Washington  Railroad,  using  the  branching  pow- 
ers of  the  South  Chester  Eailroad  Company,  which 
merged  with  them  three  or  fonr  years  ago,  intends 
to  construct  a  railroad  along  the  Delaware  river,  from 
the  vicinity  of  Chester  to  the  Fort  Mifflin  Army  and 
Navy  properties.  On  the  attached  plan  is  shown 
the  land  now  owned  and  to  be  acquired  by  the  City- 
It  is  our  understanding  that  this  land  is  or  will  be 
acquired  in  fee  simple.  I  enclose  a  suggested  draft 
of  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more and  Washington  Railroad  to  construct  the  rail- 
road. You  will  note  the  ordinance  will  require  the 
railroad  company  to  convey  certain  property  to  the 
City,  and  that  the  City  proposes,  in  consideration 
therefor,  to  grant  the  rairoad  company  a  right-of-way 
through  the  City's  property.  Can  the  City  provide 
by  ordinance  for  such  grant,  and,  if  so,  what  should 
be  the  form  of  the  clause  in  the  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing it?" 

I  also  note  the  receipt  of  your  supplementary  letter  of 
April  25,  1917,  further  setting  forth  that  the  proposed 
railroad  will  lie  across  land  now  registered  in  the  name 
of  the  Kingsley  Estate  and  the  Black  property,  and  stating 
that  these  pieces  of  land  were  selected  for  sewage  disposal 
purposes  by  ordinance  approved  July  27,  1916,  which 
ordinance  authorizes  the  Mayor  to  file  a  bond,  and  states 
that  "thereupon  possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken  for 
public  use,"  and  further  setting  forth  that  you  have  been 
previously  informed  by  this  Department  that  the  said 
bond  had  been  filed  on  April  4,  1917. 

Upon  investigation  I  ascertain  that  the  property  in  the 
name  of  the  Kingsley  Estate  will  be  taken  under  the  emi- 
nent domain  proceedings  already  instituted,  and  that  the 
Black  property  will  be  purchased  by  the  City.  Accom- 
panying your  letter  is  a  form  of  an  ordinance  authorizing 
the  construction  of  the  said  line  of  railroad, 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  may  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  such  grant  (which  appears  to  be  a  license  or 
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easement  and  not  a  fee  simple  grant),  and  I  am  further 
of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  submitted  with  your 
letter  is  in  proper  form.

Dear  Sir  : — You  ask  me  in  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst. 
with  respect  to  the  organization  of  the  new  Bureau  of 
Street  Cleaning,  the  ordinance  for  which  bears  date  May 
4th  of  this  year,  but  provides  that  such  organization  of  the 
new  Bureau  ^'shall  date  from  May  1st,"  ''whether  the 
payrolls  must  be  made  to  be  paid  from  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  to  and  including  INIay  4th,  or  whether  they  must 
terminate  as  of  April  30th  in  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
and  be  certified  as  of  May  1st  by  the  Bureau  of  Street 
Cleaning." 

In  addition  to  the  direction  to  organize  the  new  Bureau 
as  of  May  1st,  I  notice  that  the  transfer  in  the  appropria- 
tions to  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  is  in  such  amount 
as  to  take  from  the  old  bureau  (Highways)  and  vest  in  the 
new  one  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  exactly  eight  months' 
salaries  at  the  rates  fixed  by  the  ordinance. 

I  do  not  regard  as  material  or  important  the  fact  that 
the  ordinance  was  not  signed  for  three  days  after  the  date 
on  which  it  is  directed  to  go  into  effect,  and  I  would  ad- 
vise you  that  from  April  30,  that  is  to  say,  beginning  on 
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May  1,  the  payrolls  should  be  made  up  as  of  the  Bureau 
of  Street  Cleaning  and  not  for  any  part  of  that  time  by 
the  Bureau  of  Highways.

Dear  Sik:— On  April  27,  1916,  this  Department  re- 
ceived a  communication  from  Superintendent  Robinson 
with  reference  to  the  removal,  of  awnings  from  the  front 
of  premises  on  South  street,  in  conformity  with  ordinances 
passed  by  Councils.  With  that  information  there  were 
enclosures  furnishing  the  information  as  to  whom  the 
offenders  are.  Superintendent  Robinson  also  asks  this 
Department  to  ''take  such  action  as  would  cause  the  re- 
moval of  these  awnings  in  accordance  with  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  by  such  ordinances." 

The  ordinance  of  June  11,  1911  (page  219),  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

"AN  ORDINANCE 

Directing  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  have  all  awnings  and  awning  poles  and 
fixtures  connected  therewith  on  sidewalks  on  South 
street,  bet^veen  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Rivers, 
removed. 

"Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.    That  the  Direc- 
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tor  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  be,  and  be  is 
.hereby  directed  to  have  all  awnings  and  awning  poles 
and  fixtures  connected  therewith  on  sidewalks  on 
South  street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
Rivers,  removed  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed." 

The  ordinance  of  Decembei  11,  1914  (page  437)  is  as 
follows : 

"A¥  ORDmAKCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  approved  the  11th  day  of 
June,  1914,  entitled  ^An  Ordinance  directing  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to 
have  all  awnings  and  awning  poles  and  fixtures 
connected  therewith,  on  sidewalks  on  South  street, 
between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Elvers,  re- 
moved.' 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  Conunon  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordwin.  That  the  ordi- 
nance approved  the  11th  day  of  June,  1914,  entitled 
'An  Ordinance  directing  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  to  have  all  awnings  and  awn- 
ing poles  and  fixtures  connected  therewith,  on  side- 
walks on  South  street,  between  the  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  Rivers,  removed,'  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words: 
'Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply 
to  or  prevent  the  maintenance  or  construction  of  mov- 
able awnings  attached  to  the  fronts  of  buildings, 
which  can  be  raised  or  lowered,  which  shall  not  ex- 
tend more  than  seven  feet  beyond  the  building 
line,  and  the  lower  edge  of  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  eight  feet  above  the  sidewalk,  nor  to  canopies 
of  glass  and  metal  already  erected.'  " 

It  is  clear  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Director  under  these 
ordinances  to  have  all  awnings  and  a^vning  poles  and  fix- 
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tures  comiooted  therewith  in  the  area  included  removed. 
Your  Department,  therefore,  to  enforce  these  ordinances 
will  have  the  same  removed.

8th,  asking  whether  ordinance  of  Councils  of  Philadel- 
phia^ approved  June  21,  1978,  fixing  the  water  rents  for 
charitable  institutions  was  still  in  force,  I  inform  you  that 
that  ordinance  was  amended  by  the  6th  section  of  the 
ordinance  of  December  2,  1916,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"All  charitable  institutions,  public  and  private 
schools  shall  be  metered.  The  charge  by  meter  for 
charitable  institutions,  and  for  public  and  private 
schools,  shall  be  only  for  the  water  actually  regis- 
tered by  the  meter  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  cents  for 
each  one  thousand  (1,000)  cubic  feet  of  water  con- 
sumed: Provided,  That  the  size  of  the  ferrule,  or 
ferrules,  granted  such  charitable  institutions,  public 
and  private  schools,  shall  be  restricted  to  the  same 
size  as  would  be  granted  to  other  consumers  at 
schedule  rates."

40, 
South  Wharves,  for  the  steamers  Prinz  Oskar  and  Rhaetia, 
what  are  the  rights  of  the  City  in  the  premises,  or,  more 
specifically,  whether  you  should  comply  with  the  Ham- 
burg-American Line's  request  to  render  them  a  bill  for  the 
wharfage  of  these  vessels  for  the  time  they  were  actually 
docked  at  Pier  IS^o.  40,  that  is,  up  to  May  3d  for  the 
Rhaetia  and  May  4th  for  the  Prinz  Oskar,  or  whether 
you  should  hold  that  company  for  the  rental  for  the  entire 
month  of  May. 

It  appears  that  the  City,  by  written  lease,  rented  to  the 
Hamburg-American  Line  the  dockage  space  at  the  rate  of 
one  cent  per  ton  per  week  for  a  period  of  one  month, 
from  August  1,  1916,  and  with  the  provision  that  the 
lease  should  continue  from  month  to  month  until  notice 
was  given  previous  to  the  expiration  of  any  mouth:  and 
with  a  further  provision  that  the  said  lease  should  termi- 
nate of  its  own  force  on  February  1,  1917.  The  rental 
was  to  be  paid  monthly  at  the  expiration  of  each  month. 
The  vessels  continued  at  the  dock  until  they  were  removed 
by  the  United  States  Government,  and  the  Hamburg- 
American  Line  has  written  asking  you  for  a  bill  for  the 
rental  up  to  the  dates  of  the  removal  of  the  vessels,  stated 
to  be  May  4th  and  5th,  respectively. 

It  is  a  settled  legal  principle  that  when  a  tenant  is  dis- 
possessed of  the  rented  property  by  means  of  what  is  called 
"Title  Paramount,"  that  .is  to  say,  a  successful  assertion 
of  title  superior  to  that  of  the  person  from  whom  he  holds 
as  landlord,  he  is  discharged  from  further  payment  of 
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rent;  and  I  think  the  same  principle  applies  when  the 
United  States  Government,  in  pursuance  of  its  power  to 
take  possession  of  foreign  vessels  in  the  circumstances 
which  now  exist  in  respect  to  the  German  Government, 
takes  possession  of  and  removes  the  vessels  from  the  dock- 
age space  for  which  the  rental  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
was  reserved. 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quest of  the  Hamburg-American  Line  and  send  to  it  a  bill 
for  the  time  in  ]\Iay  during  which  the  ships  were  actually 
in  port  and  before  their  removal  by  the  officials  of  the 
United  States,  together,  of  course,  with  any  arrears,  if 
such  are  owing.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  May  9th, 
referring  to  Senate  BilflOS^,  file  folio  2881,  entitled  "An 
Act  providing  for  the  payment  of  consequential  damages 
arising  from  the  taking,  injury  or  destruction  of  private 
property  by  municipal  corporations  in  the  construction  and 
enlargement  of  their  works,  highways,  or  improvements." 

With  regard  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  passage 
of  this  Act  will  increase  the  amount  of  verdicts  against  the 
City,  would  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  will,  if  passed, 
do  so.  Under  existing  law,  the  damages  to  be  recovered 
are  ''the  difference  in  the  market  value  of  the  property" 
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before  and  after  the  taking,  and  "anything  peculiar  to 
himself  (namely,  the  plaintiff)  or  his  business"  is  not  to 
be  taken  into  consideration,  and  the  injury  must  be  "proxi- 
mate, immediate  and  substantial,"  Under  the  proposed 
Act,  additional  elements  of  damage  are  added,  namely: 
"Loss  of  business;"  "cost  of  moving;"  "expense  of  doing 
business ;"  "loss  or  injury  to  goods,  merchandise,  stock, 
or  other  personal  property;"  loss  or  damage  consequent 
upon  or  arising  from  said  work  during  the  time  the  same 
is  going  on  or  being  performed. 

While  some  of  the  above  may  be  more  or  less  included 
under  existing  law,  there  are  many  of  them  which  are, 
undoubtedly,  new  elements  of  damage. 

I  note  that  the  Act  applies  only  to  municipal  corpora- 
tions. Article  16,  Section  8,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
is  the  basis  of  consequential  damages  in  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  uses  these  words:  "Municipal  and  other  cor- 
porations and  individuals  invested  with  the  privilege  of 
taking  private  property  for  public  use."  I  do  not  under- 
stand why  the  Act  is  made  so  as  to  apply  only  to  muni- 
cipal corporations. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Act  injects  matters  into 
the  consideration  of  damages  in  eminent  domain  proceed- 
ings which  have  no  proper  place  there.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.  you  ask  as 
to  the  rights  of  the  City,   and  yourself  as  Eeceiver  of 
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Taxes,  witli  respect  to  certain  tax  searches  which  showed 
properties  to  be  free  from  taxes,  whereas  certain  tax  claims 
were  unpaid  and  should  have  appeared  as  exceptions  on 
the  searches. 

It  appears  that  the  Commonwealth  Title  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company  and  the  Eeal  Estate  Title  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company  have  insured  titles  by  virtue  of  the  er- 
roneous searches  in  question,  and  now  request  that  the  City 
have  the  liens  for  the  taxes  satisfied. 

The  error  was  made  by  a  clerk  in  your  Department,  who 
was  duly  bonded  by  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Surety  Com- 
pany of  Scranton,  which  advises  you  "that  there  is  no  lia- 
bility on  the  part  of  this  company  for  the  payment  of  these 
delinquent  taxes,  and  in  this  connection  refer  you  to  the 
case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  use  of  Ferdinand  D. 
Fleming  vs.  Hugh  Black  et  al.,  which  was  decided  by  the 
Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania  under  date  of  July  20, 
1916."  The  clerk  himself,  you  state,  cannot  be  located, 
and  you  ask  whether  "there  is  any  individual  liability  on 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  or  upon  the  clerk,  who  was  re- 
sponsible for  this  mistake,  and  if  so,  if  the  bonds  executed 
by  the  employee  can  be  called  on  for  the  payment  of  these 
claims." 

In  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Anderson,  112  Pa.  357, 
it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  when  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  has  given  a  certificate  showing  no  registry 
of  unpaid  taxes  for  certain  years,  the  City  was  estopped 
from  suing  for  or  attempting  to  recover  for  those  years ; 
and  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Black,  63  Superior 
Court,  422,  to  which  reference  is  made  by  the  Scranton 
company,  it  was  accordingly  held  that  if  the  owner  of  the 
property  after  such  an  erroneous  certificate  had  been  given 
paid  the  taxes,  he  acted  as  a  volunteer,  and  such  taxes 
could  not  be  recovered  from  the  City. 

The  Anderson  case,  however,  did  not  decide  that  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  was  discharged  from  liability  to  the 
City,  which,  under  the  doctrine  of  estoppel  enforced  in 
that  case,  would  be  a  loser  if  it  could  not  recover  from  its 
receiver  or  his  bondsman.

The  case  of  Philadelpliia  vs.  Black  relates  only  to  tlie 
case  of  a  payment  to  the  City  of  the  taxes  after  such  a 
certificate  had  been  given. 

I  do  not  understand  that  the  taxes  concerning  which  you 
now  inquire  have  been  paid.  The  situation,  therefore,  is 
that  the  City  can  be  compelled  to  relinquish  all  claims  for 
such  taxes  by  virtue  of  having  given  a  certificate  showing 
no  taxes  in  arrears,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  may  resort 
to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and  to  his  surety  (if  the  term  of 
the  bond  has  not  expired)  for  reimbursement  for  such 
loss,  and  he  in  turn  may  hold  the  clerk  who  made  the  error 
and  his  surety  responsible  for  the  consequences  thereof. 

I  do  not  find  anything  in  either  of  the  two  cases  already 
mentioned  which  would  compel  any  other  conclusion,  pro- 
vided, of  course,  that  the  taxes  have  not  been  paid ;  if  they 
have,  a  totally  different  situation  results. 

Since  the  surety  of  the  delinquent  clerk  repudiates  the 
claim,  however,  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  refuse 
to  accede  amicably  to  the  request  of  the  Commonwealth 
Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company  and  the  Eeal  Estate 
Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company  until  ordered  to  do 
so  by  the  court  as  the  result  of  adverse  litigation.  As  soon 
as  such  litigation  is  beg-un,  notice  should  at  once  be  given 
to  the  surety  company  and  to  the  clerk,  if  he  can  be  found, 
so  that  they  may  come  in  and  defend  their  respective  in- 
terests.

Improvement  of  Streets  Where  Abutting  Owners  Desire 

to  Build.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
May  14,  1917,  enclosing  copy  of  Senate  Bill  No.  1022, 
recently  introduced  into  the  current  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

This  bill  would  compel  the  City  to  make  certain  im- 
provements to  streets,  roads  and  highways  upon  entering 
of  security  by  abutting  property  owners  to  the  extent  of 
"at  least  fifty  per  centum  of  the  land  abutting,"  etc. 

This  bill  is  objectionable  for  many  reasons,  but  it  is 
probably  sufficient  to  mention  but  two. 

First — It  takes  away  from  the  municipal  authorities 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  City,  and  requires 
them,  whether  or  not  they  deem  it  wise  and  proper,  to 
enter  into  contracts  which  may  require  very  large  expendi- 
tures of  money. 

Second — It  does  not  take  into  consideration  whether  or 
not  the  City  may  constitutionally  enter  into  these  con- 
tracts. It  may  be  the  margin  of  borrowing  capacity  is  so 
slight  as  to  forbid  any  such  procedure,  j^evertheless,  the 
City  is  made  liable  in  damages  without  reference  to  any 
such  circumstance. 

In  my  judginent,  the  proposed  statute  is  exceedingly 
objectionable,  and  is  contrary  to  the  interests  of  this  and 
other  cities.

Damages  to  Property  in  Change  of  Grade  Proceedings.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
May  14,  1917,  enclosing  a  copy  of  Senate  Bill  'No.  1023 
providing-  for  the  payment  of  damages  for  necessary  ad- 
justments to  property  affected  by  change  of  grade  where 
the  property  was  improved  on  the  natural  surface  of  the 
ground  without  conforming  to  the  established  grade  regula- 
tion where  such  regulation  had  been  established,  in  which 
you  ask  my  opinion  "as  to  what  cost  this  would  place  upon 
the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  existing  law  in  matters  of  this  kind  is  as  follows : 

"Where  the  property  owner  erected  a  house  on  his 
lot  after  the  confirmation  of  the  plan  fixing  the  grade 
of  a  street  it  seems  that  he  is  restricted  in  his  right 
to  recover  the  injury  done  to  his  land  alone  by  the 
change  of  grade  of  the  street,  and  injury  to  his  house 
as  an  item  of  damage  is  properly  excluded." 

Under  the  proposed  legislation  the  existing  law  would 
not  be  changed  in  proceedings  where  the  change  of  grade 
had  been  made  within  three  years,  but  after  the  passage  of 
three  years  an  owner  might  build  and  recover  when  the 
physical  change  came  to  be  made,  not  only  for  the  damage 
to  his  land,  but  also  for  the  damage  to  his  house ;  therefore, 
an  additional  element  of  damage  is  created  by  this  Act  in 
change  of  grade  proceedings  where  the  grade  regulation  is 
more  than  three  years  old,  viz. :  the  cost  of  necessary  ad- 
justments in  the  matter  of  the  building  or  buildings 
erected  on  the  land.  This  cost  is  problematical,  but  very 
probably  will  run  into  a  very  large  amount.

Order  of  Superintendent   of  Police  Prohihiting    Use   of 
Fireworls,  etc.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.  vou  enclose 
copy  of  an  order  by  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  ap- 
proved by  yourself,  forbidding  the  sale  or  use  of  fire- 
works. As  to  this  you  state  that  an  investiiiation  seems 
to  disclose  the  fact  that  the  only  statute  specifically  dealing 
with  this  subject  was  passed  on  August  26,  1721,  and 
which  has  been  construed  in  the  case  of  Heidenwag  vs. 
Philadelphia,  1G8  Penna.  72,  in  such  manner  as  to  make 
the  statute  applicable  only  to  individuals,  but  not  to  cor- 
porate bodies;  that  various  other  Acts  and  oidinances  have 
been  passed  regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  fire- 
works generally  and  forbidding  certain  kinds  of  these  to 
be  made  or  sold.  With  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  Act 
of  1721  as  construed  in  the  Heidenwag  case  you  say : 

"This,  as  can  readily  be  seen,  would  work  an  in- 
justice and  be  highly  discriminatory.  The  only  other 
basis,  in  luy  judgment,  upon  which  an  order  could  be 
sustained,  would  be  that  of  the  police  power.  It  is  not 
the  purpose  of  the  Department  to  lend  its  aid  to  the 
enforcement  of  an  order  which  would  work  an  in- 
justice if  only  applicable  to  a  certain  class  of  our 
citizens. 

"I,  therefore,  send  you  this  conmiunication,  setting 
forth  the  details  as  above,  in  order  that  I  may  have 
your  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not,  under  all  of  the 
circumstances,  the  Department  is  justified  in  enforc- 
ing the  existing  order,  or  whether,  in  your  opinion, 
the  same  should  be  rescinded." 

I  do  not  think  the  Heidenwag  case  makes  the  distinction 
quite  so  broadly  as  stated  by  you.     The  difference  is  made 
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between  the  use  of  fireworks  in  a  celebration  by  tlie  City 
itself  and  such  nse  by  others ;  thus,  at  the  foo»t  of  page  79, 
the  Court  says: 

"There  is  nothing  unlawful  intrinsically  in  the 
preparation  and  exhibition  of  fireworks  by  a  city  act- 
ing as  a  municipality." 

In  the  same  case  the  earlier  case  of  Homer  vs.  Com- 
monwealth, 106  Penna.  221,  is  cited  with  approval.  That 
case  decided  that  the  Act  of  1721  still  remained  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  decision  (1884),  and  forbade  the  manu- 
facturing of  fireworks  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  without 
a  license  from  the  Governor. 

As  3'OU  state,  however,  a  number  of  Acts  of  Assembly 
and  ordinances  have  since  been  passed.  These  generally 
forbid  the  manufacture  or  sale  or  both  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  certain  kinds  of  fireworks,  toy  pistols,  fire- 
crackers, and  so  forth,  and  there  would  seem  to  arise  from 
these  enactments  a  pretty  strong  implication  that  the  use  of 
other  kinds  of  fireworks  was  to  be  allowed  and  that  the 
Act  of  1721,  which  was  extended  to  the  entire  Province  of 
Pennsylvania  by  the  Act  of  February  9,  1751  (1  Sm.  L. 
208),  must  be  construed  as  repealed,  or  repealed  i)ro  tanto, 
by  these  later  statutes.  In  this  connection  the  two  Acts 
of  June  1,  1911,  pp.  542  and  551,  are  especially  signifi- 
cant. The  Act  on  page  542  "to  regulate  the  use  of  fire- 
crackers, fireworks,  blank  cartridges,  pellets,  tablets,  etc., 
in  any  County  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  providing  pen- 
alties for  the  violation  thereof,"  makes  it  unlawful  to  set 
off,  fire  or  make  use  of  for  the  purpose  of  explosion  various 
kinds  or  types  of  fire-crackers  and  fireworks,  and  by  Sec- 
tion 2  repeals  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  there- 
with. The  Act  on  page  554  "to  restrain  and  regulate  the 
sale  and  manufacture  of  certain  fire-crackers,  fireworks 
and  certain  explosive  materials  used  in  canes,  cannons, 
pistols  or  any  toy,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion thereof,"  in  like  manner  forbids  the  making  or  sell- 
ing of  specified  devices  therein  described.  This  also  re- 
peals all  other  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  its 
provisions,  and  also  provides  "that  this  Act  shall  not  inter- 
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fere  with  the  maniifaetiire  and  sale  of  legitimate  fire  arms 
or  fire-crackers  or  fireworks." 

In  view  of  this  language,  I  do  not  think  it  open  to  doubt 
that  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  "legitimate"  fire-crackers, 
fireworks,  etc.  (seemingly  those  not  distinctly  forbidden 
by  law)  is  intended  to  be  permitted,  and  that  the  entire 
body  of  legislation  upon  the  subject  should  be  held  to  have 
accomplished  that  purpose.  It  would  appear  to  follow 
that  the  prohibition  contained  in  the  order  submitted  is 
too  broad  in  its  terms,  and  that  your  doubts  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  enforcing  it  are  well-founded.

Dear  Sir: — You  refer  to  me  for  examination  and 
opinion  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  requiring 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  all  Departments  thereof  to 
accept  or  reject  all  bids  or  proposals  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  receipt  thereof,"  copy  of  which  you  en- 
close. The  purpose  and  effect  of  the  proposed  ordinance 
sufficiently  appear  from  the  title. 

The  legality  of  such  an  ordinance  could  probably  be 
sustained,  although  it  is  close  to  the  border  line  of  undue 
interference  with  executive  functions,  as  prohibited  by 
Article  16  of  the  Bullitt  Bill.  Irrespective  of  its  legality, 
however,  the  question  suggests  itself  whether  the  fixing 
of  a  set  time  within  which  all  proposals  must  be  acted 
upon  provides  a  rule  sufficiently  flexible  for  practical  pur-

poses.  This  is  for  Councils  to  decide.  Perhaps  all  objec- 
tion to  the  ordinance  would  be  obviated  if  the  period  were 
enlarged,  say  to  sixty  days.

Deae.  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  17th  inst.  you  in- 
quire with  respect  to  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  certain  bills  for  material  furnished  to  the  Water 
Conservation  Exhibit  held  in  the  City  Hall  Court  Yard 
in  1912,  whether  you  should  countersign  the  warrants  for 
this  purpose,  amounting  to  $2,140.29.  You  call  atten- 
tion to  the  facts  that  these  bills  were  disallowed  by 
Councils,  who  have  formally  declined  to  pass  such  an 
ordinance,  and  that  in  one  case  suit  was  brought  against 
former  Director  Cooke  and  judgment  obtained  against 
him,  thus  fixing  his  individual  liability  in  the  premises. 

In  my  judgTuent  this  matter  is  within  the  doctrine 
enunciated  in  the  cases  of  Yare  vs.  Walton,  236  Pa.  467, 
and  Commonwealth  vs.  Walton,  Id.  220,  and  various  other 
cases,  that  Councils  are  authorized  by  Act  of  May  23, 
1874,  P.  L.  230,  to  recognize  and  provide  for  the  payment 
of  moral  obligations  of  the  City  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
each  branch  and  the  approval  of  the  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor. 

If  the  present  ordinance  is  in  proper  form  and  has  been 
so  passed!  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Common  and  a  two- 
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third  vote  of  the  Select  Council,  and  approved  by  the 
Major,  I  think  joii  would  be  justified  in  countersigning 
the  warrants.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  May  24th,  with  respect 
to  the  free  library  building,  you  ask  whether  or  not  the 
three  contracts,  other  than  for  the  main  building,  two  of 
which  have  been  executed,  are  invalidated  by  reason  of 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  declared  the  contract  for  the 
building  proper  of  the  free  library  to  be  invalid,  and 
it  will  accordingly  have  to  be  readvertised.  The  incidental 
contracts  for  plumbing,  electric  lighting,  etc.,  are  closely 
connected  with  the  principal  contract.  In  any  event,  they 
must  remain  unperformed  and  in  abeyance  for  a  long  and 
indefinite  time.  This  delay  would  undoubtedly  relieve 
the  contractors,  at  their  option,  from  any  obligations  in 
the  premises. 

I  Avould  recommend  that  the  contractors  be  sent  for,  and 
if  they  are  willing  that  the  contracts  remain  operative  and 
in  force  that  this  course  be  followed,  if  thought  to  be  in 
the  interests  of  the  City.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  con- 
tractors  object   to   being   held   bound   for   the    uncertain 
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perioid  which  must  elapse,  the  contracts  should  be  annulled 
by  mutual  consent,  the  one  not  already  signed  being  left  un- 
executed.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Con- 
nell,  late  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  regard  to 
the  ordinances  approved  July  31,  1916,  pages  336  and 
341,  which  require  the  repaving  of  Ridge  avenue,  between 
Rector  street  and  Hermitage  lane,  and  from  Lament  street 
to  Harmon  road,  respectively,  the  former  ordinance,  that 
is,  the  one  on  page  336,  provides  that, 

"the  work  of  rej)aving  Ridge  avenue,  between  Rector 
and  Lamont  streets,  shall  not  relieve  the  Reading 
Transit  and  Light  Company  from  any  obligation  or 
obligations,  or  any  dtuty  resting  upon  it  regarding  the 
repaving  or  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under 
the  agreement  of  the  Manayunk  and  Roxborough  In- 
•  clined  Plane  and  Railway  Company  authorized  by 
Ordinance  of  March  28,  1894,"  and 
"that  the  bills  for  said  repaving  of  Ridge  avenue, 
from  Rector  to  Hermitage  street,  shall  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection  from 
the  said  Reading  Transit  and  Light  Company,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  said  agreement  and  ordi- 
nance of  March  28,  1894." 


Tlie  sce(nid  ordinance  of  July  '>lst  does  not  contain 
that  provision. 

It  is  stated  that  an  estimate  recently  prepared  by  the 
Biirean  of  liig-hways  as  to  the  cost  of  placin_2;  the  entire 
leno-th  of  Ridge  avenue  in  good  condition  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $1,000,000. 

The  request  of  the  letter  is  to  be  advised  whether  this 
money  can  be  collected  from  the  Reading  Transit  Com- 
pany under  the  terms  of  the  ordinances,  or  whether 
nothing  should  be  done  until  the  whole  matter  of  the 
suggested  new  agreement  with  the  railway  companies  is 
settled. 

I  see  no  prospect  of  a  speedy  settlement  of  the  question 
of  liability  of  the  railway  companies  in  the  outlying  sec- 
tions of  the  City  with  respect  to  street  paving  originally 
assumedl  by  them  or  their  predecessors  under  ordinances 
of  this  character.  The  ordinance  of  ]\Iarch  28,  189-t, 
referred  to  in  that  of  July  31,  1916  (page  336),  grants 
to  the  Manayunk  and  RoxboroUgh  Inclined  Plane  and 
Railway  Company  permission  to  use  electric  motors  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  etc.,  and  provides  for 
an  agreement  and  bond  by  that  company  that  it  shall 
"keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether 
paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  pavements  on  all 
streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway 
or  its  trolley  system."  This  agTeement  and  bond  thus  pro- 
vided for  were  duly  executed. 

I  think  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  July 
31,  1916,  and  especially  the  one  on  page  33(5,  it  is  the 
duty  of  your  Department  to  notify  the  successor  of  the 
Manayunk  and  Roxborough  Inclined  Plane  and  Railway 
Company  to  do  the  repaving  as  directed  by  the  ordinances, 
referring  the  successor  company  thereto,  and  that  in  de- 
fault of  the  work  being  done  by  it  that  the  City  will  do 
the  work  and  hold  the  company  liable.  If  the  notice  be 
not  complied  with,  the  City  should  then  do  the  work  and 
place  the  bills  in  the  hands  of  this  Department  to  be 
sued  out.  It  is  important  that  the  notice  should  be  sent 
to  the  proper  company.  The  ordinance  of  1916  mentions 
the  Reading  Transit  and  Light  Company  as  the  corpora- 
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tion  now  responsible  for  the  repaying,  tlie  nature  of  the 
connection  between  that  company  and  the  Manayunk  and 
Roxborongh  Inclined  Plane  and  Railway  Company  which 
was  granted  the  original  privilege  of  trolley  operation 
should  therefore  be  clearly  ascertained  and  understood  be- 
fore the  notice  above  referred  to  shall  be  sent.

Payment  of  Bills  to  Receiver  of  Contractor,  Neivton 
Paving  Co.

Dear  -Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  ult. 
in  regard  to  contracts  with  the  Newton  Paving  Company 
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for  the  repaying  of  Dickinson  street,  from  Twenty-first  to 
Twenty-fifth  street,  and  Point  Breeze  avenne,  from  Oak- 
ford  to  Dickinson  street,  it  appears  that  the  paving  of  both 
these  streets  has  been  completed,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$6,852.36  is  due  the  contractor  on  the  Dickinson  street 
paving,  and  $1,251.92  on  the  Point  Breeze  work;  that  the 
contractor  is  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  who  has  demanded 
payment  of  these  sums,  which  demand  has  not  been  com- 
plied with  because  the  paving  comj^any  has  not  proceeded 
with  the  work  of  repaving  two  other  streets  after  having 
been  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways. 

In  epitomizing  your  instructions  you  say : 

"I  stated  that  if  the  work  was  completed  it  was 
necessary  for  the  City  to  comply  with  its  part  of  the 
agreement  under  each  particular  contract.  I  further 
stated,  that  the  surety  given  in  the  case  of  contracts 
where  work  is  not  proceeding  amply  protects  the 
City's  interest." 

As  stated  by  you,  the  City  seems  to  be  fully  protected 
by'  surety  bonds  in  the  case  of  the  contracts  for  streets  in 
Avhich  no  work  has  been  done,  and  I  therefore  agree  in 
your  view  of  the  matter,  and  if  no  other  objection  exists 
to  turning  over  the  warrants  for  the  repaving  of  the  com- 
pleted streets,  I  would  suggest  that  the  request  of  the  at- 
torney for  the  receiver  be  complied  with.

Whether  Repairs  'Can  Be  Charged  Against  the  PliiJadel- 

phia  Railways  Company  for  Moyamensing 

Avenue,  Penrose  Ferry  Road  and 

Tinicum  Island  Road.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  me  under  date  of  2d  inst.  with  respect  to  the  Phila- 
delphia Railways  Company,  which  he  states  operates  an 
electric  road  on  Moyamensing  avenue,  Penrose  Ferry  road 
and  Tinicum  Island  road,  the  franchise  to  which  com- 
pany, dated  January  17,  1897,  provides  that  it  shall 
''agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times, 
whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  streets,  ave- 
nues or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railways  or  its  trol- 
ley system;"  that  repairs  have  been  made  to  "this"  road 
at  times,  but  that  the  road  is  in  a  deplorable  condition 
and  is  almost  impassable;  that  notices  have  been  served 
on  the  Railways  Company  to  make  the  repairs  to  the  road, 
but  have  not  been  complied  with.  The  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau states  that  a  copy  of  the  last  notice  is  enclosed,  but 
no  such  copy  was  sent  with  his  letter.  He  asked  to  be 
informed  whether  his  Bureau  would  be  justified  in  execut- 
ing a  contract  to  put  this  road  in  first-class  condition  out 
of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  "country  road  item ;" 
also,  could  the  repairs  be  charged  against  the  Philadel- 
phia Railways  Company. 

I  find  that  the  ordinance  of  January  17,  1898,  page  28, 
confers  the  right  on  the  Southwestern  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany to  lay  tracks  and  operate  a  railway  by  electric  motors 
to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  on  single  and  double 
tracks,  etc.,  over  a  route  described  as  follows :  "Beginning 
at  Mifflin  and  Otsego  street,  along  Otsego  to  Jackson 
street,    on    Jackson    street    to    Moyamensing    avenue,    on 
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jMovamensiiig  avenue  to  Penrose  Ferry  road,  on  Penrose 
Ferry  road  to  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  across  said  bridge  to 
State  Island  road,  on  State  Island  road  to  Bow  creek  or 
place  of  beginning."  I  assume  that  the  Philadelphia 
Railways  Company  is  the  successor  to  the  Southwestern 
Street  Railway  Company,  mentioned  in  said  ordinance, 
but  in  what  manner  such  successorship  arises,  whether  by 
lease,  change  of  name  or  otherwise,  I  am  not  informed. 
I  note  that  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  refers  to 
Tinicum  Island  road,  among  others,  over  which  the  rail- 
road runs.  This  road  does  not  appear  to  be  mentioned  in 
the  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  of  January  17,  189S,  contains  the  lan- 
guage cited  in  the  said  letter.  This  language  is  broad 
enough  to  impose  a  liability  on  the  original  company,  or 
its  successor,  if  operating  under  the  same  ordinance,  to 
keep  the  roads  which  it  traverses  in  good  order  at  all 
times,  and  I  think  the  City  would  have  the  right  to  notify 
it  to  do  so  or  that  the  work  would  be  done  by  the  City  and 
charged  to  the  company  responsible  under  the  ordinance. 

The  same  question  has  arisen  more  than  once  with  re- 
spect to  other  roads  operating  under  similar  obligations, 
but  in  those  instances  Councils  have  specifically  taken 
action  requiring  that  the  railway  company  be  held  to  its 
liability.  Thus,  by  resolution  of  December  13,  1913,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Wt)rks  was  re- 
quested to  notify  the  Passenger  Railway  Company,  oc- 
cupying Frankford  avenue,  from  Bridge  street  to  the 
■County  line,  to  place  that  road  in  a  proper  condition  and 
to  pole  it  off  and  do  the  work  should  the  company  refuse 
to  do  so.  Again,  the  ordinance  of  July  31,  1916,  page 
336,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  a  recent  comnninication 
to  you  from  1his  Department,  in  directing  the  paving  of 
Ridge  avenue,  between  Rector  and  Hermitage  streets,  re- 
quired that  such  paving  "shall  not  relieve  the  Reading 
Transit  and  Light  Company  from  any  obligation  or  obliga- 
tions, or  any  duty,  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving,  re- 
paving  or  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  the 
agreement  of  the  Manayunk  and  Roxborough  Inclined 
Plane  and  Railway  Companv  authorized  by  ordinance  of 
March  28,  1894." 
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I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  follow  the  same  course 
in  the  present  instance;  that  is  to  say,  to  have  Councils 
by  ordinance  or  resolution  direct  the  repairing  of  the  roads 
named  to  be  done  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways  if,  after 
notice  to  the  Southwestern  Street  Railway  Company  or  its 
successor  to  do  so,  such  notice  shall  not  be  complied  with, 
the  cost  of  the  repairs  to  be  collected  in  that  case  from  the 
railway  company.  Councils  can,  of  course,  in  the  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  indicate  the  fund  from  which  the 
repairs  are  to  be  paid  for  in  case  of  default  on  the  part 
of  the  company  occupying  the  road  or  roads  directed  to  be 
repaired.

Removal   of  Fences   and   Outbuildings   From   Alleys   in 
Abatement  of  Nuisances. 

WlLMER  KkUSEN,  M.  D.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  June  7th  you  state  that 
the  Board  of  Health  is  meeting  conditions  in  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisances  in  a  number  of  alleys  in  which  fences 
and  outbuildings  encroaching  on  the  alleys  from  one  to 
fifteen  inches  impede  and  make  impossible  the  abatement 
of  the  nuisance  and  the  repaving  of  the  alleys  to  the  grades 
and  on  the  lines  given  by  the  surveyors  without  tearing 
down  fences  and  outbuildings  found  thereon. 

You  ask  whether  this  may  be  done  by  the  Board  of 
Health  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1913  (P.  L.  544).  That  Act  empowers  the  Board  of 
Health  in  cities  of  the  first  class  to  abate  nuisances  upon 
private  alleys  upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  owners  of

tlie  properties  liaviiig  the  use  of  said  alleys  to  do  so  within 
ten  days  after  service  of  notice  upon  them.  The  Act 
further  provides  that  where  the  nuisance  is  caused  by  the 
improper  grading  or  defective  paving  of  the  said  alleys, 
on  the  refusal  of  the  owners  to  grade,  pave,  or  repave 
within  ten  days  after  notice,  the  Board  of  Health  is  cm- 
powered  to  grade,  pave,  or  repave  in  accordance  with  the 
grades  established  by  the  surveyor  and  regulator  of  the 
district,  who  is  authorized  to  establish  such  grades.  The 
cost  and  expense  of  abating  the  nuisances  and  of  the  grad- 
ing, paving,  or  repaving  of  the  alleys  is  to  be  charged 
upon  the  owners  of  the  premises  aifected. 

In  my  judgment,  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  an 
Act  of  this  character,  and  intended  for  the  purposes  indi- 
cated by  it,  would  confer  authority'  upon  the  Board  of 
Health  to  tear  down  fences  or  buildings  projecting  upon 
the  soil  of  the  alley  or  erected  at  a  different  grade.  A 
fence  which  intrudes  from  one  to  fifteen  inches  upon  an 
alley  would  not,  I  should  suppose,  be  an  unsurmountable 
obstacle  to  its  paving  or  repaving  up  to  the  line  at  which 
the  fence  is  actually  built. 

Whether  the  difficulty  arising  from  buildings  or  fences 
being  erected  at  improper  grades  may  not  likewise  be 
overcome  in  some  way,  I  do  not  know ;  but  for  the  Board 
summarily  to  tear  down  fences  and  buildings  on  no  other 
warrant  than  that  of  the  Act  of  1913  would  probably  in- 
volve the  City  in  claims  for  damages  and  the  resulting 
litigation  to  an  extent  which  would  not  seem  to  be  justified 
by  the  object  in  view.  If  a  nuisance  is  of  such  a  character 
that  it  ought  to  be  abated  and  the  existence  of  a  building 
or  fence  at  an  improper  grade  or  on  improper  lines  abso- 
lutely prevents  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance,  I  would 
suggest  that  a  Bill  in  Equity  be  filed  to  compel  the  demoli- 
tion of  the  fence  or  building  by  a  judicial  order  or  decree 
rather  than  that  the  City  should  undertake  to  do  this  at 
its  own  instance.

Penalties  For  Non-Payment  of  Taxes  and  ^Yater  Bent.

Dear  Sir: — You  send  me  a  letter  to  yourself  from  A. 
W.  Sanson,  Esq.,  asking  the  right  of  the  City  to  collect 
penalties  accruing  for  non-payment  of  taxes  and  water 
rent  upon  real  estate  owned  by  persons  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States. 
The  writer  suggests  that  Section  60  of  the  Act  of  April  9, 
1915  (P.  L.  80),  which  provides,  in  substance,  that  no 
civil  process  shall  issue  or  be  enforced  against  any  person 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States  while  engaged  in  active  service,  or  until 
thirty  days  after  being  relieved  therefrom,  may  prevent 
the  incurring  of  penalties  in  such  cases;  and  you  ask  to 
be  advised  whether  this  view  is  correct. 

In  my  opinion,  the  provisions  of  Section  GO  of  the  Act 
of  April  9,  1915,  even  if  constitutional  as  being  properly 
within  the  subject  referred  to  in  the  title,  which  I  deem 
extremely  doubtful,  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  incurring 
of  penalties  for  non-payment  of  taxes  and  water  rent  at 
the  times  required  by  ordinance.  Penalties  of  this  char- 
acter are,  I  think,  in  no  sense  ''civil  process"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.

Right  to  Use  Money  Boi'rowed  for  a  Specific  Purpose'. 
A.  R.  H.  MoEKOw,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — Yon  state  in  your  letter  of  yesterday  that 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  desires 
to  use  for  the  purchase  of  ground  for  the  erection  of  and 
for  repairs  to  Fire  and  Police  Stations  certain  balances 
in  various  loans.  These  include  balances  amounting  to 
twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-two 
(27,232)  dollars  and  fifty-six  (56)  cents  borrowed  "for 
the  purchase  of  such  property,  erection  of  buildings  and 
improvement  of  existing  Police  and  Fire  Stations  as  may 
be  designated  by  Councils,"  the  "purchase  of  such  prop- 
erty, erection  of  buildings  and  improvement  of  existing 
Fire  Stations  as  ma}^  be  designated  by  Councils"  and  "the 
purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  buildings  for  Police,  Fire 
and  Bath  purposes,  subject  to  future  legislation  by  Coun- 
cils." As  to  these  balances  the  purposes  of  their  proposed 
use  seems  to  be  the  same  as  those  for  which  the  loans  were 
authorized,  and  I  see  no  objection  to  using  such  funds  in 
the  manner  suggested  if  Councils  deem  it  advisable  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriation. 

The  other  items  concerning  which  inquiry  is  made  re- 
late to  balances  of  money  borrowed  for  the  High  Pressure 
Fire  System  in  the  Mill  District,  or  "for  the  completion" 
of  that  system,  amoimting  together  to  two  thousand  one 
hundred  and  five  (2,105)  dollars  and  nineteen  (19)  cents, 
and  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
(2,930)  dollars  and  seventy-eight  (78)  cents  "for  the 
erection  of  a  machine  shop." 

As  to  these  balances  you  state  that  the  money  "cannot 
be  used  for  the  purposes  mentioned  as  the  two  propositions 
have  been  completed." 
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It  is,  of  course,  true  that  money  borrowed  for  one  pur- 
pose cannot  be  diverted  to  another,  especially  so  if  bor- 
rowed under  sanction  of  the  vote  of  the  electors  after 
notice  given  to  the  voters  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  loan 
is  intended.  Nevertheless,  this  Department  has  on  several 
occasions  held  that  where  money  legitimately  and  in  good 
faith  has  been  borrowed  for  a  particular  object,  which, 
however,  is  completed  at  a  less  expense  than  that  originally 
thought  necessary,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  which 
it  is  therefore  impossible  to  apply  to  the  project  for  which 
the  money  was  borrowed,  the  employment  of  balances  of 
this  character  for  other  puproses  is  permissible.  The  alter- 
native would  be  that  such  funds  must  remain  in  the  Treas- 
ury forever  unused,  or  that  they  must  be  turned  over  to 
the  sinking  fund.  Under  our  system  of  specific  provision 
for  sinking  fund  needs,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  latter 
requirement  exists,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  money 
which  cannot  be  expended  for  the  original  purpose  of  the 
loan  for  the  reason  noted  is  to  be  treated  as  free  cash  in  the 
Treasury  and  subject  to  such  use  as  Councils  may  see  fit 
to  make  of  it.

Final  Payment  to  C ontractor — Pending  Suit  for  Damages.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  in  reference  to  the  contract  of  the  Kewton  Paving 
Company  for  repaving  Point  Breeze  avenue,  from  Oak- 
ford  street  to  Dickinson  street,  that  there  is  due  on  the 
contract  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  (1,261) 
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dollars  and  iiinetj-two  (92)  cents,  for  wliicli  the  Bureau 
is  ready  to  draw  warrant  and  close  the  contract. 

Suit  has,  however,  been  brought  by  IsTellie  Shaffer  and 
Charles  Shaffer  in  C.  P.  No.  2,  December  Term  1916, 
ISTo.  1349,  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by 
falling  into  a  hole,  being  a  part  of  the  excavation  made  by 
the  above  contractor  in  connection  with  the  work 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks  to  be  advised  whether 
the  contractor's  bond  protects  the  City  in  the  above  case, 
and  whether  the  final  payment  should  be  made,  or  if  not, 
what  should  be  done. 

The  contract  in  question  provides  that  the  contractor 
shall  ''be  responsible  for  and  pay  all  loss  or  damage  to 
either  person  or  property  which  may  arise  b}^  reason  of  the 
prosecution  of  the  said  work,  during  the  progress  of  the 
same;  and,  in  case  of  the  happening  of  such  loss  or  dam- 
age, the  amount  thereof  may  he  retained  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  (the  City)  out  of  any  pavments  due  or  to 
grow  due  hereunder." 

This  clause  gives  the  City  the  right  to  retain  the  amount 
due  the  contractor  until  the  claim  for  damages  in  question 
has  been  ascertained  and  settled. 

The  City  ought  not  to  forego  this  right  unless  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  surety  for  the  contractor,  accom- 
panied by  its  obligation  to  reimburse  the  City  in  case  the 
latter  should  be  compelled  to  pay  any  such  loss  or  damage.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  vour  letter  of  June  22d, 
wlierein  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  recent  iict  of  Assembly,  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  1917,  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  has  reference  likewise  to 
the  clerks  of  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  of  1913  reads  as  follows: 

''The  compensation  of  all  officers  and  employees  of 
said  court  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  said 
county,  in  the  same  manner  and  amount  and  under 
the  same  regulations  as  is  now  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment of  officers  and  employees  of  the  said  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas  and  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  of  said 
county." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature  clearly  in- 
tended, in  view  of  the  above  provision  of  the  Act  of  1913, 
to  include  the  clerks  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  the  increas- 
ing of  salaries  as  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  1917.

Dear  Sir  : — The  automobile  used  by  you  as  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  go  to  fires,  riots  and 
other  similar  occurrences,  having  been  accidentally  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  June  26,  1017,  and  being  uninsured,  you 
inquire  in  your  letter  of  this  date  whether  it  can  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  car,  to  be  bought  from  the  proceeds  of 
Loan  191,  Bureau  of  Fire,  which  j)rovides  for  the  pur- 
chase of  apparatus. 

The  proper  fund  to  which  resort  should  be  had  for  the 
replacement  of  the  car  is  that  accumulated  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  insurance  purposes, 
under  direction  of  the  ordinance  of  ]\Iarch  29,  1904,  page 
55.  The  third  section  of  that  ordinance  directs  that  the 
permanent  insurance  fund  so  held  '"shall  be  used  and  ap- 
plied for  the  repair,  rebuilding  and  replacement  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  of  the  City  which  may  be  in- 
jured or  destroyed  by  fire,  or  otherwise  injured  as  an  inci- 
dent of  such  fire  or  fires." 

I  would  suggest  that  you  make  the  necessary  applica- 
tion to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Act  also  intended  to  include 
the  clerks  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions.  I  note  by 
this  morning's  papers  that  a  bill  has  been  passed  in  the 
Legislature  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  attaches  thereof,  and 
this  rather  strengthens  my  belief  in  the  fact  that  the  said 
clerks  were  intended  to  be  included  in  the  Act  as  passed  by 
the  Legislature.

Dear  Sir: — You  forward  me  a  copy  of  a  proposed  ordi- 
nance to  carry  into  effect  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  17, 
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1917,  Xo.  117,  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  hawking^ 
vending  and  peddling  of  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  and 
other  merchandise  in  the  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this 
Commonwealth,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  existing  ordi- 
nance upon  the  subject,  and  ask  whether  the  proposed 
ordinance  carries  out  what  is  contemplated  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly. 

In  my  opinion,  the  proposed  ordinance,  which  is  sub 
stantially  a  re-enactment  of  the  present  ordinance  with 
slight  alterations,  does  sufiiciently  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  May  17,  1917,  making  it 
the  duty  of  Councils  of  cities  of  the  first  class  to  fix,  by 
ordinance,  the  amount  and  time  of  payment  and  to  regii- 
late  the  manner  of  payment  of  the  license  fees  provided 
for  in  the  statute,  effectuating  the  purpose  of  the  Act.

Claim  of  Cunningham  Paving  Company  for  Payment  for 
Brick  in  Storeyard.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  me  in  connection  with  an  appropriation  of  April 
13,  1917,  to  his  Bureau  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars, 
to  pay  the  Cunningham  Paving  and  Construction  Com- 
pany for  bricks  used  by  the  City  in  the  repair  of  streets 
stored  in  the  City  storeyard,  and  which  were  claimed  to 
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be  the  property  of  Messrs.  Ciiimingham  &  Murray,  or 
the  Cunningham  Paving  and  Construction  Company.  He 
states  that  he  can  find  no  record  in  the  Bureau  concerning 
these  bricks,  nor  can  the  present  employees  tell  him  any- 
thing about  them,  except  what  is  noted  in  the  statements  of 
the  watchman  and  yardman,  copies  of  which  are  attached 
to  his  letter.  Demand  having  been  made  for  payment  of 
the  amount  appropriated,  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
is  requested — first,  whether  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Highways),  on  the  information  noted, 
should  draw  a  warrant  in  payment  of  the  claim;  second, 
whether  a  certified  copy  of  the  ordinance,  with  the  state- 
ments of  the  watchman  and  yardman,  will  be  sufficient  to 
secure  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  City  Controller. 

The  statements  sent  with  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  are  not  very  clear,  but  they  seem- 
ingly indicate  that  the  bricks  claimed  l)y  Cunningham  & 
Murray,  or  the  Cunningham  Paving  and  Construction 
Company,  and  which  were  on  storage  had  been  taken  away 
and  used — either  with  or  without  orders — in  the  City 
streets,  and  Councils  must  have  been  satisfied  that  the 
claim  was  not  without  foundation,  or  they  would  not  have 
appropriated  the  money  to  pay  it. 

I  assume  that  the  ordinance  making  the  appropriation 
was  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  Councils, 
and  seems  to  have  been  signed  by  the  Mayor.  Under  the 
circumstances  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  City  will  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  money. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  he  cannot  obtain  more  definite 
information  in  any  other  way,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  require  from  the  claimant  an  affidavit  support- 
ing a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  bricks,  their 
value,  etc.,  showing  how  the  claim  is  made  up,  and  unless 
furnished  with  such  detailed  statement  and  affidavit  to 
refuse  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion until  judicially  required  so  to  do.  This  sufficiently 
answers  the  first  inquiry. 

What  the  City  Controller  may  require  as  evidence  of  the 
propriety  of  the  claim  I  do  not  know,  but  would  suppose 
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that  such  an  affidavit  and  hill  wonld  cnalde  him  to  deter- 
mine whether  his  duty  required  him  to  countersign  the 
warrant  or  to  withhold  his  countersignature  therefrom.

Dear  Sir  : — Eelative  to  the  necessary  and  emergent  re- 
pairs to  the  clock  in  City  Hall  tower,  concerning  which 
you  write  me,  it  appears  from  your  letter  that  there  is  a 
balance  of  twenty-two  thousand  (22,000)  dollars  credited 
to  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  from  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred thousand  (300,000)  dollars  appropriated  by  ordi- 
nances of  May  10,  1907,  and  July  5,  1907,  for  the  com- 
pletion of  City  Hall.  This  balance,  I  think,  would  be 
available  for  the  purpose. 

The  appropriation  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  by 
ordinance  of  December  28,  1916  (page  662),  is  dedicated 
to  the  painting,  wages  and  material  for  the  painting  of  the 
inside  metal  work  of  the  tower  and  cannot  properly  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose. 

In  view  of  your  statement  of  the  dangerous  condirions 
which  exist,  and  of  the  immediate  and  urgent  need  for 
doing  the  work  in  order  to  avoid  such  danger,  and  of  the 
uncertainty  as  to  just  what  will  have  to  be  done  until  the 
repairs  are  begun,  I  think  you  would  be  justified  in  dis- 
pensing with  the  usual  requirements  to  advertise  for  bids 
and  enter  into  a  contract,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  purchase 
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materials   and  employ  workmen,   paying  tliem  from  tlie 
first-named  appropriation.

Liahilily  of  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  for  Fence 
Along  Right-of-Way.

Dear  Sir  :  Tlie  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  writes 
me  in  reference  to  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading"  Railway  Company,  from  Eront  street 
to  Ken  sing-ton  avenue,  which  is  in  a  cut  some  20  feet 
below  the  street  surface,  and  Tusculum  street  on  the  north 
and  Gurney  street  on  the  south,  have  been  opened,  paved 
and  curbed.  The  railway  obtained  their  right-of-way 
in  1840  and  the  streets  were  placed  on  the  City  plan  in 
1872.  The  slope  for  the  railway  cut  starts  about  three 
feet  from  the  house  line  on  either  side,  the  right-of-way 
has  not  been  fenced  in  and  said  fencing  is  needed  to  in- 
sure the  safety  of  travelers  upon  the  highway.  The  rail- 
road company,  however,  claims  that  as  it  occupied  the 
ground  first  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  erect  and  main- 
tain a  fence  on  the  house  line  of  these  streets.  The 
opinion  of  this  Department  is  thereupon  requested  whether 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  should  build  and 
maintain  the  fence,  or  whether  the  City  should  do  so. 

In  my  judgment  the  right  to  require  the  building  and 
maintaining  of  the  fence  is  one  of  the  police  powers  of 
the  City,  which  has  not  been  audi  probably  could  not  be 
surrendered,  and  that  the  duty  rests  upon  the  railway 
company  to  erect  and  maintain  the  fence  whenever  Coun- 
cils, by  proper  action,  shall  place  this  requirement  upon 
that  company.

Dear  Sir: — Yonr  Secretary  writes  me  in  reference  to 
Ordinance  ISTo.  250,  which  is  now  before  you  and  is  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  certain 
loan  funds  in  the  annual  appropriations  to  the  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Safety,  Public  Works,  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries,  and  Board  of  Recreation,  for  the  year  1917." 
He  states  that  amon^^  the  items  in  this  ordinance  is  a 
transfer  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  Item  170,  for  improvino;  square  in  the 
Sixteenth  Waiidl,  $7,300;  to  the  Board  of '  Recreation  for 
the  improvement  of  playground  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward, 
$7,300,  and  that  he  is  in  receipt  of  a  report  on  this  ordi- 
nance from  the  Director  of  Public  Works  holding  that 
since  the  original  appropriation  was  from  a  loan  author- 
ized for  the  improvement  of  parks  and  squares  only,  the 
diversion  of  the  funds  to  the  improvement  of  the  play- 
ground appears  to  be  illegal.  The  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment is  requested  upon  the  subject. 

Under  date  of  May  4th  of  the  current  year  I  advised 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  Select  Councils  that  the  ground  in 
question  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Front  and  Allen  streets 
might  legally  be  transferred  to  the  custody  and  control 
of  the  Board  of  Recreation  for  park  and  playground  pur- 
poses, and  I  believe  that  this  was  done.  The  distinction 
between  the  use  of  borrowed  money  for  "the  improvement 
of  parks  and  squares"  and  "for  parks  and  playgrounds" 
is,  at  best,  a  narrow  one.  But,  however  this  may  be,  the 
ground  having  been  transferred  to  the  custody  of  the 
Board  of  Recreation  for  park  and  playground  purposes, 
I  think  the  fund  for  its  improvement  may  propcrlj^  be  like- 
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■wise  transferred,  and  accordingly  that  tlic  ordinance  in 
this  respect  is  a  legal  one,  «

Dear  Sir  : — The  Oliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
me  with  reference  to  the  contract  with  Daniel  J.  Perna 
for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  in  Conlyn  street, 
from  Woodstock  to  Twenty-first  street,  and  in  Lambert 
street,  from  Thorp's  lane  to  ISTedro  street. 

It  appears  that  the  contract,  w^hich  was  dated  December 
26,  1916,  did  not  provide  any  time  within  which  the 
work  was  to  be  begun,  the  usual  clause  being  inserted 
which  required  the  contractor  to  proceed  with  the  work 
on  notice  to  begin,  and  provided  further  that  it  should  be 
finished  within  ninety  days  from  its  initiation,  and  fixed 
penalties  for  delay  beyond  the  ninety-day  period.  The 
contractor  was  not  to  proceed  with  the  work  until  the 
streets  had  been  graded,  an  earlier  contract  with  Arm- 
strong &  Wylie  having  been  entered  into  on  September 
14,  1915,  for  the  grading  of  the  streets.  On  May  2,  1917, 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  was  notified  that  the  streets  had 
been  graded  to  the  width  of  the  curb  line,  but  not  to 
the  full  width  of  the  street,  audi  on  May  8,  1917,  notice 
was  given  the  contractor  that  the  streets  were  graded  and 
that  he  should  proceed  with  his  contract.  The  contractor 
denies  that  the  streets  are  graded  and  after  repeated  notice 
to  him  and  his  surety  he  declines  to  proceed  with  the  work, 
whereupon  the  advice  of  this  Department  is  asked  whether 
the  notice  to  go  on  with  the  work,  and  if  he  does  not  do  so 
the  City  will  proceed)  theref\vith  at  hiis  risk,  can  be  en- 
forced. 

The  Chief  of  the  Survey  Bureau  states:  "It  is  my 
judgment  that  this  street  is  graded  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses, and  the  authority  rests  with  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  to  direct  the  contractor  to  proceed  with  his  con- 
tract, or  have  the  work  done  and  charge  the  cost  to  him 
or  his  sureties,  or  both." 
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I  agree  in  this  view  of  the  situation,  and  am  of  tbe 
opinion  that  if  the  contractor  persists  in  his  refusal  to  do 
the  work,  the  Surety  Company  should  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  so,  and  if  it  likewise  refuses,  then  the  City 
should  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  sewers  and 
endeavor  to  collect  from  the  contractor  and  the  surety  any 
increased)  cost  resulting  from  the  new  contract.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  14th  inst.,  in  ref- 
erence to  claim  of  Continental  Equitable  Title  and  Trust 
Company  for  a  return  of  taxes  paid  by  them  on  property 
taken  by  the  City,  situate  at  southeast  corner  of  Twenty- 
seventh  and  Morris  streets,  I  would  state  that  by  virtue 
of  ordinance  approved  April  29,  1911,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia selected  and  appropriated  a  lot  of  ground  bounded 
by  Twenty-sixth,  Twenty-seventh,  Monroe  and  Morris 
streets.  Thirty-sixth  Ward,  as  a  public  playground  for 
the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people.  On  December 
18,  1911,  the  Boarid  of  Surveyors  confirmed  the  plan,  in- 
cluding the  land  owned  by  the  said  Trust  Company,  as 
a  park  and  playground.  On  December  10,  1913,  the 
petition  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  of  View  was  filed,  and  on  December  22,  1913, 
the  Board  of  View  was  appointed  to  assess  the  damages 
by  reason  of  the  placing  upon  the  City  plan  and  the  con- 
demnation of  the  plot  of  gi'ound  above  referred  to.  On 
May  5,  1914,  the  Board  of  View  filed  its  report,  awarding 
to  the  Continental  Title  and  Trust  Company  the  sum  of 
7    • 
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$18,602.44  as  damages.  From  this  award  the  claimants 
took  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  upon 
trial  on  October  11,  1916,  a  verdict  was  rendered  in  favor 
of  the  Continental  Equitable  Tite  and  Trust  Company  for 
the  sum  of  $24,406.40,  which  amount  was  paid  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  December  2,  1916,  and  a  deed  in 
fee  simple  was  delivered  to  the  City.

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  that  the  Fluck  case,  under 
which  the  advice  was  given,  was  decid'ed  against  the  con- 
tention of  the  complainant,  and  'No.  4  Court  has 
rendered  its  decision  dismissing  the  bill. 

You  are,  therefore,  advised  that  under  the  circumstances 
you  are  justified  in  crediting  the  items  as  requested  by 
the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries.

Dear  Sir: — Yoii  state  in  your  letter  of  ISth  iiist.  that 
it  has  heen  the  practice  of  jour  office  when  jitney  licenses 
have  expired,  or  when  the  licensee  has  ceased  to  operate 
his  automobile  as  a  jitney,  to  obtain  from  him.  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  that  he  had  no  accidents  by  reason  of  the 
operation  of  the  jitney,  and  that  there  are  no  claims  of 
any  character  on  the  bond  filed  in  this  case,  upon  which 
a  letter  is  sent  here  stating  that  your  Department  has  no 
objection  to  the  bond  being  released. 

You  ask  as  to  the  proper  practice  to  pursue  in  those 
cases,  and  whether  and  when  the  jitney  bonds  should  be 
cancelled,  and  the  proper  form  of  procedure  to  be  adopted 
by  your  office  in  the  matter  of  their  cancellation. 

The  form  you  have  already  pursued  is  a  proper  one.  As 
to  the  time  within  which  the  bond  should  be  cancelled 
there  can  be  no  hard  and  fast  rule.  The  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions for  such  accidental  injuries  as  are  likely  to  occur 
from  the  use  of  jitneys  is  two  years,  and  this  may  serve 
somewhat  as  an  indication  of  the  length  of  time.  The 
matter,  however,  is  for  the  discretion  of  your  Department, 
and  you  should  not  release  the  bonds  until  fully  satisfied 
that  no  liability  in  favor  either  of  the  Cit}''  or  of  persons 
who  may  be  injured  can  thereafter  arise.

Deae  Sir: — Following  the  conference  of  this  morning 
you  have  asked  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  Paragraph  3  of  the  contract  in  the  above 
matter.     This  paragraph  provides  as  follows : 

''Work  in  General,  The  work  covered  by  and 
embraced  in  these  specifications  consists  in  furnish- 
ing all  labor,  machinery,  tools  and  materials  required 
for  the  construction  of  a  temporary  bulkhead  in  the 
Schuylkill  River,  of  the  type  shown,  and  in  the  loca- 
tions given  on  the  accompanying  plan. 

"The  sum  of  sixty-seven  thousand  (67,000)  dollars 
is  available  for  the  work,  and  under  this  contract  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  continue  the 
construction  of  the  bulkhead  on  the  easterly  side  of 
the  river  from  the  termination,  near  Yankee  Point, 
of  the  work  under  the  contract  now  in  force,  up- 
stream to  Haenn's  wharf,  and  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  river  to  "build  it  in  front  of  the  City  property 
(Cannon  Ball  Farm)  from  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  up- 
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stream,  and  to  continue  it  so  far  as  the  available  funds 
will  permit.  Should  it  also  be  found  advantageous, 
and  the  funds  sufficient,  to  construct  the  bulkhead  in 
front  of  the  Citv  property  south  of  Penrose  Ferry 
bridge,  it  may  be  done." 

My  opinion  is  that  this  paragraph  of  the  contract  is  to 
be  divided  into  two  parts— the  first  part  has  reference  to 
the  sum  of  $67,000,  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  bulkhead  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  river  from 
the  termination  near  Yankee  Point,  and  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  river  in  front  of  City  property  from  Penrose 
Ferry  bridge,  upstream,  and  to  continue  so  far  as  the 
available  funds  will  permit. 

The  $67,000  was  intended  to  be  used  for  the  east  and 
west  sides  on  the  lines  as  indicated,  and  it  is  clear  that 
from  what  has  taken  place  in  the  conference  of  this  morn- 
ing that  this  will  exhaust  the  sum  of  monev,  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  paragraph  reading  as  follows: 
"Should  it  be  found  advantageous,  and  the  funds  sufficient, 
to  construct  the  bulkhead  in  front  of  the  City  property 
south  of  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  it  may  be  done,"  is  not 
applicable  as  to  the  sum  of  $67,000,  but  was  only  to  be 
used  in  the  event  that  there  were  any  funds  left  over  after 
the  two  sides  had  been  completed  in  the  manner  as  pro- 
vided. 

It  appears  from  what  has  taken  place  that  the  plans 
cannot  be  carried  out  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  river,  and, 
therefore,  you  have  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  contractor  is  obligated,  under  the  terms  of  his  con- 
tract, to  begin  at  the  upper  point  and  work  down  stream 
to  a  point  where  the  readvertising  of  the  work  will  begin 
on  the  westerly  side  up  the  stream,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  this  cannot  be  done.  If  it  is  found  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  river  are  incapa- 
ble of  performance,  the  better  plan  would  be  to  have  the 
contract  annulled  and  to  readvertise,  and  to  begin  the  work 
properly  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  river  from  the  point 
indicated  in  Paragraph  3,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.  And, 
therefore,  at  this  time  the  contractor  should  not  be  asked, 
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nor,  indeed,  could  lie  be  compelled,  to  begin  the  work  down 
stream  to  the  point  where  the  readvertising  of  the  work 
would  begin  all  over. 

The  next  question  under  discussion  is  Clause  33,  under 
the  head  of  ''Current  Estimates,"  which  clause  provides  as 
follows : 

"Current  Estimates.  Once  a  month  during  its 
progress  the  engineer  will  make  an  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  work  done  and  materials  incorporated  in 
it,  and  of  other  construction  materials  delivered  on 
the  work  and  covered  by  insurance  satisfactory  to  the 
Director,  and  90  per  cent,  of  such  estimated  value, 
when  approved  by  the  Director,  will  be  paid  to  the 
contractor  in  warrants  drawn  on  the  City  Treasurer, 
which  the  contractor  agrees  to  accept  as  cash. 

"The  current  monthly  estimates  and  payments  will 
not  bind  the  City  to  the  acceptance  of  any  materials 
furnished  or  work  done. 

"As  stated  in  the  JSTotice  to  Bidders,  payment  for 
this  work  will  be  made  out  of  a  State  appropriation. 
The  contractor  will  therefoi'e  be  required  to  furnish 
receipts  for  the  money  due  him  on  estimates  before 
requisitions  for  it  can  be  made  on  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral of  Pennsylvania,  and  must  wait  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen days  after  the  date  of  the  estimate  for  the  pay- 
ment of  same." 

It  appears  that  the  contractor  has  delivered  on  the 
ground  certain  lumber,  which  has  been  estimated  by  the 
engineer  under  the  contract,  and  the  sum  of  $18,000 
has  been  paid  to  the  contractor,  and  now  the  question 
arises  as  to  whether  or  not  the  contractor  should  be  obliged 
to  use  this  lumber  going  down  the  stream  instead  of  up- 
stream, so  that  this  entire  lumber  will  be  used  in  this 
manner. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  the  wisest  thing  to 
do,  but  the  better  plan  is  to  have  a  letter  formulated,  ex- 
plaining the  matter  in  detail  to  the  Auditor  General  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  inasmuch  as  it  is  State  money, 
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and  to  explain  to  the  Auditor  General  tliat  it  lias  been 
found  that  the  plans  are  not  capable  of  practicable  per- 
formance, and  that  this  has  been  found  after  the  estimate 
has  been  made,  and  that  there  will  have  to  be  a  readver- 
tisement  of  the  contract;  that  therefore  the  contractor  is 
willing  to  take  the  lumber  and  to  have  recredited  back 
to  the  appropriation  the  sum  of  $17,000,  or  whatever  may 
be  the  exact  sum  as  represented  by  this  lumber. 

This,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  wisest  thing  for  you  to  do 
under  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  and  after  this  matter 
is  adjusted  then  to  have  the  contract  annulled,  and  to  re- 
advertise  for  the  work  under  plans  and  specifications  that 
can  be  intelligently  worked  out.

Deae  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
your  Secretary  bearing  date  August  2,  1917,  wherein  you 
ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  attached  ordi- 
nances— Ordinance  No.  1  being  entitled : 

"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  placing  upon  the 
City  plan  and  the  widening  of  Richmond  street,  from 
Cumberland  street  to  Allegheny  avenue,  and  to  make 
such  revisions  in  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  inter- 
secting the  same  and  adjacent  thereto  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  complete  the  City  plan  in  that  vicinity," 
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and  Ordinance  Xo.  2  being  entitled : 

"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  revision  of  a  por- 
tion of  City  Plan  No.  164,  and  the  replacing  of  Uni- 
versity Parkway  npon  the  City  plan." 

The  particular  inquiry  is  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Act 
of  June  7,  1915,  is  applicable  to  these  ordinances. 

My  judgment  is  that  the  Act  of  June  7,  1915,  is  not 
applicable  to  these  ordinances,  and  therefore  the  question 
of  the  confirmation  by  the  Board  of -Surveyors  does  not 
enter  into  the  question  with  particular  reference  to  the 
Act  above  quoted.

Dear  Sir  : — Directors  Datesman  and  Webster  have  sub- 
mitted to  me  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  placing  upon 
the  City  plan  and  the  widening  of  Richmond  street,  from 
Cumberland  street  to  Allegheny  avenue,  and  to  make  such 
revisions  in  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  intersecting  the 
same  and  adjacent  thereto  as  may  be  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  City  plan  in  that  vicinity.  They  have  asked 
whether  or  not  the  signing  of  this  ordinance  by  you  com- 
mits the  City  in  any  way  on  the  line  of  the  fixing  an  obli- 
gation chargeable  against  the  borrowing  capacitv  of  the 
City. 

Under  date  of  August  10th,  in  response  to  a  letter  from 
your  Secretary,  I  wrote  you  pertaining  to  this  ordinance 
as  also  the  University  Parkway  Ordinance,  and  answered 
the  particular  inquiry  addressed  to  this  Department. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  signing  the  ordinance  now 
before  you,  this  does  not  create  a  debt  within  the  meaning 
of  the  law,  unless,  of  course,  some  legal  proceedings  should 
in  any  way  be  enlarged  by  which  the  Supreme  Court  would 
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attempt  to  place  a  broader  construction  of  the  Parkway 
decision  than  that  nudcrstood  by  the  Bar  or  the  general 
public  at  this  time.

Dear  Sir  : — You  write  me  under  date  of  the  I7th  inst. 
with  reference  to  the  request  of  the  McClintic-Marshall 
Co.,  contractors  wuth  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under 
various  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  Frankford 
Elevated  Railway,  that  the  penalties  for  non-completion 
within  the  time  limit  fixed  may  be  remitted  in  whole  or 
in  part,  and  you  enclose  copy  of  the  letter  of  that  com- 
pany to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  your  Department  and  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  yourself,  setting  forth  many  reasons 
arising  out  of  the  extremely  unsettled  and  peculiar  condi- 
tions now  prevailing,  which  are  urged  as  justifying  such 
remission.  These  are  so  numerous,  so  important  and  so 
well  known  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  review  them  in  detail. 

You  further  state  that  "owing  to  the  delay  in  obtaining 
an  operator  for  this  line,  the  ultimate  completion  of  the 
project  has  not  in  any  way  been  affected  by  this  delay  on 
the  part  of  the  contractor,  and  it  is  therefore  questionable 
as  to  whether  in  equity  the  City  should  be  entitled  to  any- 
thing over  the  eight  thousand  five  hundred  (8,500) 
dollars  actual  money  which  the  City  has  paid  out  on  ac- 
count of  the  longer  time  of  construction." 
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The  conditions  urged  by  the  ]\IcClintic-Marsliall  Co.  and 
by  the  Engineer  of  your  Department  are  of  such  an  extra- 
ordinary character  and  so  obviously  beyond  the  contem- 
plation of  the  parties  to  the  contract  when  it  was  executed 
that  they  present  most  persuasive  reasons  for  the  adoption 
of  the  course  suggested  by  you,  to  wit,  that  the  time  pen- 
alties be  limited  to  such  amount  as  will  reimburse  the  City 
for  its  actual  losses  or  expenditures  caused  by  the  delay. 
The  matter,  however,  is  one  appealing  to  your  sound  dis- 
cretion. If,  as  your  letter  indicates,  you  feel  that  it  would 
be  equitably  improper  to  exact  the  entire  amount  of  the 
time  penalties  incurred  and  that  the  City  has  not  been  a 
loser  beyond  the  amount  you  name,  in  my  judgment  you 
would  have  the  power  to  adjust  the  matter  upon  the  basis 
of  actual  recoupment  to  the  City,  and  that  in  doing  so  you 
would  be  following  a  course  in  which  you  would  be  justi- 
fied by  the  circumstances.

Paymeyit  of  Funeral  Expenses  of  Deceased  Soldiers  and 

Sailors.

Dear  Sir: — You  ask  me  under  date  of  the  20th  inst. 
with  respect  to  the  procedure  under  the  Act  of  April  12, 
1917  (No.  40),  providing  for  the  payment  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  each  county  of  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
(75)  dollars  toward  the  funeral  expenses  of  each  hon- 
orably discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  in 
the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  during  any  war 
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in  wliicli  the  i^ation  is  or  shall  be  engaged,  etc.  In  this 
connection  you  transmit  copy  of  a  letter  to  Alexander 
"Simpson,  Jr.,  Esq.,  which  solicits  his  opinion  upon  the 
same  subject. 

Yon  state  that  the  Commissioners  desire  to  know: 

First:  Whether  under  the  pro\dsions  of  the  Act  and 
the  ordinance  they  are  required  to  pay  over  the  seventy- 
five  (75)  dollars  without  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  funeral. 

Second:  Whether  the  amount  of  the  funeral  bill  must 
be  held  within  the  limit  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  in 
order  to  make  the  appropriation  available. 

Third:  Whether  the  Commissioners  have  discretion  to 
decide  when  the  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  should  be  paid. 

The  duties  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  the  premises 
are  contained  in  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  1917,  which  is  an 
amendment  of  the  Act  of  June  7,  1915.  That  section 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  draw 
a  warrant  Tipon  the  Treasurer  of  each  county  in  the  sum 
of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  for  each  body  buried  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  to  be  made  pay- 
able only  to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  have  buried  the 
bodies  for  which  the  warrants  are  to  be  drawn. 

Section  2  of  the  new  Act  requires  the  County  Commis- 
sions before  making  any  payment  to  satisfy  themselves  by 
careful  inquiry  into  and  examination  of  all  the  circum- 
stances to  see  that  the  case  comes  within  the  requirements 
of  the  statute. 

Under  these  provisions  of  the  Act,  which  is  not  in  any 
way  modified  by  the  conditions  of  the  appropriation  by 
Councils,  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  draw  the  neces- 
sary warrant  is  mandatory  in  all  cases  in  which  inquiry 
and  examination  by  them  satisfies  them  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  are  applicable,  and  in  which  due 
application  for  payment  has  been  made  by  the  widow,  next 
relative,  head  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  or  other  institution  in 
which  he  may  have  died,  or  by  the  nearest  friend,  as  the 
case  may  be. 
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It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  Commissioners  should, 
upon  such  application,  pay  over  the  seventy-five  (75) 
dollars  v^ithout  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  funeral  and  burial 
expenses  (but  not  in  excess  of  such  cost),  and  whether  the 
total  amount  of  the  funeral  bill  conies  within  the  limit  of 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars  or  not;  and  that  the  Commis- 
sioners have  discretion  to  decide  when  the  seventy-five 
(75)  dollars  shall  be  paid  only  to  the  extent  that  before 
drawing  such  warrant  they  should  be  fully  satisfied  that 
all  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  statute  and 
ordinance  have  been  met.

Deae  Sie: — ^The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  under  date  of  the  22d  inst.,  inquires  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  21^  1855,  Section  10, 
P.  L.  266,  and  an  ''ordinance  of  Councils  of  July  17, 
1870,"  requiring  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
to  the  location  and  construction  of  passenger  railways, 
whether  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  extend  to  the  approving  of  plans  "for  the  con- 
struction of  a  proposed  elevated  railway  on  Erankford 
avenue,  which  involves  the  type  of  structure,  the  location 
of  the  columns,  the  best  use  in  the  street,  and  the  least 
obstruction  to  traffic." 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  and  an  ordinance  of  July  7, 
1857,  Section  2,  page  218,  contain  the  provisions  to  which 
reference  is  thus  made.  I  do  not  find  any  ordinance  of 
July  17,  1870,  bearing  upon  the  subject.     Both  the  Act 
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of  1855  and  tlie  ordinance  of  1857  direct  tlieir  prohibi- 
tion to  railroad  companies  or  passenger  railway  companies, 
which  terms  in  this  connection  have  the  same  meaning. 
Such  companies  are  forbidden  to  construct  their  railways 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors. 

The  Frankford  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  now  in 
course  of  construction  is  not  being  erected  by  any  com- 
pany, but  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  hence  is  not 
within  the  prohibition  of  the  Act  and  ordinance. 

The  entire  regulation  of  such  structures  built  by  the 
municipality  is,  moreover,  by  the  Acts  of  May  9,  1913, 
P.  L.  188,  establishing  the  Department  of  City  Transit, 
and  of  June  17,  1913,  P.  L.  520,  empowering  cities  of  the 
first  class  to  locate  and  construct  transit  facilities,  confided 
exclusively  to  the  Department  of  C^ity  Transit. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  earlier  Act  and  the 
ordinance  in  question  have  no  reference  to  this  structure.

Apportionment  of  Charges  in  Abating  Nuisances  in 
Private  Alleys. 

WiLMER  Krusen,  M.  D.,

Dear  Sir  : — The  Acting  Director  of  your  Department, 
in  a  letter  of  the  21st  inst,  refers  to  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1913,  P.  L.  544,  providing  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
in  private  alleys  in  cities  of  the  first  class.  This  is  with 
special  reference  to  what  has  been  done  in  the  paving  of 
an  alley  on  Sergeant  street,  between  Twenty -second  and 
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Twenty-third  streets.  In  the  somewhat  complicated  cir- 
cumstances there  involved,  and  which  it  is  unnecessary  to 
repeat  in  detail,  it  appears  to  have  been  required  in  the 
repaving  of  an  alley  in  the  rear  of  properties  on  Sergeant 
street  to  build  a  retaining  wall  of  considerable  length  to 
uphold  another  alley  not  used  by  the  Sergeant  street  prop- 
erties and  not  in  need  of  repaving,  the  building  of  which 
retaining  wall  has  added  largely  to  the  expense  of  the 
work.  Such  expense  has  been  divided  among  the  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  alley  used  by  the  Ser- 
geant street  properties  alone,  some  of  whom  have  pro- 
tested, contending  that  the  cost  of  the  retaining  wall  ought 
to  be  charged  against  the  properties  abutting  upon  the 
other  alley. 

The  Act  of  1913  empowers  the  Board  of  Health  to 
abate  nuisances  upon  private  alleys  on  neglect  or  refusal 
of  the  owners  of  the  properties  "having  the  use  of  said 
alleys"  to  do  so  within  ten  days  after  notice. 

The  second  section  of  the  Act  provides  that  where  the 
nuisance  is  caused  by  improper  grading  or  defective  paving 
of  the  alley,  the  Board,  on  like  notice  and  refusal,  may 
grade,  j)ave  and  repave  the  alley  in  accordance  with  the 
grades  established  by  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the 
district  in  which  they  are  situated,  and  upon  application 
by  the  Board  of  Health  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  is 
authorized  to  establish  such  grades.  The  Board  of  Health 
is  thereupon  given  power  "to  charge  the  cost  and  expense 
of  abating  said  nuisances,  and  of  the  grading,  paving  or 
repaving  of  the  said  alleys,  upon  the  said  oivners  in  their 
proper  proportions,"  and  to  file  liens  therefor  upon  failure 
to  pay  such  charges.  The  words  "said  owners,"  as  here 
used,  refer  to  the  o\Naiers  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
the  Act — that  is,  "the  owners  of  the  property  having  the 
use  of  said  alleys," — i.  e.,  the  alleys  in  which  the  nuisance, 
defective  paving  or  grading,  etc.,  exists.  This  limits  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  apportioning  the  charges 
to  those  properties  which  abut  upon  the  alley  wherein  the 
nuisance  or  defects  in  paving  and  grading  are  found,  and 
no  right  is  conferred  by  the  statute  to  make  charges  against 
any  other  properties. 
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The  questions  actually  asked  this  Department  are: 

"(a)  In  the  building  of  retaining  walls,  constructed 
for  the  purpose  of  supporting  an  alley  of  higher  ele- 
vation, should  the  assessment  be  made  against  the 
alley  upon  which  the  repaying  work  is  done  ? 

"(b)  Should  the  assessment  be  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  owners  of  properties  having  a  right  to  both 
alleys  ? 

"(c)  Does  the  City  assume  any  responsibility  as  a 
result  of  the  change  of  grade  as  called  for  by  the  plans 
submitted  by  the  pistrict  Surveyor,  in  accordance 
with  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  25,  1913  ?" 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  views,  question  (a) 
is  answered  in  the  affirmative,  and  question  (b)  in  the 
negative.  I  am  not  quite  clear  as  to  the  exact  meaning  of 
question  (c) — that  is,  whether  the  City  assumes  any  re- 
sponsibility as  a  result  of  the  change  of  grade.  The  right 
to  change  the  grade  is  expressly  given  by  the  Act  of  1913, 
and  I  do  not  know  what  kind  of  responsibility  is  meant, 
or  in  what  sense  the  inquiry  is  intended.  It  may  be  that 
the  building  of  a  retaining  wall  to  support  a  different 
alleyway  from  that  harboring  the  nuisance,  or  to  support 
other  private  property,  would  not  be  within  the  authorized 
purpose  of  expenditure  to  be  charged  against  private 
owners,  as  provided  in  the  Act  (see  City  Solicitor's 
Opinions  of  May  27,  1915,  page  161,  and  August  23,  1915, 
page  254).  N^evertheless,  I  am  of  opinion  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  apportioning  the  charges  and  filing  liens  these 
charges  should  be  included,  leaving  it  to  the  courts  to  re- 
ject them  if  they  should  be  held  erroneous.

Disposition  of  Clothing  and  Effects  of  Inmates  of 
Institutions,  Etc. 

WiLMER  KrUSEN,   M.  D.,

Dear  Sir: — ^You  transmit  for  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Bureau  of  Charities,  in  reference  to  the  keeping  of  the 
effects  of  persons  who  have  been  inmates  of  the  institu- 
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tions  under  the  control  of  your  Department  and  who  have 
died  or  eloped  therefrom.  It  is  stated  that  considerable 
clothing  and  other  effects  have  accumulated  in  the  Bureau 
of  Charities  for  a  number  of  years  in  this  manner,  some 
of  w^hich  could  be  put  into  good  use.  The  Superintendent 
desires  to  know  how  long  your  Department  is  compelled 
to  hold  such  property,  and  states  that  if  not  required  to 
keep  them  longer  than  six  months  or  some  other  set  time, 
"it  would  work  to  great  advantage — both  for  cleanliness 
and  storage  space." 

By  the^Act  of  April  8,  1903  (P.  L.  156),  and  the  ordi- 
nance of  20th  of  April,  1903  (page  113),  passed  to  carry 
said  Act  into  eifect,  the  control  and  management  of  the 
municipal  charities  is  vested  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  wdth  the  right  of  regulation  thereof. 
I  think  this  will  give  you  the  necessary  power  to  provide 
a  general  regulation  for  the  keeping  of  unclaimed  clothing 
and  other  effects  of  persons  dying  or  leaving  these  institu- 
tions. A  period,  say  of  six  months,  might  be  fixed  for 
the  retention  of  such  articles,  after  which,  if  still  un- 
claimed, they  might  be  sold  or  used  in  the  best  judg-ment 
of  yourself  or  the  head  of  the  Bureau.  A  rule  of  this 
kind  wdien  so  adopted  should  be  posted  conspicuously  in 
the  various  buildings  to  which  it  applies,  and  in  adminis- 
tering it,  it  would  perhaps  be  well  to  be  governed  largely 
as  to  the  strictness  of  such  administration  by  the  character 
of  the  property  in  question,  some  of  which  might  best  be 
retained  for  a  considerable  period  beyond  that  specified, 
while  other  articles  could  be  sold  or  used  at  once  on  the 
expiration  thereof,  according  to  their  nature. 

It  should,  of  course,  be  borne  in  mind  that  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.,  which  has  been  exposed  to  infection  should 
not  be  sold  or  used  without  being  disinfected,  as  this  is 
forbidden  by  law.

Change  of  Grade  of  Grays  Ferry  Avenue  in  Adjusinienf 
of  Arsenal  Grounds.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in- 
quires whether  an  agreement,  with  reference  to  the  lower- 
ing of  the  grade  of  Grays  Ferry  avenue,  between  Peltz 
street  and  Kimball  street,  which  affects  the  grounds  of  the 
Depot  Quartermaster,  United  States  Government,  by  re- 
ducing the  grade  from  two  to  four  feet  below  the  said 
ground,  may  be  entered  into  whereby  the  United  States 
waives  all  claim  for  damages  by  reason  of  such  lowering. 
It  is  stated  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  necessary  change 
is  approximately  nine  thousand  five  hundred  (9,500)  dol- 
lars, and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  which  is 
the  only  railroad  company  interested  in  the  matter,  will 
become  a  party  to  such  agreement.  This  work  is  part  of 
that  made  necessary  by  the  improvement  of  the  southern 
section  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinance  of  February  14,  1911:,  and  the  agreement 
therein  provided  for. 

The  language  of  Section  13  of  the  agreement  is  quite 
broad  in  authorizing  the  adjustment  of  claims  of  this  char- 
acter, and  I  am  of  opinion  that  by  virtue  thereof  such  an 
agreement  with  the  United  States  would  be  proper  and 
duly  authorized. 

The  further  inquiry  is  made  whether  "the  letter  of 
Colonel  ]\[.  Gray  Zalinski,  of  August  3d,  is  sufficient  evi- 
dence from  the  United  States  Government  as  a  waiver  of 
claims  for  damages  on  account  of  the  work  of  lowering  the 
grade  of  Grays  Ferry  avenue."  The  letter  referred  to  is  a 
mere  report  from  Colonel  Zalinski  to  the  Quartermaster, 
and  I  do  not  think  it  is  sufficient  to  answer  the  purpose. 
I  would  suggest  that  a  triplicate  agreement  be  made  be- 
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tween  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad 
and  the  United  States,  to  be  executed  or  approved  on  be- 
half of  the  latter  by  some  executive  officer,  preferably  the 
Secretary  of  War.

Status  of  Strip  of  Ground  Under  Walmit  Street  Bridge.

Dear  Sir  : — ^The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property, 
under  date  of  the  15th  inst.,  states  that  "we  place  our- 
selves under  your  guidance  respecting  the  status  of  the 
above  mentioned  strip  of  ground  (Walnut  street  under 
bridge,  both  sides  of  Schuylkill  River,  Twenty-f oui  th  to 
Thirty-second  streets),  especially  that  portion  of  it  lying 
between  Thirtieth  andi  Thirty-first  streets." 

It  appears  that  one  John  A.  Gerety  made  application 
for  the  lease  of  the  portion  of  the  ground  under  the  bridge 
between  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-first  streets,  which  applica- 
tion was  rejected,  in  spite  of  which  he  has  stored  coal  on 
the  site  "and  authorized  George  W.  Smith  to  pile  about 
100,000  feet  of  lumber  under  the  bridge."  Notice  was 
sent  to  Mr.  Gerety  in  August  that  the  trespass  must  cease. 
This  notice  has  been  partially,  but  not  completely,  obeyed, 
and  "we  are  now  sending  notice  to  Gerety  demanding  pos- 
session within  ten  days." 

It  further  appears  that  there  has  been  some  conflict  with 
resj)ect  to  the  control  of  this  ground  as  between  the  De- 
partment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  and  your  o^\^l 
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Department,  and  as  between  the  Bureaus  of  Iligliwajs  and 
of  City  Propertj,  in  the  latter  Department. 

Without  regard  to  the  latter  question,  that  is,  which 
Department  or  Bureau  has  jurisdiction  in  the  premises, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Department  the  strip  of  ground 
under  the  Walnut  street  bridge  is  to  be  treated  as  a  high- 
wRj  or  public  street,  and  any  purpresture  to  be  remedied 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  any  other  street  or  highway. 
See  opinion  of  May  26,  1914,  to  ^vhich  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property  refers,  and  also  the  decree  of 
the  Court  in  the  case  of  Cresson  vs.  City  et  al.,  with  which 
you  are  familiar. 

As  notice  is  being  sent  demanding  possession  of  the  high- 
Avay,  w^hich  I  assume  is  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  not  of  any  particular  Department  or  Bureau, 
it  would  seem  that  no  action  is  required  to  be  taken  at 
least  until  the  expiration  of  such  notice,  and  if  thereafter 
it  is  desired  that  this  Department  shall  proceed  in  the 
matter  we  shall  expect  to  be  so  notified.

Sewage  Disposal   Worl-s — Eight-of-iuay   of  Southwestern 
Street  Passenger  Railway  Company.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  Engineer  and  Sun-eyor  writes, 
under  date  of  September  24th,  with  respect  to  a  piece 
of  property  containing  6S  plus  acres  in  the  Fortieth 
Ward  wdiich  was  purchased  from  Charles  N.  Black,  and 
as  to  which  the  City  holds  the  Land   Title   Company's 
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policy  in  fee  simple  without  restriction.  Across  tte  tract 
was  at  one  time  a  one  hundred  feet  wide  right-of-way  of 
the  Southwestern  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
obtained  by  that  company  by  dieed  from  a  former  owner 
of  the  property.  This  right-of-way,  however,  appears  to 
have  been  entirely  abandoned,  the  requirements  under 
which  it  was  granted  not  having  been  fulfilled  and  the 
Southwestern  Railway  Company  discontinuing  the  use  of 
the  right-of-way  by  the  running  of  cars,  etc.  The  right- 
of-way  and  the  road  upon  it  cross  a  proposed'  site  of  the 
Southwestern  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  and  it  is  sug- 
gested that  in  order  to  prevent  this  road  from  becoming  a 
public  highway,  which  would  be  detrimental  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  carrying  out  the 
program  for  sewage  disposal,  the  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment be  asked  as  to  the  right  to  place  barricades  across  the 
one  time  right-of-way  and  private  road  -  upon  the  land, 
wdth  a  notice  thereon  that  it  is  a  private  road  and  not 
open  to  public  use. 

From  any  facts  which  appear  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief 
Etigineer,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  City  should  not  have 
the  right  to  follow  this  course  if  it  is  deemed  advisable 
so  to  do.  I  assume  from  the  intention  to  continue  its 
use  as  a  private  road  that  the  barricades  referred  to  will 
not  be  such  as  entirely  to  cut  off  all  access. 

The  further  inquiry  is  made  whether  the  Merchant  Ship 
Building  Corporation,  Agents  for  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board,  and  the  P.,  B.  &  W.  Railroad,  might  be 
granted  a  temporary  right,  under  an  agreement,  to  use 
the  road  for  hauling  construction  materials  without  in- 
validating the  City's  claim  that  the  road  is  a  private  one 
and  not  open  to  the  public. 

I  think  such  an  agreement  would  not  have  the  effect  of 
invalidating  the  City's  claim.

Refusal  of  J.  J.  McHugh  to  do  Worl-  Under  Contract. 
George  E.  Datesman^  Esq.^

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
this  Department  with  reference  to  the  contract  for  build- 
ing a  branch  sewer  in  Ste^vart  street,  from  Fifty-seventh 
to  Fifty-ninth  street.  This  contract  was  entered  into,  it 
appears,  on  December  20,  1916,  with  J.  J.  McHugh,  who 
was  ordered  to  begin  work  originally  on  January  18,  1917, 
He  professed  to  be  unable  to  do  this  because  of  a  large 
amount  of  earth  and  stone  dumped  and  piledi  on  the  line 
of  work,  and  suggested  that  notice  to  proceed  be  recalled 
until  the  street  should  be  in  the  condition  called  for  by 
the  plans  and  specifications.  Notice  was  again  sent  to 
Mr.  McHugh  to  begin  work  on  June  2Y,  1917,  which 
he  again  declined  to  do.  Whereupon  consid'erable  cor- 
respondence ensued  and  he  finally  refused  altogether  to 
proceed  under  the  contract  and  stated  his  intention  to 
take  advantage  of  Clause  52  of  the  specifications,  which 
provides  "that  the  contractor  shall  not  be  required  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work  of  any  contract  if  for  any  reason  for 
which  he  is  not  responsible  work  cannot  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  execution  of  the  con- 
tract, and  in  such  case  at  the  request  of  the  contractor  the 
contract  may  be  declared  null  and  void."  Thereafter  a 
number  of  notices  were  given  to  Mr.  McHugh  and  to  his 
surety  to  begin  the  work  or  that  the  contract  would  be 
relet  at  their  expense. 

It  is  denied  by  the  Survey  Bureau  and  by  persons  to 
whom  they  have  written  that  there  was  any  such  accumu- 
lation of  material  in  the  street  as  to  prevent  the  work 
being  started,  either  at  the  time  of  the  original  notice  or 
at  anv  time  afterwards. 
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The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  has  since 
been  advertised,  and  the  Downin^^  Contractino^  Company 
is  the  lowest  bidder  under  such  reletting. 

The  total  cost  of  the  work  under  the  McHugh  contract 
would  have  been  $8,000  with  a  cash  payment  by  the  City 
of  $5,800.  Under  the  bid  of  the  Downing  Contracting 
'Company  the  total  cost  will  be  $9,100  with  a  total  cash 
payment  of  $6,900,  if  the  contract  calls  for  assessments 
upon  abutting  property  owners  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per 
foot,  which  was  the  rate  prevailing  before  the  Ordinance 
of  December  28,  1916,  was  passed;  or  a  cash  payment  by 
the  iCity  of  $5,100  if  the  property  assessments  be  at  the 
rate  of  $2.50  per  linear  foot,  as  provided  by  that  ordinance. 

Upon  these  facts  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
asks:  First — Whether  the  contract  with  the  Downing 
Contracting  Company  should  be  considered  a  new  con- 
tract and  be  entered  into  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance 
of  1916,  or  should  be  considered  as  an  action  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  obtain  labor 
and  material  to  carry  out  an  abandoned  contract  in  ac- 
cordance with  Clause  53  of  the  specifications,  which  pro- 
vides that 

"should  the  work  not  be  completedi  at  the  specified 
time,  or  should  the  contractor  neglect  or  abandon  the 
work,  or  should  the  Director  be  convinced  that  the 
work  is  unreasonably  delayed,  or  that  the  conditions 
of  the  contract  are  being  wilfully  violated  or  executed 
carelessly  or  in  bad  faith," 

the  Director  may  notify  the  contractor,  in  wn-iting,  and 
the  contractor  shall  discontinue  the  work  and  the  Director 
have  full  authority  to  purchase  and  hire  tools,  labor 
and  machinery  for  the  completion  thereof  at  the  con- 
tractor's expense,  or  that  of  his  surety,  or  may  declare  the 
contract  null  and  void,  the  security,  bond  and  retained 
percentage  and  materials  built  into  the  work  and  de- 
livered and  the  contractor's  plant  to  become  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Second — ^^-liether,  if  considered  a  new  contract,  should 
the  old  contract  with  McHugh  be  annulled ;  and  if  this  be 
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necessary,  what  protection  would  there  be  against  action 
by  the  ]>roperty  owners  ? 

Third — If  considered  as  the  carrying  ont  of  an  aban- 
d'oned  contract  with  the  provisions  of  assessment  as  fixed 
in  the  McHugh  contract,  what  action  should  be  taken  to 
insure  the  collection  of  the  increased  cost  from  Mr.  Mc- 
Hugh,  or  his  sureties,  or  both  ? 

Fourth — If  considered  as  the  carrying  out  of  an  aban- 
doned contract,  can  the  second  contract  be  entered  into 
without  the  annulment  of  the  abandoned  contract  ? 

Answering  the  first  inquiry,  in  my  judgment  neither 
provision  of  Clause  53  of  the  specifications  is  necessarily 
applicable.  That  clause,  as  well  as  the  somewhat  similar 
language  used  in  the  bod}^  of  the  contract,  is,  I  think,  in- 
tended to  apply  to  cases  in  which  the  contractor  begins 
the  work  and  thereafter  either  abandons  it  or  does  any 
of  the  other  acts  of  neglect  or  incompetence  which  are 
specified.  When  a  contractor  refuses  to  begin  the  work 
at  all  he  is  on  the  footing  of  any  other  person  who  violates 
his  obligation  to  perform  a  contract,  and  after  due  notice 
the  work  may  be  relet,  not  as  a  hiring  of  tools,  material 
and  the  like,  as  provided  for  in  the  specifications,  but  in 
the  effort  by  the  other  party  to  the  contract  to  have  the 
work  done,  charging  the  defaulting  contractor  with  the 
difference  in  cost,  if  any.  When  this  is  done,  however, 
it  is  legally  essential  that  the  substituted  contractor  must 
be  offered  the  same  terms  as  were  originally  agreed  on 
between  the  parties  to  the  first  contract,  otherwise  there 
is  no  means  of  making  the  required  comparison  to  estimate 
the  damages.  Therefore,  if  it  is  intended  to  hold  Mr. 
J\IcHugh  and  his  surety  for  the  City's  loss  by  the  violation 
of  his  obligation  to  do  the  work,  the  terms  offered  to  his 
successor  must  be  the  same,  or  substantially  the  same,  as 
those  under  which  he  contracted.  If,  then,  the  purpose  is 
to  attach  such  responsibility  to  Mr.  McHugh,  the  propor- 
tion of  cash  to  be  paid  to  the  new  contractor  must  be  the 
same,  for  it  would  obviously  be  more  onerous  to  require 
him  to  accept  $2.50  per  foot  in  warrants  and  the  balance 
in  cash  than  $1.50  in  warrants  and  cash  for  the  difference. 
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I  do  not  know  whether  the  conditions  of  the  advertising, 
bidding,  etc.,  for  the  second  letting  are  snch  that  the 
terms  of  the  contract  in  this  respect  are  already  fixed  and 
the  amonnt  to  be  paid  bv  warrant  designated  at  $2.50  per 
foot.  If  so,  Mr.  McHngh  wonld  probably  have  the  right 
to  complain  that  the  bid's  had  been  asked  on  a  more 
burdensome  basis  than  that  upon  which  he  contracted  and 
accordingly  defend  with  success  against  the  City's  suit, 
even  though  the  actual  contract  with  the  Downing  Com- 
pany should  call  for  $1.50  assessments. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  do  not  believe  that 
it  is  necessary  to  make  a  formal  annulment  of  the  McIIugh 
contract,  in  any  event,  and  in  view  of  the  several  pro- 
visions in  which  such  annulment  appears  to  imply  that 
all  contract  rights  of  either  party  are  thereby  treated  as 
terminated,  it  would  be  dangerous  to  do  this.  Mr. 
McHugh  cannot  complain  of  a  failure  to  annul  the  con- 
tract, because  he  has  positively  indicated  his  unwilling- 
ness to  carry  out  the  contract,  and  neither  he  nor  his 
surety  is  entitled  to  anything  more.  If  it  be  d'esired  to 
have  the  consideration  for  the  contract  re-credited  to  the 
item  of  appropriation  so  that  it  may  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Downing  Company  contract,  in  my  opinion, 
the  City  Controller  should  do  this  upon  request  from  your 
Department  and  advice  that  the  contract  was  abandoned 
completely  and  the  contractor  refused  to  begin  work  under 
it,  and  that  the  money  was  needed  for  the  second  contract. 

In  answer  to  the  third  question,  what  action  should  be 
taken  to  insure  the  collection  of  the  increased  cost  from 
Mr.  McHugh,  or  his  sureties,  or  both ;  the  action  is  to 
award  a  contract  to  the  Downing  Contracting  Company, 
execute  and  have  it  carried  into  effect  and  thereafter  bring 
suit  against  the  original  contractor  and  his  surety  to  re- 
cover the  difference,  bearing  in  mind,  however,  the  sug- 
gestions embodied  in  the  answer  to  question  number  one. 

The  fourth  query,  whether  if  considered  as  the  carrying 
out  of  an  abandoned  contract  a  second  contract  can  be 
entered  into  without  the  annulment  of  the  first,  is,  I  think, 
already  sufiiciently  answered.  In  my  judgment  no  formal 
annulment  is  necessary. 
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Trusting  that  the  foregoing  makes  the  matter  sufficiently 
clear,  I  am

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
September  27th,  wherein  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment as  to  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  of  July  1, 
1908,  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
to  the  Bureau  of  Water,  in  view  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  known  as  the  ^'Bullitt  Act." 

You  are  advised  that  this  Act  of  Assembly  is  controlling, 
and  that  an  ordinance  of  Councils  which  attempts  in  any 
way  to  supersede  it  cannot  be  upheld. 

This  Act  provides  for  a  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  a  part  of  that  Department  is  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
with  control  of  all  things  incident  thereto.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  July  1, 
1908,  can  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  or  any  of  its  Bureaus,  in 
view  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  expressly  creating  that  De- 
partment, and  remitting  various  specified  subjects  to  its 
sole  supervision. 

As  to  whether  or  not  the  ordinance  of  July  1,  1908, 
should  be  considered  as  a  matter  of  departmental  routine 
— that  is  a  question  on  which  the  Law  Department  cannot 
express  a  definite  opinion,  although  the  purpose  of  that 
ordinance  may  have  been  merely  to  secure  a  salutary  co- 
operation between  the  Electrical  Bureau  and  the  other 
Bureaus   and   Departments   of   the   City   Government   on 
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technical  subjects  as  to  which  the  experience  and  knowl- 
edge of  the  officers  of  such  Bureau  may  be  valuable  in 
serving  the  public  interests,  but  the  legal  question  asked 
by  you  can  bo  answered  in  but  one  way :  An  ordinance  of 
Councils  cannot  override  or  supersede  a  valid  Act  of  As- 
sembly.

Dear  Sir: — You  write  me  under  date  of  the  25tli  inst. 
with  reference  to  the  Act  approved  June  7,  1917  (No. 
201),  providing  in  effect  that  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  its  various  sub-divisions  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  have  resigned  or  abandoned  their  offices  or 
employment  by  reason  of  enlistment  or  service  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war 
or  contemplated  war,  etc. — that  having  appointed  a  num- 
ber of  School  Medical  Inspectors  under  the  Act  of  May 
18,  1911  (P.  L.  391,  Section  1502),  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education  writes  you  a  letter  of  v\'hich  you  en- 
close a  «opy,  and  in  which  he  states'  that  as  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  of  1917  promise  to  call  for  considerable 
expenditure  of  money  by  the  Board  beyond  that  appro- 
priated to  the  position,  "it  might  be  well  for  you  to  hold 
up  these  appointments  until  the  Committee  can  act  at  its 
next  meeting,  October  Sd."  You  state  that  as  legal  com- 
plications may  arise,  you  ask  for  guidance  in  filling  vacan- 
cies caused  by  those  absent  on  military  or  naval  service  of 
the  United  States  Government. 
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With  respect  to  the  party  who  sui  stitiitcs  for  persons 
serving  in  the  army  or  navy,  etc.,  the  first  section  of  the 
Act  of  June  7,  1917,  provides  that  the  duties  of  the  office 
or  employment  of  the  person  so  serving 

''shall,  if  there  is  no  other  person  authorized  by 
law  to  perform  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  officer 
or  employee  during  said  period,  be  performed  by  a 
substitute,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  same  au- 
thority who  appointed  such  officer  or  employee,  if 
such  authority  shall  deem  the  employment  of  such 
substitute  necessary.  Such  substitute  shall  receive  so 
much  of  the  salary  or  wages  attached  to  said  office  or 
employment  as  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  dependent  or 
dependents  of  said  officer  or  employee  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  such  substitute  may  receive  such  fur- 
ther compensation,  from  appropriations  made  for  that 
purpose  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  required,  when  added 
to  the  amount  received  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  to  constitute  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his 
services  in  the  opinion  of  the  authoritv  appointing 
him." 

The  other  sections  of  the  Act  provide  for  the  payment 
of  one-half  of  the  salary  or  wages  of  the  officer  or  em- 
ployee to  his  dependents,  not  exceeding  $2,000,  and  that 
no  payment  shall  be  made  to  the  officer  or  employee  him- 
self, but  that  "so  much  of  the  salary  or  wages  of  such 
officer  or  employee  as  is  not  paid  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  to  his  dependents  and  his  substitute  shall  be  re- 
covered back  to  the  fund  from  which  such  salary  or  wages 
is  paid." 

This  sufficiently  indicates  the  method  of  compensation 
to  be  paid  for  the  substituting  officer  or  employee.  JSTeces- 
sarily,  however,  so  much  of  the  money  as  may  be  needed 
for  this  purpose  must  be  appropriated  thereto.  The  delay 
asked  for  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  is 
a  very  brief  one,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  request  for 
a  temporary  delay  in  the  appointments  should  not  be 
granted. 
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If  guidance  is  desired  on  any  other  phase  of  the  matter 
I  will  be  glad  to  aid  you  to  the  best  of  my  ability  upon 
being  so  advised.

I  advise  you  that  if  the  parties,  namely,  the  receiver  and 
the  surety  company,  cannot  agree  as  to  the  disposition  of 
this  money,  then  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  to  hold 
the  same  or  to  pay  it  into  court  until  the  matter  is  decided. 

You  may  communicate  this  information  to  all  parties 
concerned.

Begulating  the  Use  of  Drugs,  Etc.

Dear  ,Sir: — In  your  letter  of  September  27th  you  call 
attention  to  Act  No.  282,  which  is  "An  Act  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health  by  regulating  the  possession, 
control,  dealing  in,  giving  away,  delivery,  dispensing,  ad- 
ministering, prescribing  and  nse  of  certain  drugs,  and 
keep  records  thereof,"  etc. ;  the  drugs  in  question  are  cer- 
tain narcotics,  etc.,  which  are  enumerated  in  Sections  1  and 
2  of  the  Statute. 

Section  16  provides  that  the  Act  shall  be  enforced  by 
the  Department  of  Health  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, but  the  concluding  sentence  of  that  section  is  as 
follows :  "This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  exclude 
the  other  duly  constituted  authorities  in  this  Common- 
wealth from  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

Precisely  what  this  means  is  not  clear.  I  think,  how- 
ever, that  your  Department  would  l)e  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  by  swearing  out 
warrants  and  procuring  the  apprehension  of  offenders  un- 
der it,  the  various  things  forbidden  by  the  Act  being  made 
misdemeanors  and  punishable,  after  trial  in  the  criminal 
courts,  as  other  offences  are  tried  and  punished. 

In  addition,  the  eighth,  foitrteenth  and  fifteenth  sec- 
tions appear  to  commit  certain  specified  duties  to  your 
Department — that  is,  to  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  licens- 
ing tribunal  therein.  It  is  not  necessary  to  quote  these  sec- 
tions at  length,  since  I  assume  that  you  have  a  copy  of  the 
Act.  In  substance,  however.  Section  8  requires  physicians 
undertaking  in  good  faith  to  cure  the  habit  of  taking 
opium,  etc.,  to  report,  in  writing,  to  the  proper  officer  of 
the  Board  of  Health  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient,

with  the  diagnosis  of  the  case  and  the  amount  and  nature 
of  the  drug  prescribed  or  dispensed  in  the  first  treatment, 
and  when  the  patient  leaves  his  care  further  to  report,  in 
writing,  to  said  officer  the  result  of  the  treatment.  To 
this  is  added  a  paragraph  forbidding  the  divulging  of  in- 
formation contained  in  such  reports  imder  penalty  of  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Sections  1-i  and  15  deal  with  the  licenses  to  physicians, 
dentists,  veterinarians,  pharmacists,  druggists  or  registered 
nurses,  and  provide  for  their  revocation  or  suspension  by 
the  proper  officers  or  board  having  power  to  issue  the 
licenses  upon  proof  that  the  licensee  is  addicted  to  the  use 
of  the  said  drugs,  or  upon  the  conviction  of  such  physician, 
dentist,  veterinarian,  pharmacist,  druggist  or  registered 
nurse  of  any  violation  of  the  Act.  I  do  not  find  that  the 
local  officers  of  the  cities,  etc.,  are  especially  mentioned  in 
any  other  connection. 

If  the  foregoing  does  not  sufficiently  answer  your  in- 
quiry, I  shall  be  glad  to  advise  you  further  with  respect 
to  any  particular  question  which  may  suggest  itself  to  you.

Philadelphia,   including   all   so-called   special   assessment, 
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street  improvement,  water,  paving,  grading  and  railroad 
aid  bonds,  also  temporary  loans,  floating  debt,  debts  cre- 
ated in  anticipation  of  taxes,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may 
be  included  in  the  published  list  of  legal  investments  of 
savings  banks  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  You 
ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  or  not  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Director  of  City  Transit  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
subway  and  elevated  system,  to  which  the  City  is  com- 
mitted, in  excess  of  the  loans  authorized,  should  be  included 
in  such  statement  as  the  debt  of  the  City. 

You  are  advised  that  under  the  circumstances  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Director  of  City  Transit  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
subway  and  elevated  s^'stem  to  which  the  City  is  committed, 
in  excess  of  the  loans  authorized,  should  not  be  considered 
in  the  statement,  or  the  letter,  that  you  forwarded  to  the 
Bank  Commissioner  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  Sth  instant  you  trans- 
mit the  inquiry  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub-

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Oc- 
tober 11th,  signed  by  your  .Secretary,  wherein  you  ask  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  whether  or  not  Common 
Council  Ordinance  No.  284,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  pro- 
hibiting the  erection  or  maintenance  of  nuisances  upon 
Walnut  street,  between. Seventh  street  and  Sixteenth  street, 
and  for  that  purpose  defining  such  nuisances,  revoking  all 
existing  authority  for  their  erection  and  maintenance  and 
directing  the  removal  of  those  now  existing,"  is  to  be  con- 
strued as  a  debt  within  the  meaning  of  the  law. 

Your  letter  indicates  that  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  states  that  the  estimated  cost  of 
removing  obstructions  on  Walnut  street  is  upwards  of  two 
hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars.  In  that  case,  this 
would  be  a  charge  against  the  City  and  a  debt  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law,  and  would  be  properly  chargeable 
against  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir:— The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  me  with  reference  to  the  resolution  of  Councils  of 
June  28,  1915,  authorizing-  the  employment  of  engineers 
and  inspectors  in  connection  with  the  work  of  improving 
the  Boulevard,  Parkway  and  South  Broad  Street  Plaza. 

It  appears  that  the  City  Controller  has  some  hesitation 
whether  a  rodman  employed  to  assist  the  surveyor  in  con- 
nection with  the  engineering  and  inspecting  is  within  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

In  my  judgment,  the  ordinance  was  intended  to  cover 
the  employment  of  engineers  and  inspectors  in  a  sense 
which  would  include  the  necessary  assistance  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  of  those  strictly  called  engineers 
and  inspectors,  and  if  the  rodman  is  necessarily  required 
for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  work,  the  City  Controller 
would  be  justified  in  countersigning  a  warrant  for  his 
compensation. 

As  requested  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  City  Controller.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  under 
date  of  October  16th,  writes  this  Department  with  refer- 
ence to  the  revision  of  grades  of  Ridge  avenue,  between 
Glenwood  avenue  and  Sedglej  avenue,  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinance  of  May  24,  1916  (page  92),  which  au- 
thorized the  revision  in  order  to  make  the  grade  conform 
more  nearly  with  the  physical  grades  existing,  providing 
the  Connecting  Railroad  should  first  file  an  agreement  to 
release  the  City  from  all  claims  for  damages  by  reason  of 
the  revision  and  grading  of  the  street  to  the  revised  grade. 
Such  agreement  was  duly  executed.  Thereafter  it  appears 
that  the  Public  Service  Commission  required  greater  clear- 
ance over  the  tracks  of  the  new  bridge  on  the  line  of  the 
Connecting  Railroad  then  in  course  of  construction, 
thereby  requiring  the  grades  of  Ridge  avenue  to  be  raised 
higher  than  the  present  physical  grades  as  provided  in  the 
ordinance.  Thereupon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  writes 
that:  "The  City  is,  therefore,  unprotected  by  the  agree- 
ment for  claims  of  damages  for  the  raising  of  the  grades 
between  the  existing  physical  grades  as  set  forth  in  the 
ordinance,  and  the  grades  to  which  the  bridge  and  ap- 
proaches arc  being  constructed."  He  further  states  that 
the  grades  are  satisfactory  to  the  Department  and  can 
be  confirmed,  provided  the  Board  of  Surveyors  has  au- 
thority under  the  ordinance  of  1916,  and  if  the  City  is 
protected  for  the  additional  change  of  grades-  The  opinion 
of  this  Department  is  asked  as  to  the  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  to  confirm  a  plan  with  grades  with  an 
elevation  above  that  provided  in  the  ordinance,  and  if  they 
have  the  authority,  in  what  form  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
can  provide  releases  to  the  City  from  any  claims  for  dam- 
ages and  place  this  responsibility  -upon  the  Connecting 
Railroad  Company. 
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If  there  is  a  substantial  variance  between  the  grades  to 
which  the  revision  will  have  to  be  made  and  those  au- 
thorized by  Councils,  the  ordinance  of  May  24,  1916, 
would  not  be  a  sufficient  authorization  to  make  such  a  dif- 
ferent revision.  I  think  there  should  be  a  new  ordinance, 
or  an  amendment  to  the  old  one,  and  that  the  provision 
requiring  the  agreement  of  the  Connecting  Railroad  to  the 
revision  as  now  proposed  should  be  embraced  in  such  new 
ordinance  or  amendment  to  the  old  one.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  October  20th  you  refer  to  a 
request  for  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dol- 
lars for  the  Second  Pennsylvania  Field  Artillery  and  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars  per  Company,  aggregating  seven 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  (7,250)  dollars.  .  The 
Committee  on  Finance,  which  transmits  this  request 
through  you,  you  state,  has  similar  requests  for  other  or- 
ganizations, and  inasmuch  as  an  annual  appropriation  has 
been  made,  allowing  for  every  company  of  the  ^^sTational 
Guard  the  sum  required  by  Act  of  Assembly,  "it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  additional  appropriations  are  necessary  or 
required."  Furthermore,  that  the  City  already  appro- 
priates for  heat,  light  and  rent,  and  these  requirements 
are  now  made  by  the  National  Government  for  these  vari- 
ous organizations. 
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If  the  Committee  desires  to  know  whether  this  addi- 
tional appropriation  is  legally  "necessary  or  required,"  I 
would  say  that  there  is  no  such  legal  necessity  or  require- 
ment. Whether  the  appropriation  should  be  made  as  a 
matter  of  grace  is  for  Councils  to  determine.

Dear  Sir: — This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  counsel  for  the  estate  and  family  of  John  G,  John- 
son, deceased,  with  reference  to  the  ascertainment  of  what 
articles  contained  in  the  residence  of  the  decedent  at  510 
South  Broad  street  should  pass  to  the  City,  and  which 
articles  should  go  to  his  family. 

He  provided  in  his  will  that  "All  articles  of  household 
and  personal  use  and  ornament  of  which  I  may  die  pos- 
sessed not  otherwise  given  I  give  to  such  of  my  children, 
etc.  *  *  *  If  any  son  survives  me  he  shall  make  dis- 
tribution of  these.     His  action  shall  not  be  questioned." 

Ill  the  bequest  of  his  art  properties  to  the  City  the  will 
defines  them  as  follows:  "I  will  dispose  later  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  public  of  my  art  properties.  By  this  term  I  am  to 
be  taken  as  meaning  all  my  pictures,  whether  oil,  pastel, 
or  water  color;  all  rugs  of  any  value  from  an  art  stand- 
point ;  all  books  bearing  in  any  way  upon  art  matters ;  all 
marbles,  bronzes,  stone  works,  works;  terra  cottas,  wood 
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carvings,  vases,  porcelains  and  art  objects  generally,   in- 
cluding art  furniture,  velvets,  etc.,  etc." 

In  his  codicil  the  testator  further  provided  that:  "I  de- 
vise to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  if  it  accepts  the  bequest  to 
it  in  my  will  and  enters  into  the  specified  contract  con- 
cerning my  art  objects,  my  house  and  lot,  No.  510  South 
Broad  street,  with  all  the  appurtenances  and  all  the  con- 
tents, saving  money,  securities  and  objects  of  personal  use 
and  ornament.  All  objects  of  household  use  and  adornment 
shall  go  to  the  house.  I  wish  it  to  be  maintained  as  a 
museum — a  public  museum — to  stand  pretty  much  as  it 
will  be  at  my  decease." 

It  appears  that  the  appraisers  of  the  estate,  in  making 
the  schedule  or  inventory  thereof,  made  a  list  covering  47 
pages  of  articles  and  objects  which,  under  the  foregoing 
langTiage  of  the  will,  they  regarded  as  proper  to  be  re- 
tained by  Mr.  Johnson's  family.  To  this  list  General 
Morrell,  before  his  death,  made  supplementary  additions 
covering  two  typewritten  pages. 

Many  of  the  articles  in  such  lists  would  seem  unques- 
tionably to  bo  the  subject  of  the  private  bequests  to  the 
testator's  family ;  others,  from  their  title,  would  appar- 
ently be  included  in  the  bequest  to  the  City,  some  of  them 
being  literally  within  the  terms  thereof,  others  seeming  to 
come  within  the  general  language  of  the  codicil,  as  quoted 
above.  It  is  possible  that  with  regard  to  this  second  class, 
however,  the  names  of  the  articles  do  not  tell  the  entire 
story.  Still  a  third  class  seems  to  be  of  such  a  nature  that 
these  articles  may  be  of  either  type. 

The  counsel  for  the  estate  states  that  "There  is  no 
desire  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the  family  to  have 
any  contest  over  any  of  this  personal  property.  Mrs. 
Morrell  is  naturally  desirous  of  carrying  out  as  far  as 
possible  the  views  of  her  husband,  but  what  every  one 
desires  is  to  have  Mr.  Johnson's  will  carried  out  in  such 
way  as  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  City  as  well  as  the  fam- 
ily." He  thereupon  asks  us  to  examine  the  lists  sub- 
mitted "and  let  us  know  your  views  with  regard  to  them. 
If  you  will  then  indicate  what  property  may  be  removed 
by  Mrs.  Morrell  without  objection  from  the  City,  she  will, 
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as  soon  as  the  United  States  Inspectors  from  the  United 
States  Internal  Eevenue  Department  have  made  their  ex- 
amination for  the  purpose  of  the  succession  tax,  make  ar- 
rangements for  the  packing  and  shipping  of  the  articles, 
and  thus  facilitate  whatever  arrangements  the  City  de- 
sires to  make  for  the  arrangement  and  exhibition  of  the 
house  and  the  art  collection  contained  in  it." 

This  Department  is  without  the  knowledge  and  facilities 
to  determine  these  somewhat  delicate  questions ;  and  I  know 
of  no  other  Department  of  the  City,  in  fact,  possessing 
such  knowledge  and  facilities.  I  would,  therefore,  sug- 
gest that  an  effort  be  made  to  reach  an  agreement  with 
the  representatives  of  Mr.  Johnson's  family  to  have  some 
impartial  person,  or,  if  deemed  necessary,  more  than  one 
such  person,  appointed  to  determine  on  hehalf  of  the  City 
and  all  others  concerned  what  articles  should  be  regarded 
as  included  in  the  gift  to  the  City  and  which  of  them 
should  be  treated  as  having  been  bequeathed  to  the  fam- 

Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  advise  me  whether  this 
meets  with  your  approval,  and  whether  you  desire  me  to 
take  the  matter  up  with  counsel,  with  a  view  to  putting 
some  such  arrangement  into  effect  ? 

It  is,  of  course,  desirable  in  the  highest  degree  that  the 
amicable  spirit  shown  in  the  foregoing  excerpts  from  the 
letter  to  this  Department  should  be  met  with  a  like  spirit 
of  conciliation. 

The  lists  furnished  us  and  the  full  text  of  the  letter  are 
at  your  service  should  you  desire  to  see  them.

Dear  Sir: — Yon  ask  me  in  vonr  letter  of  October  23d, 
in  relation  to  the  appropriation  to  the  Second  Pennsyl- 
vania Field  Artillery,  etc.,  in  which  it  appears  that  there 
was  a  balance  appropriated,  which  has  not  yet  been  drawn, 
of  six  thonsand  five  hnndred  (G,500)  dollars  for  the 
Second  Regiment  and  its  various  regiments  and  band,  at 
the  rate  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  per  company;  that 
the  organization  has  merged  into  a  division  of  the  United 
States  Army,  and  the  Committee  desires  to  have  the  money 
drawn  to  the  new  units,  whether  a  resolution  authorizing 
and  directing  the  City  Controller  and  the  City  Commis- 
sioners to  draw  warrants  in  favor  of  the  new  army  units 
which  have  taken  the  place  of  the  Second  Regiment  com- 
panies would  suffice  to  make  the  money  available. 

As  this  is  a  mere  change  in  the  designation  of  the  body 
to  which  the  appropriation  has  been  made,  I  think  a  resolu- 
tion would  suffice.  It  would  be  well  to  have  it  recite  by 
way  of  a  preamble  the  appropriation  already  made  and  the 
circumstances  which  make  it  advisable  or  necessary  that 
the  warrants  be  drawn  to  the  new  units  as  now  existing.

Location  of  Shaft-Hea/is  in  Construction  of  ArcJi   Street 

Subway, 

William  S.  Twining,  Esq.^

Dear  Sir:- — In  jour  letter  of  October  IStli  jou  speak 
of  the  contract  for  the  subway  in  Arch  street,  which 
specifies  that  all  excavated  material  shall  be  removed 
through  shafts,  and  under  the  terms  of  the  specifications 
the  number  of  shaft-heads  to  be  erected  in  Arch  street  is 
limited  to  two,  to  be  placed  at  points  where  they  will  be 
the  least  obstructive  and  objectionable.  You  state  that 
the  contractor  proposes  to  put  up  certain  bridges  and 
storage  bins  in  which  the  excavated  material  will  be 
dumped,  taking  up  a  considerable  portion  of  the  highway; 
that  these  obstructions  will  remain  during  the  entire  con- 
struction period  of  possibly  two  or  three  years  and  the 
question  of  damage  to  business  and  abutting  property  will 
be  raised.  That  for  this  reason  the  contractor  has  refused 
to  specify  the  location  for  these  shafts,  bridges,  etc.,  claim- 
ing that  the  location  should  be  fixed  by  the  City,  which 
would  thereby  assume  all  responsibility  for  any  damage 
resulting.  You  enclose  copy  of  a  letter  which  is  proposed 
to  be  sent  to  the  contractor  making  a  selection  of  two 
points  from  which  the  work  can  be  best  handled,  and  ask 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  the  City  is  assum- 
ing any  responsibility  which  it  should  not  assume  by 
locating  these  shafts  as  proposed  in  such  letter. 

As  between  the  property  owners  and  the  City  the  ques- 
tion of  liability  depends  largely  upon  whether  the  City 
has  reserved  such  control  of  the  operation  as  to  preclude 
the  operating  company  from  being  regarded  as  an  inde- 
pendent contractor.  From  the  general  scope  of  the  entire 
contract  I  incline  to  the  opinion  thai  as  to  the  abutting 
property    owners   the   City    could   not   defend    upon    the 
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ground  that  the  contracting  company  is  an  independent 
contractor.  This  situation  would  not  be  created,  but 
might  be  emphasized^  by  the  direction  to  the  contractor  to 
locate  the  shafts  at  particular  points  designated  by  the 
City. 

The  more  important  question,  however,  is  as  to  the  re- 
sponsibility for  these  damages  as  between  the  City  and  the 
contractor. 

Bulletin  Xo.  1,  attached  to  Contract  K'o.  201  (for  the 
construction  of  the  subway  on  Arch  street),  provides  not 
only,  as  already  stated,  that  the  shaft-heads  are  limited  to 
two  to  be  placed  at  points  where  they  will  be  the  least  ob- 
structive and  objectionable,  but  also  provides  that: 

'■^The  City  will  acquire  the  necessary  right-of-way 
where  the  line  of  the  subway  occupies  space  in  private 
property,  and  will  secure  the  contractor  against  ob- 
struction of  his  operations  within  the  area  necessary 
to  the  prosecution  of  the  required  work,  but  the  con- 
tractor will  not  be  thereby  released  from  responsi- 
bility for  injury  to  persons  or  property,  nor  from  the 
obligation  to  conduct  his  work  so  as  to  avoid  inter- 
ference with  the  business  and  comfort  of  the  tenants 
of  the  same  and  the  adjacent  properties." 

In  addition  Specifications  Xos.  10,  11,  12  and  13  of  the 
standard  specifications  for  the  construction  of  subway 
structures  make  additional  provisions  for  the  responsibility 
of  the  contractor  and  his  liability  to  protect  the  City  against 
claims  for  damages  of  various  kinds. 

The  contractor  having,  as  you  state,  refused  to  select 
the  localities  for  the  shafts,  I  do  not  think  the  City  is 
assuming  any  responsibility  which  it  should  not  assume  by 
itself  locating  them.  Whatever  liabilities  on  this  head 
may  ai-ise  as  between  the  City  and  the  contractor,  such 
liabilities  are  fixed  by  the  terms  of  the  specifications  al- 
ready referred  to.  I  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  pro- 
posed letter  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  contracting  com- 
pany should  make  mention  of  the  fact  you  state — that  it 
(the  contractor)  has  refused  to  specify  the  location  of  these 
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shafts  and  overhead  bridges,  thus  making  it  clear  that  the 
City's  selection  of  the  j)oints  is  compelled  by  such  refusal.

Revision   of  Plan  for   Curve    Under   Hotel    Walto^i  for 

Subway.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  October  18th  relative  to 
the  change  in  the  curve  at  Broad  and  Locust  streets  for 
the  subway  so  as  to  avoid  interference  with  the  Walton 
Hotel,  I  note  that  plans  have  been  developed  to  modify 
the  curves  with  that  end  in  view,  which  revised  plans  it  is 
proposed  to  submit  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  at 
an  early  date.  In  connection  with  this  change  of  plan  you 
state  a  considerable  modification  of  alignment  has  been 
found  necessary  between  Thirteenth  street  and  Broad 
street,  and  you  ask  whether  the  contractor  can  be  com- 
pelled to  accept  these  changes  on  the  basis  of  the  unit 
prices  in  his  bid,  and  if  not,  can  this  portion  of  the  work 
between  Thirteenth  and  Broad  streets  be  cut  oif  and  the 
limit  of  the  contract  thereby  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the 
estimated  quantities  calculated  at  the  prices  bid ;  also, 
whether  the  contractor's  consent  is  necessary  to  the  cutting 
off  of  this  section ;  and  can  this  section  be  readvertised  and 
treated  as  a  separate  section  ? 

Without  taking  up  these  inquiries  in  exact  detail,  I 
would  su2:gest  that  in  view  of  the  change  of  alignment  and 
plan  of  operation  which  seems  to  be  fundamental  and  not 
incidental,  the  better  course  would  be  to  obtain  the  con- 
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sent  of  the  contractor,  in  writing,  to  the  elimination  of  this 
portion  of  the  work — that  is,  from  Broad  to  Thirteenth 
street — and  roadvertise  for  new  bids.  This  course  is  sug- 
gested because  the  change  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the  new 
work  will  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and 
accordingly  it  would  be  best  to  readvertise  and  treat  it  as 
a  separate  section.  The  limit  of  the  contract  may  there- 
fore be  reduced,  and  in  order  to  prevent  any  future  mis- 
understanding upon  the  question,  the  written  consent  of 
the  contractor  should  include  this  feautre;  that  is,  the 
reduction  of  the  contract  limit  to  such  amount  as  will  be 
proper  in  the  circumstances.  The  surety  for  the  con- 
tractor should  join  in  assenting  to  the  modifications  of  the 
contract  suggested  above.

Underpinning  of  Properties  on  Locust  Street,  Subway 
Construction. 

William  S.  Twining,  Esq.,

Deak  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  23d  inst.  you  state 
that  a  question  has  arisen  between  your  Department  and 
the  contractor  upon  the  section  of  the  Subway  on  Locust 
street,  in  regard  to  the  underpinning  of  properties. 

It  appears  that  the  contract  includes  plans  with  sheets 
showing  the  relative  locations  of  the  building  walls,  and 
the  subways  and  sewers  to  be  constructed.  On  all  of  these 
the  underpinning  is  shown  to  the  slope  or  pay  line,  and 
the  contractor  now  claims  that  the  amount  of  such  under- 
pinning as  thus  shown  may  not  be  diminished,  because  he 
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lias  computed  liis  overhead  charges  on  the  basis  of  the 
quantity  of  underpinning  shown,  which  is  to  be  paid  for 
at  foot  front  prices,  and  that  the  result  of  any  diminution 
would  be  naturally  to  increase  the  overhead  charge  per 
unit. 

On  the  second  page  of  your  letter  you  say  that : 

^'The  contractor,  while  conceding  that  we  have  the 
right  to  vary  the  quantity  of  masonry,  claims  that  we 
have  no  right  to  omit  the  underpinning  of  a  building 
entirely,  because  the  underpinning  is  on  the  basis  of 
the  per  foot  of  frontage,  and  that  as  he  has  spread  a 
portion  of  his  overhead  expenses  over  the  total  front- 
age given  in  the  list  of  quantities,  we  thereby  cannot 
reduce  the  amount  of  frontage  to  be  underpinned." 

The  specifications  provide  on  page  5,  in  substance,  that 
whereas  the  plans  show  the  walls  of  buildings  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  subway  structure  underpinned  to  a  pay 
line,  this  is  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  bids,  and  "it  is 
distinctly  understood  that  the  Department  does  not  guar- 
antee that  it  will  order  all  these  buildings  to  be  under- 
pinned. The  right  is  reserved  by  the  engineer  to  order 
each  building  to  be  protected  by  the  method  most  appro- 
priate to  the  building,  and  to  the  soil  and  other  conditions 
found  to  exist." 

On  page  8  of  the  specifications  it  is  stated  that  the  City 
does  not  guarantee  the  quantities  which  are  given,  as  they 
are  only  approximate  and  are  given  for  the  purpose  of 
comparing  bids.  "These  quantities  shall  not  be  the  basis 
for  any  claim  in  the  event  of  their  not  corresponding  with 
the  final  estimate  of  work  done  and  materials  furnished, 
and  the  Director  reserves  the  right  to  increase  or  to  en- 
tirely omit  any  of  the  quantities  or  items  as  herein  stated." 

U^pon  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  facts  you  ask  for  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  as  a  matter  of  equity  between 
the  City  and  the  contractor,  whether  the  underpinning  of 
any  building  as  shown  may  be  omitted;  and  also,  if  the 
amount  of  underpinning  is  reduced  to  an  appreciable  ex- 
tent, whether  the  unit  prices  named  under  Items  4-c  and 
4-d  must  therebv  be  modified. 
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I  think  that  the  extracts  from  the  specifications  above 
recited  make  it  clearly  evident  that  the  quantities  named 
and  shown  on  the  plans  were  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison  of  bids,  and  that  the  City  reserved  the  right 
to  have  a  less  amount  of  underpinning  done,  or  to  omit  a 
building  or  buildings  entirely,  should  this  be  decided  to  be 
proper ;  that  in  the  event  of  such  changes  the  contractor 
is  obliged  to  abide  by  the  prices  bid ;  and,  therefore,  that 
the  unit  or  foot  front  prices  named  should  not,  for  that 
reason,  be  modified.

Liahilitij  of  Board  of  Puhlic  Education  for  Curbing 
Footways. 

George  E.  Datesman,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — My  attention  has  just  been  called  to  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  to  you  under  date  of  Septem- 
ber 27,  1916  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1916,  page  204), 
in  which  I  said  with  reference  to  liens  for  curbing  for 
property  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  "I  think  that 
the  Board  of  Education  is  under  the  same  obligation  in 
this  resjject  as  all  other  property  owners."  In  that  opin- 
ion the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  18,  1911,  P.  L.  .309 
(School  Code),  were  lost  sight  of.  That  Act  provides  that 
school  property  shall  be  "exempt  from  every  kind  of  State, 
county,  city,  borough,  township  or  other  tax,  as  well  as 
from  all  costs  or  expense  for  paving,  curbing,  sidewalks  or 
10 
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other  municipal  improvements."  In  this  respect  the  Act 
of  1011  modifies  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  4, 
1901,  which  authorized  the  City  to  file  liens  for  "grading, 
curbing,  regrading,  paving,  repaving,  construction  or  re- 
pairing of  the  footways  thereof." 

It  may  be  open  to  question  since  the  passage  of  the 
school  code  whether  liens  for  maintenance  of  street  im- 
provements can  be  filed  against  school  property,  but  where 
the  curbing  is  an  original  one  it  is  clear,  under  the  Act 
of  1911,  that  in  such  cases  liens  cannot  be  filed. 

In  those  cases,  therefore,  the  property  should  be  treated 
as  unassessable,  and  where  the  contract  so  provides  the 
contractor  should  be  paid  in  cash.  Proper  adjustment 
should  therefore  be  made  with  regard  to  cases  occurring 
since  the  opinion  of  September  27,  1916,  in  which  assess- 
ment bills  have  been  given  to  the  contractors  for  the  orig- 
inal curbing  in  front  of  school  property,  and  in  future 
such  property  is  to  be  treated  as  unassessable.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
October  10th,  wherein  you  request  that  this  Department 
give  you  any  liabilities  the  City  has  incurred  which  have 
not  been  funded  and  "must  therefore  be  charged  against 
the  present  borrowing  capacity. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  statement,  made  as  of  October 
19,  1917,  which  "explains  itself."  In  this  statement  you 
will  find  that  mandamuses  amounting  to  $2,000,000  must 
be  set  aside,  but  as  to  the  Convention  Hall,  the  ^Museum 
of  Art,  and  the  Municipal  Court,  which  require  additional 
money  in  order  to  complete,  these  need  not  be  considered 
as  unfunded  debts  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  unless 
the  municipal  authorities  intend  to  go  on  with  this  work 
and  there  not  being  sufficient  funds  in  hand,  the  necessary 
amount  of  money  must  be  borrowed  in  order  to  complete 
these  imju-ovements,  but  they  need  not  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  other  unfunded  liabilities  at  this  time. 

You  have  also  raised  the  question  as  to  the  possible  un- 
funded liability  as  to  the  transit  lines.  The  ordinance  of 
Councils  specifically  authorized  the  borrowing  of  monej 
in  the  amount  of  $57,100,000.  Since  that  time,  the  Di- 
rector of  Transit  has  submitted  an  estimate  greatly  in 
excess  of  these  figiires.  This  Department  at  this  time  ex- 
presses no  opinion  as  to  this  estimate,  but  it  would  advise 
you  to  make  a  note  of  this  fact  in  transmitting  your  budget 
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statement  to  Councils,  but  do  not  classify  it  at  tliis  time 
as  an  iinfimded  obligation  of  the  City,  but  any  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  it  ought  to  be  set  forth  in  detail  so  that 
Councils  can  readily  understand  the  situation.  Your  note 
must  represent  the  difference  between  the  amount  author- 
ized to  be  borrowed  by  Councils,  which  should  be  treated 
as  a  debt,  andi  the  estimate  of  the  Director,  and  the  dif- 
ference must  appear  clearly,  but  need  not  figure  as  an 
actual  debt.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in 
his  letter  of  18th  inst.  refers  to  contract  of  August  19, 
1912,  with  Richard  P.  Bennis,  for  resurfacing  the  ma- 
cadamized roadway  of  Byberry  and  Bensalem  Turnpike. 
The  contractor  agreed  to  maintain  the  roadway  for  three 
years,  and  within  that  period,  having  been  notified  of  de- 
fects in  the  road,  he  omitted  to  repair  them,  so  that  the 
City  was  obliged  to  do  so  at  a  cost  of  $425.67.  A  fund 
of  5  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  Treasurer  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  so  expended 
by  the  City,  and  inquiry  is  made  whether  this  money  should 
be  -retained  to  reimburse  the  City  for  the  expense  of 
$425.67  above  mentioned. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  the  opinions 
of  this  Departiuent  of  October  16,  1915  (p.  292),  and  May 
12,  1916  (p.  130),  which  were  concerned  with  the  re- 
tention of  amounts  likewise  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
to  meet  possible  requirements  to  make  good  charges  for 
maintenance  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  contractor 
to  maintain  the  highways  as  required  by  the  terms  of  his 
contract.  You  will  note  that  in  the  present  case  the  charges 
have  been  actually  incurred,  and  this,  of  itself,  would 
perhaps  differentiate  this  instance  from  those  which  were 
the  subject  of  the  opinions  in  question.  But  aside  from 
this  point,  in  the  opinion  of  ^May  12,  1916,  the  matter 
was  'disposed  of  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Oonnell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
informs  me  that  the  materials  which  the  specifications 
furnished  by  the  City  provided  for  were  defective, 
and  therefore  it  would  seem  that  the  claim  of  the 
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contractor  ouglit  to  be  paid,  and  in  this  individnal 
case  I  wonld  not  modify  tlie  advice  given  by  my  pre- 
decessor to  the  City  Treasurer." 


The  advice  thus  referred  to  was  that  of  Michael  J. 
Kyan,  Esq.,  late  City  Solicitor,  to  the  effect  that  upon  the 
peculiar  language  of  the  receipt  given  by  the  City 
Treasurer  it  might  be  questionable  whether  sums  of  this 
character  could  be  withheld  until  the  termination  of  the 
maintenance  perioidi  to  meet  possible  liabilities.  In  the 
opinion  of  May  12,  1916,  various  clauses  of  the  contract 
itself  were  referred  to,  which  indicated  that  the  money 
so  deposited  might  properly  be  used  to  reimburse  the  City, 
"and  you  w^ere  advised  with  respect  to  cases  not  having 
the  disting-uishing  feature  adverted  to  by  Mr.  Council, 
as  above  noted,  "It  may  be  as  well  to  use  the  depo'sits  as  a 
guarantee  of  all  conditions  of  the  contract." 

In  the  instance  to  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  now 
refers  nothing  lappears  to  show  that  the  City  was  in  any 
way  in  default,  and  I  see  no  reason  to  take  this  contract 
out  of  the  general  rule.  Unless  some  such  reason  exists, 
I  would,  therefore,  say,  both  because  the  charge  has  al- 
reaidy  accrued  and  because  the  object  of  the  retention  of 
the  money  may  well  cover  such  a  contingency  as  this  one, 
that  $425.67  of  the  five  per  cent,  on  deposit  should  be 
withheld  from  the  contractor  on  account  of  the  City's  ex- 
penditure of  that  amount,  occasioned  by  his  faulty  per- 
formance of  his  contract. 

In  the  concluding  paragTaph  of  the  letter  of  inquiry, 
the  'Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  there  are  a  number  of 
similar  contracts  containing  the  same  stipulations,  and  he 
asks  whether  in  all  such  cases  the  City  is  not  justified  in 
utilizing  these  retained  percentages  for  maintenance  work. 
The  answer  to  this  general  inquiry  may  be  gathered  from 
the  foregoing.  Unless  some  ]>articular  circumstance  in 
the  individual  case  takes  it  out  of  the  general  rule,  such, 
for  instance,  as  the  one  in  question  in  the  opinion  of  1916, 
the  money  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer  may  be  ap- 
plied to  meet  charges  incurred  by  the  City  in  the  main- 
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tenance  of  highways  which  the  contractor  has  agreed  and 
failed  to  keep  in  proper  repair  for  a  determined  period.

Dear  Sir: — I  understand  your  inquiry  of  October  31st 
to  be  whether  the  entire  unopened  portion  of  Verree  road 
is  to  be  condemned,  or  whether  only  a  25  or  35  foot  strip, 
required  for  construction  of  the  Byberry  Surface  Line,  is 
to  be  taken. 

You  are  correct  in  assuming  that  the  cost  of  opening 
the  entire  unopened  portion  of  the  road  cannot  be  charged 
against  the  item  of  the  loan  for  transit  purposes.  You 
refer  to  the  ordinance  pending  in  Councils,  or  already 
passed,  for  placing  upon  the  City  plan  Verree  road  to 
the  width  of  108  feet  from  Bustleton  to  Byberry  road. 

Whether  the  entire  roadway  as  plotted  under  such  ordi- 
nance is  to  be  opened  depends  upon  the  action  of  Councils. 
If  it  be  desired  to  make  such  an  opening,  the  procedure 
will  be  for  Councils  to  pass  a  further  ordinance  dirfcting 
the  condemnation  of  the  roadway,  the  filing  of  a  bond,  etc., 
as  in  ordinary  cases,  otherwise  the  condtemnation  proceed- 
ings will  be  limited  to  the  strip  needed  for  the  building 
of  the  surface  line,  and  the  notice  sent  to  the  alnitting 
property  owners,  the  filing  of  the  City's  bond,  etc.,  should 
vary  accordingly.

Use  of  Fire  Connections  for  Commercial  Purposes,  Etc.

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water  concerning  the  use,  for  commercial 
purposes,  of  the  fire  connections  at  the  Bradford  Mills,, 
northeast  corner  of  Stenton  avenue  and  Godfrey  street, 
by  Messrs.  John  and  James  Dobson,  the  bond  filed  by  that 
firm  and  dated  November  3,  1905,  provides,  inter  alia, 
as  follows : 

"We  do  further  agree.  That  this  bond  is  given  by 
us  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  additional  security, 
and  not  in  substitution  for  the  penalty  provided  by  the 
ordinance  of  June  1,  1871,  Sect.  20,  for  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  said  section  of  said  ordinance,  of 
which  violation  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be  the  judge, 
in  addition  to  the  penalty  prescribed  by  said  ordi- 
nance, the  amount  of  this  bond  shall  be  taken  and 
considered  as  liquidated  damages,  and  that  execution 
may  forthwith  issue  against  us  for  the  said  amount." 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau,  suit  will  be  brought  upon  the  said  bond  unless  the 
Messrs.  Dobson  shall  pay  the  amount  thereof  without  legal 
action. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  Section  20  of  the 
ordinance  of  June  1,  1871,  p.  242,  which  provides  a 
penalty  of  twent}^  (20)  dollars  for  the  misuse  of  the  fire 
connections  on  the  first  offense,  "and  upon  a  repetition  of 
such  offense  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  authorized  to  de- 
tach the  connection  of  said  plug  from  the  main,  notwith- 
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standing  the  cost  of  the  introduction  of  the  said  ping  was 
paid  by  the  said  parties." 

In  answer  to  the  inquiries  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
upon  the  subject — 

"1st.  Is  the  Bureau  empowered,  under  the  ordi- 
nance, to  consider  that  these  lines  were  used  for  com- 
mercial purposes  and  to  charge  for  them  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  ordinance  of 
Councils  for  such  period  as  the  lines  have  been  used, 
according  to  our  information,  for  commercial  use? 

"2d.  "Whether  the  Bureau  is  authorized  to  dis- 
continue the  water  supply  accorded  through  these 
lines  for  non-payment  of  the  bills  if  such  may  be  ren- 
dered. 

"3d.  Whether  any  liability  attaches  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  discontinuing  the  fire  connections, 
notice  of  such  intention  first  having  been  served  upon 
the  Bradford  Mills  and  upon  the  Board  of  Fire  In- 
surance Underwriters  of  Philadelphia" — 

I  would  answer  the  first  and  second  in  the  affirmative,  and 
the  third  in  the  negative.  This  Department  is  about  writ- 
ing to  Messrs.  John  and  James  Dobson  on  the  subject,  and 
it  would  be  advisable  for  us  to  be  in  possession  of  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  claimed  by  the  Bureau  of  Water,  so 
that  it  may  be  duly  advised  and  may  act  intelligently  in 
the  matter.

Removal  of  Conduits,  Pipiyig,  Etc.,  of  Private  Parties — 
Suhway  ^Vorh.

Dear  Sir  : — In  jour  letter  of  November  8th  you  refer 
to  the  removal  or  alteration  of  conduits,  pijDino-  and  other 
equipment  of  private  parties  now  using  space  under  the 
■streets  where  the  subway  structure  requires  the  space.  In 
this  you  make  especial  reference  to  the  Arch  Street  Sub- 
way which  will  encounter  an  underground  passage  cross- 
ing Twelfth  street,  and  which  was  built  by  the  Philadel- 
s  phia  and  Reading  Railway  under  ordinance  approved  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1892,  page  51. 

It  appears  from  your  letter  tliat  the  subway  construc- 
tion will  require  the  raising  of  the  floor  of  the  tunnel, 
and  to  afford  equal  cajiacity  you  have  accordingly  pro- 
vided to  widen  it,  the  chauge  being  submitted  to  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Railway  Company.  Such  change  will  in- 
volve alterations  in  the  pipes  and  conduits  passing  through 
the  tunnel,  the  making  of  which  was  expected  to  be  done 
by  the  Railway  Company  at  its  expense  and  therefore  not 
included  in  the  contractor's  w^ork.  You  state  that  ''it  is 
possible  for  the  contractor  to  reconstruct  the  tunnel  and 
maintain  the  pipes,  etc.,  in  their  present  position  without 
material  alteration  of  them,  but  that  would  involve  wall- 
ing the  pipes  in  with  the  subway  and  they  would  sub- 
sequently require  to  be  cut  out  to  permit  the  trains  to  be 
run,  because  they  would  be  crossing  the  subway  below  the 
ceiling." 

By  the  fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  of  July  20, 
1916,  page  185,  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  sub- 
way, it  is  provided  that  the  permits  heretofore  given  for 
the  construction  of  underground  or  other  structures  within 
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the  street  lines  wliicli  may  interfere  with  or  be  in  the  way 
of  the  subway,  etc.,  are  thereby  revoked.  You  state  that 
this  ordinance  woukli  apparently  give  the  City  a  right  to 
call  upon  the  Railway  Company  to  alter  the  tunnel  itself 
and  to  deflect  the  pipes,  etc.,  the  necessary  amount  to  per- 
mit the  subway  to  ]>ai33  under,  but  that  since  the  recon- 
structed tunnel  becomes  an  integral  part  of  the  subway 
structure,  and  therefore  could  not  well  be  built  separately, 
you  included  it  in  the  contractor's  work,  ''but  the  off-set- 
ting of  the  pipes  and  conduits  can  be  done  by  the  owner 
concurrently  with  our  contractor's  work." 

In  these  circumstances  you  ask  whether  the  ease  comes 
under  the  ruling  of  the  late  City  Solicitor  Kinsey,  of  Oc- 
tober 15,  1903,  page  61,  and  whether  "we  can  require  the 
Railway  Company  to  make,  at  its  own  expense,  the  neces- 
sary removal  or  alterations  of  the  portions  of  its  equipment 
that  are  in  the  way  of  the  subway  ?" 

In  the  opinion  of  City  Solicitor  Kinsey,  to  which  you 
refer,  the  structures  of  the  several  companies  owning  them 
were  considered  separately,  and  wdiile  the  general  opinion 
■\vas  that  the  owners  of  the  structures  themselves  might  be 
compelled  to  remove  them,  this  was  to  some  extent  pred- 
icated upon  the  language  of  the  respective  ordinances  au- 
thorizing the  maintenance  of  the  various  structures  under 
the  City's  street.  In  the  present  instance  you  do  not 
specify  under  what  particular  authority  the  several  ''con- 
duits, piping  and  other  equipment  of  private  parties" 
was  put  in  place,  and  an  examination  of  the  opinion  of 
the  late  Judge  Kinsey  shows  that  this  may  be  an  im- 
portant element  with  respect  to  the  different  structures. 
However,  as  already  seen,  the  fourth  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  20,  1916,  revokes  all  permits  heretofore 
granted  for  underground  structures  within  the  street  lines 
which  may  interfere  with,  or  be  in  the  way  of  the  subways, 
tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways  and  other  transit 
facilities  or  foundations  thereof,  and  this  in  ail  likelihood 
would  have  enabled  the  City  to  disregard  altogether  the 
license  privilege  of  the  Railway  Company  to  maintain  its 
passageway  under  the  street. 

As  to  any  of  the  conduits,  pipes,  etc.,  which  may  belong 
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to  the  City,  I  think  the  Eailwav  Company  shouhl,  as  a 
condition  to  its  continued  occupation  of  the  space  under 
the  street,  be  compelled  to  remoye  them,  and  as  to  such  as 
may  be  the  property  of  either  individuals  or  corporations 
the  liability  for  the  expense  of  their  removal  should  not 
attach  to  the  City,  but  rather  lies  between  such  individuals 
or  corporations  and  the  Railway  Company,  the  primary 
obligation  in  the  premises  being  with  the  private  owners 
of  these  structures. 

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  case  of  Scranton  Gas  and  Water  Co.  vs.  Scran  ton,  214, 
Pa.,  586,  in  which  it  was  held: 

"The  easement  which  a  gas  or  water  company  has 
in  the  streets  of  a  municipality  is.  subject  to  the 
superior  right  of  the  public,  both  on  the  surface  and 
the  soil  beneath  the  surface. 

''Where  a  city  changes  the  grade  of  a  street  in  order 
to  dio  away  with  a  railroad  grade  crossing,  and  a  gas 
and  water  company  is  obliged  to  move  its  pipes  from 
the  street  by  reason  of  the  change  of  grade,  the  com- 
pany can  recover  no  damages  from  the  city  for  the 
injuries  sustained." 

The  reasoning  of  this  decision  is  equally  applicable  to 
municipal  improvements  generally,  and  to  service  utilities 
occupying  the  streets  other  than  those  of  gas  and  water 
companies.

Removal  and  Replacement  of  Vaults  in  Suhway 
Construction.

Dear  Sir:— Your  letter  enclosing  a  communication  to 
yourself  from  the  Engineer  of  Subway  Construction  in  re- 
gard to  the  City's  position  as  to  the  replacement  of  vaults, 
where  permits  have  been  revoked,  makes  inquiry  in  prin- 
ciple similar  to  that  answered  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the 
10th  inst. 

The  vaults  under  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
are  maintained  by  virtue  of  licenses,  which  are  revocalde 
at  the  option  of  the  City.  The  fourth  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  20,  1916  (page  185),  revokes  the  permits 
for  underground  structures  within  the  street  lines  which 
may  interfere  with  or  be  in  the  way  of  subways,  tunnels, 
railways,  elevated  railways  and  other  facilities  or  founda- 
tions thereof.  In  so  far,  therefore,  as  any  vault  may  be  in 
the  way  of  or  interfere  with  these  structures,  the  permit 
•  or  license  to  maintain  it  is  thus  revoked,  and  the  City  may 
disregard  the  vault  to  the  extent  that  it  so  interferes  with 
or  stands  in  the  way  of  the  elevated  or  .underground  rail- 
ways, etc.  I  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  practical  considera- 
tions, however,  which  are  suggested  in  the  concluding  para- 
graph of  the  letter  of  the  Engineer  of  Subway  Construc- 
tion, as  follows : 

''It  is  desirable  that  we  have  an  opinion  as  to  our 
authority  in  the  matter,  as  it  makes  for  more  effec- 
tive co-operation  with  the  owners  if  they  have  our 
assurance  that  the  vaults  will  later  on  be  restored  to 
them,  wherever  and  to  such  extent  as  physical  condi- 
tions render  practicable." 

The  parts  of  the  vaults  proposed  to  be  restored  may,  I 
infer,  be  assumed  not  to  interfere  with  the  subway,  and 
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thus  not  to  be  within  the  revocation  of  Section  4  of  the 
ordinance ;  and  in  those  instances  in  which  the  whole  of 
the  vault  space  will  not  be  needed,  it  would  be  proper  so 
to  arrange  in  advance  that  the  use  of  the  balance  of  the 
space  may  be  restored  to  the  licensee.

Cancellation  of  Portion  of  Subway  Contract,  Between 
Thirteenth  and  Broad  Streets.

Dear  Sir: — You  ask  in  your  letter  of  yesterday,  in 
which  you  enclose  a  copy  of  a  proposed  letter  to  the  Ke}^- 
stone  State  Construction  Company,  and  of  a  letter  from 
that  company  to  yourself,  whether  the  cancellation  shown 
by  your  intended  letter  to  the  Keystone  State  Construction 
Company  is  within  the  authority  of  your  Department. 

I  assume  that  this  refers  to  the  sarne  matter  which  was 
the  subject  of  correspondence  in  your  letter  to  me  of  Oc- 
tober 18th  and  my  reply  thereto  of  October  26th,  con- 
cerning the  revision  of  the  plan  for  the  subway  in  Locust 
street,  between  Thirteenth  and  Broad  streets. 

In  accordance  with  the  advice  already  sent  you  in  my 
letter  of  the  26th  of  October,  the  cancellation  is,  in  my 
opinion,  within  your  authority. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  matter  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  surety  for  the  contracting  company,  and  the 
consent  of  such  surety  obtained  in  writing ;  also,  that  when 
the  estimate  referred  to  in  the  concluding  paragraph  in 
your  letter  to  the  Keystone  Company  is  completed  the  City 
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Controller  should  be  advised  of  all  the  details,  and  re- 
quested to  recredit  the  amount  finally  arrived  at  to  the 
item  of  the  appropriation.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  June 
30,  1916  (page  146),  amended  by  ordinance  of  ISTovember 
9,  1917,  relating  to  leave  of  absence  for  those  engaged  in 
the  military  service,  concerning  which  you  inquire  in  your 
letter  of  this  date,  the  ordinance,  as  amended,  grants  the 
leave  of  absence  ''to  any  employee  paid  by  warrant  of  the 
City  or  County  of  Philadelphia  who  has  been  employed  at 
least  three  months  continually,  and  who  makes  application 
therefor,  for  the  purpose  of  military  service  in  the  ^National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  or  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  Government." 

It  thus  appears  that  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  is 
quite  universal,  and  relates  to  all  emplo^^ees  paid  by  war- 
I'aut  who  have  been  employed  continuously  for  three 
months.  I  would  say,  therefore,  that  all  of  the  four  classes 
of  employees  to  which  inquiry  is  directed  come  within  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  if  paid  by  warrant,  and  if  they 
have  been  employed  continuously  for  three  months  before 
making  application.  ■

Dear  Sir: — In  the  matter  of  the  modification  of  the 
specification  for  piles  in  the  contract  with  the  Snare  & 
Triest  Company  for  the  construction  of  a  pier  at  the  foot 
of  Cherry  street,  Delaware  River,  concerning  which  you 
inquire  in  your  letter  of  the  26th  inst.,  I  think  the  speci- 
fication providing  for  modifications  will,  in  the  circum- 
stances indicated  in  your  letter,  justify  you  in  making  the 
change  in  question.  The  matter  rests  very  largely  in  your 
discretion,  and  is  governed  by  practically  the  same  prin- 
ciples as  those  involved  in  your  recent  inquiry  with  re- 
spect to  Southern  or  second-hand  paving  blocks  in  lieu  of 
those  originally  specified. 

If  the  change  suggested  is  to  be  made,  it  should  be  the 
subject  of  a  written  agreement,  as  paragraph  187  of  the 
specifications  provides,  which  agreement  should  state  speci- 
fically the  change  to  be  made  in  the  piles,  etc.,  and  the 
diminished  compensation  to  be  paid,  and  it  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  surety  for  the 
contractor.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  under 
date  of  the  27th  inst.,  inquires  as  to  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
viso to  the  ordinance  of  April  19,  1917,  limiting  the  effect 
of  the  ordinance  to  February  1,  1918.  The  limitation  is 
found  in  Section  3,  which  provides  that  "the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  not  interfere  with  or  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance approved  April  12,  1909,  permitting  the  owners  of 
property  to  lay  water  pipe  in  front  of  their  property  at 
private  expense,  and  shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  on  and  after 
February  1,  1918."  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  desires  an 
opinion  whether  the  contractor  may  or  may  not  be  per- 
mitted to  proceed  with  unfinished  work  after  February  1, 
1918,  or  whether  such  uncompleted  work  must  be  aban- 
doned at  that  date. 

I  think  it  very  clear  that  the  former  alternative  is  the 
proper  one.  The  enacting  clause  of  the  ordinance  is  that 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  au- 
thorized to  advertise  for  bids  and  award  contracts  for  the 
purchase  and  laying  of  water  pipe,  etc.,  and  it  is  this  au- 
thority which  is  directed  to  cease  after  February  1,  1918. 
Up  to  that  time  the  power  to  advertise  for  and  enter  into 
such  contracts  continues,  and  the  contracts  executed  before 
February  1,  1918,  remain  in  force  until  completed.

In  re  Closing  of  Cliveden  Avenue;  Jurisdiction  of  Park 
Commission.

Dear  Sir  :— I  acknowledge  receipt  of  letter  of  :N'ovem- 
ber  14th,  from  Chester  E.  Albright,  Chief  Engineer  and 
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Surveyor,  approved  by  yon,  stating  tliat  the  ''Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmonnt  Park  are  abont  to  close  Cliveden 
avenne  to  travel,  from  Wayne  avenue  to  Lincoln  avenue," 
and  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  rights  involved. 

I  understand  the  facts  to  be  that  Cliveden  avenue,  from 
Wayne  avenue  to  Lincoln  avenue,  is  and  has  been  for  some 
years  an  open  and  improved  public  street  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia ;  that  the  City  received  a  Deed  of  Dedica 
tion  of  this  street  between  the  points  named  for  the  width 
of  55  feet  on  May  21,  1902;  that  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils approved  May  16,  1902,  25  feet  additional  width  was 
added;  that  the  street  has  been  opened,  graded,  curbed, 
and  paved — the  grading  having  been  done  in  1902,  and 
water  pipe  laid  and  surfacing  completed  in  1910.  There- 
fore, the  status  of  Cliveden  avenue,  between  Wayne  ave- 
nue and  Lincoln  avenue,  is  very  clearly  and  conclusively 
estaljlished  as  that  of  a  street  which  has  been  both  legally 
and  in  fact  oi^ened  and  improved  for  public  travel  and 
use. 

It  further  appears  that  under  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils approved  July  27,  1911  (Ordinance  Book  p.  296), 
land  lying  on  both  sides  of  Cliveden  avenue,  between  the 
points  named,  was  condemned  for  park  purposes  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmonnt  Park,  and  that  this  Com- 
mission now  proposes  to  vacate  that  part  of  Cliveden 
avenue  above  referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  the 
land  in  the  bed  of  Cliveden  avenue  to  plans  of  its  own 
connected  with  the  development  of  Fairmonnt  Park. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
vacation  of  Cliveden  avenue,  between  the  points  named, 
it  should  be  observed  that  the  control  of  this  street  by  law 
rested  entirely  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that 
the  street  in  question  could  not  be  vacated  except  by  the 
act  of  the  City  itself.  The  status  of  Cliveden  avenue 
having  been  fixed  as  an  open  public  street,  that  status 
cannot  be  changed  except  by  authority  of  the  Municipality 
itself.  The  proposed  vacation  of  Cliveden  avenue  by  the 
Fairmonnt  Park  Commission  would  be  an  act  in  deroga- 
tion of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  possessed  by  the 
Municipality.     Both   the  facts   and   the  law   are  against 
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any  sucli  invasion  and  disturbance  of  the  right  as  it  has 
been  exorcised  in  this  particuhar  instance  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia, 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1828  (P.  L.  1083),  has 
no  application  to  Cliveden  avenue,  inasmuch  as  the  power 
to  vacate  a  street  given  by  this  section  to  the  Commission- 
ers of  Fairmount  Park  applied  to  the  Park  as  described  in 
Section  1  of  the  same  Act,  where  definite  boundaries  are 
set  forth  minutely  and  at  great  length.  At  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  land  abutting  on  Cliveden 
avenue  was  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Park  and  the  land  in  the  bed  of  Cliveden  avenue  was  never 
at  any  time  a  part  of  Fairmount  Park.  Furthermore,  it 
should  be  noted  that  55  feet  of  Cliveden  avenue  came  into 
the  possession  and  control  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by 
Deed  of  Dedication  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  a  public 
street  exclusively ;  it  was  not  dedicated  and  granted  to  the 
City  for  park  purposes  and  could  not,  under  the  Deed  of 
Dedication,  be  diverted  to  any  other  uses  than  those  of  a 
public  street. 

As  a  specific  answer  to  the  inquiry  contained  in  the 
last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  it  may  be  very  definitely 
stated  that  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  for 
the  reasons  above  set  forth,  have  not  the  legal  right  to 
close  Cliveden  avenue  against  public  travel  and  divert  the 
bed  of  it  to  park  uses.

Dear  Sir  : — Yon  transmit  in  yonr  letter  of  4tli  inst. 
an  inquiry  from  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  as  to  the 
scope  of  the  proviso  in  Item  "A-7,"  page  79  of  the  Annual 
Appropriations,  providing  that  widows  of  patrolmen  are  to 
be  given  the  preference  of  appointments  to  the  position  of 
cleaner,  Bureau  of  Police,  and  whether  by  reason  of  this 
proviso  appointments  may  be  made  from  any  part  of  the 
eligible  lists  in  order  to  reach  such  widows. 

This  proviso  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  so  interpreted 
as  to  come  within  the  legitimate  powers  of  Councils  in 
the  premises.  Those  bodies  have  no  authority  to  trans- 
gress the  requirements  of  the  Civil  Service  Act,  which 
provides  the  order  of  submission  of  the  names  of  appli- 
cants for  positions  in  the  service  of  the  City.  The  only 
effect  which  the  Councilmanic  proviso  could  have,  there- 
fore, would  be  by  way  of  direction  to  the  official  having 
the  right  of  appointment  to  prefer  widows  of  patrolmen 
for  cleaners  in  the  Bureau  of  Police  when  the  names  of 
such  widows  are  submitted,  together  with  the  names  of 
other  persons  standing  sufficiently  high  on  the  eligible 
list  to  be  also  submitted  for  appointment.

Dear  Sir: — Your  private  secretary,  under  date  of  De- 
cember Ttli,  calls  attention  to  the  Act  of  May  11,  1901 
(P.  L.  188),  providing  that  "all  the  public  advertising 
for  any  city  of  the  first  class  shall  be  inserted  in  no  more 
than  six  newspapers,"  and  in  view  of  this  inquires 
whether  you  would  be  justified  in  reducing  the  number 
of  papers  in  which  ordinances  are  published  from  seven 
to  six ;  the  present  practice,  which  has  long  prevailed,  be- 
ing in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  J^lay 
23,  1874:,  requiring  the  advertising  of  ordinances  in  "five 
daily  and  two  Sunday  newspapers." 

With  reference  to  the  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  the  late 
J.  Howard  Gendell,  Esq.,  when  City  Solicitor,  said  (City 
Solicitor's  Opinions,  1908,  page  2)  that  this  Act  "requires 
that  the  advertising  shall  be  inserted  in  no  more  than  six 
newspapers.  I  am  strongly  disposed  to  think  that  this 
Act  is  unconstitutional,  because  it  is  a  supplement  to  an 
Act  relating  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  only,  and  yet 
purports  to  apply  to  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  which  con- 
ceivably might  include  others  than  Philadelphia." 

Moreover,  the  Act  of  1901  was  an  Amendment  of  a 
Supplement  to  the  Consolidation  Act,  which  Supplement 
was  approved  on  April  21,  1855,  and  which  regulated 
generally  "all  the  public  advertising"  for  the  City,  and  in 
the  meantime  the  Kd  of  1871  had  been  passed  applying 
specifically  to  the  advertising  of  ordinances. 

I  may  also  refer  you  to  the  opinion  of  my  immediate 
predecessor,  Hon.  Michael  J.  Ryan  (City  Solicitor's 
Opinions,  1915,  page  275),  in  which  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1874  are  held  to  be  those  which  still  govern  the 
advertisemnet  of  the  ordinances  of  this  City. 
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In  view  of  tlie  various  considerations  pertaining  to  the 
snbjec-t,  in  my  judgment  jou  should  adhere  to  the  long 
established  procedure  in  this  matter^  and  should  insert  the 
advertisement  of  ordinances  in  the  five  dail}^  and  two  Sun- 
day newspapers,  which  the  Act  of  1874  prescribes  as  nec- 
essary for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — In  3'our  letter  of  6tli  inst.  you  ask  whether 
there  are  any  laws  prohibiting  employees  in  your  Depart- 
ment from  serving  as  members  of  Councils  while  holding 
positions  in  the  office  of  Receiver  of  Taxes,  stating  that 
''it  has  been  the  rule  for  a  number  of  years  that  no  em- 
ployee of  this  Department  should  retain  his  position  while 
a  member  of  Council." 

I  find  no  Act  of  Assembly  which  in  express  terms  for- 
bids an  employee  of  your  Department  from  serving  as  a 
member  of  Council ;  nevertheless,  the  rule  which  you  say 
has  prevailed  for  a  numl^er  of  years  is  an  excellent  and 
most  salutary  one^  which,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  con- 
tinued.

Bemoval  of  Awnings,  Etc.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  lltli  inst.  yon  submit 
draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  directing  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety  to  have  awnings,  awning  poles  and  fixtures 
connected  therewith  on  sidewalks  on  Wallace  street,  from 
Tenth  to  Broad  street,  Tenth  street,  from  Vine  to  Poplar 
street,  and  Fairmount  avenue,  from  Tenth  street  to  Broad 
street,  removed  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance;  and  you  ask  whether  a  section  should  be 
added  or  clause  inserted  specifying  a  penalty  for  non- 
compliance with  the  ordinance. 

In  its  present  form,  the  ordinance  is  mandatory  only 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  making  it  his  duty  to 
cause  the  removal  of  the  a^\^:lings,  etc.,  on  the  streets 
named.  In  form  this  is  similar  to  the  ordinance  of  June 
11,  1914,  directing  the  removal  of  awnings  on  South 
street,  which  was  sustained  in  the  case  of  Lenon  vs.  Porter, 
65  Superior  Court,  94.  That  ordinance  contained  no 
penalty  and  was  a  direction  to  the  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  as  is  the  present  one. 

If,  however,  it  should  be  desired  to  insert  a  penalty  it 
might  take  a  form  something  as  follows : 

"Sect.  2.  The  owner,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any 
premises  upon  said  streets,  or  parts  of  streets,  who 
shall  refuse,  fail  or  omit  to  remove  any  awnings, 
awning  poles  or  fixtures  connected  therewith   after 

— days'  written  notice  from  the  Director 

of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  so  to  do,  shall 

be  subject  to  a  penalty  of dollars, 

to  be  recovered  as  the  like  penalties  are  now  recov- 
erable by  law ;  but  this  shall  not  prevent  or  interfere

with  tlie  removal  tliereof  as  directed  in  tlie  first  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance." 

I  may  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Law,  for 
such  consideration  as  they  may  think  it  deserves,  to  the 
fact  that  the  ordinance  of  1914  was  originally  in  the 
sweeping  form  of  the  present  proposed  ordinance,  for- 
bidding the  maintenance  of  all  awnings,  etc.,  but  was 
afterwards  amended  so  as  to  be  made  inapplicable  to 
movable  awnings  attached  to  the  front  of  buildings  which 
might  be  raised  or  lowered  and  not  extending  more  than 
seven  feet  beyond  the  building  line  and  the  lower  edge  of 
which  should  not  be  less  than  eight  feet  above  the  side- 
walk, or  to  canopies  of  glass  or  metal  already  erected.

Dear  Sir  : — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst. 
as  to  the  action  which  your  Department  should  take  with 
reference  to  a  claim  for  the  refund  of  certain  tenement 
house  license  fees  paid  after  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
July  22,  1913,  which  repealed  the  Act  of  June  7,  1907, 
and  established  a  new  tariff  of  fees  for  such  licenses ;  and 
before  that  Act  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Thiol  vs.  City,  215  Penna.  406,  not  to  have  been 
in  effect  until  Councils  after  the  date  of  that  decision 
passed  an  ordinance  to  establish  the  Bureau  of  Housing 
and  Sanitation,  as  provided  for  in  the  Statute,  The 
amount  paid  in  the  case  in  question  was  $107,  whereas, 
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under  the  Act  of  1907  the  amount  should  have  been  $15, 
making  a  difference  of  $92,  of  which  recovery  is  sought. 

As  to  the  action  which  your  Department  should  take  in 
regard  to  the  matter,  I  know  of  no  action  properly  to  be 
taken  by  it,  as  I  think  there  is  no  appropriation  from 
which  a  repayment  of  the  amount  claimed  could  be  made, 
even  if  the  claimant  were  entitled  to  such  repayment. 

The  question  has  been  before  this  Department  for  some 
time  with  reference  to  the  suggestion  that  a  case  stated 
be  agreed  upon  to  determine  the  liability  of  the  City  to 
refund  the  money  claimed,  and  in  view  of  this  practical 
consideration  and  since,  as  is  stated  in  the  letter  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  Avhich 
accompanies  your  own,  this  case  might  operate  as  a  test 
of  the  City's  liability  for  such  refunds  to  an  amount 
approximating  $4,000,  this  Department  would  prefer  not 
to  express  an  opinion  upon  the  theoretical  merits  of  the 
case  for  reasons  which  you  will  readily  understand. 

I  may  say  that  Mr.  Buchholz,  Chief  of  the  Tenement 
House  Division,  and  an  assistant  of  this  Department  have 
taken  up  the  matter,  which  seems  to  be  one  for  practical 
adjustment,  which,  if  possible,  will  not  commit  the  City 
to  the  payment  of  the  larger  amount  indirectly  involved, 
rather  than  for  the  expression  of  an  opinion  which  might 
readily  be  so  used  as  to  injuriously  affect  the  interests  of 
the  city.

Release  of  Land  by  PliiJadelphia  Museums.

Dear  Sir  : — You  have  transmitted  to  me  for  an  opinion 
the  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  entitled : 

"An  Ordinance  to  request  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  to  release  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  a  portion  of  the  lands  now  held  by  said 
Board,  and  to  authorize  a  conveyance  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museums,  and  its  successors,  of  the 
remainder  of  the  lands  and  buildings  now  held  by 
said  Board  of  Trustees." 

By  the  suggested  ordinance  it  is  recited  in  a  series  of 
preambles  that  whereas  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  dedi- 
cated to  public  use  certain  lands  bounded  and  described 
as  therein  set  forth,  "and  has  set  over  and  transferred 
said  lands  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Museums,  to  be  held  by  the  said  Board  as  long  as  said 
lands  and  the  buildings  thereon  erected  are  in  good  faith 
used  for  the  purpose  of  the  Museums ;"  that  such  Board  is 
authorized  to  purchase  or  accept  by  gifts  any  real  estate, 
etc.,  necessary  for  its  use  and  occupation,  with  power  to 
use,  convey  and  transfer  the  same  as  if  it  were  a  body 
corporate ;  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  hampered  in 
receiving  gifts  and  donations  for  the  improvement  of  its 
present  buildings,  and  the  erection  of  others  on  said  land, 
because  the  City  has  not  executed  and  delivered  to  said 
Board  a  formal  deed  of  conveyance  thereof;  that  the  City 
is  in  need  of  a  portion  of  said  lands  for  the  erection  of  a 
power  house  to  be  used  by  it  in  connection  with  its  alms- 
house and  hospital.     Section  1  requests  the  Board  of  Trus- 


tecs  to  release  and  set  over  unto  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
a  portion  of  the  first-named  tract,  described  by  metes  and 
bonnds,  and  by  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  it  is  provided 
that  in  consideration  of  such  release,  and  in  furtherance 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Museums,  the  Mayor  is  authorized 
to  make  and  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  deed  of 
confirmation  and  conveyance  for  the  remaining  portion  of 
lands  (as  therein  described)  and  the  buildings  erected 
thereon ;  said  lands  and  buildings  to  be  held  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Museums  forever;  and  by  Section  3  it  is  enacted 
that  in  further  consideration  of  the  release  provided  for 
in  Section  1,  it  is  agreed  that  the  Department  of  ITealth 
and  Charities  will,  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  remove  to 
such  other  location  on  the  grounds  of  the  Museums  as  may 
be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  stable  and  green- 
house now  located  on  the  lands  provided  to  be  released  to 
the  City,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  power  house  on  said  lands. 
This  land  was  the  subject  of  litigation  in  the  case  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  vs.  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  251  Penna.  115  and 
125,  in  which  a  Bill  in  Equity  was  filed  originally  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  against 
the  City  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  can- 
cellation of  a  deed  from  the  City  to  the  University  cover- 
ing five  separate  tracts  of  land;  among  others,  was  the 
parcel  as  to  a  part  of  which  it  is  proposed  by  the  pending 
ordinance  to  make  an  absolute  deed  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Pljiladelphia  Museums  The  portion,  however, 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  now  to  be  asked  to  release 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  the  terms  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  was  purposely  omitted  from  the  deed  to 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  because  it  was  even 
then  in  contemplation  to  use  this  piece  of  land,  or  the 
larger  part  of  it,  for  a  power  house  in  connection  with  the 
almshouse  and  said  hospital.  The  latter  portion  of  the 
tract,  inter  alia,  was  included  in  the  terms  of  two  ordi- 
nances of  June  27,  1895.  and  October  10,  1896,  respec- 
tively, and  in  the  Bill  of  Equity  filed  by  the  Board  of 
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Trustees  of  tlie  Museums  it  was  souglit  to  have  declared 
invalid  attempted  repealers  of  these  last  mentioned  ordi- 
nances, which  were  passed  contemporaneously  with  that 
providing  for  the  deed  of  the  various  tracts  of  land  to  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

That  case  was  so  proceeded  in  that  the  Supreme  Court 
finally  held  that  there  had  been  a  public  dedication  as  to 
the  one  tract  of  ground  (known  as  Tract  ISTo.  3),  which 
was  irrevocable  as  long  as  the  use  for  which  it  had  been 
dedicated  was  continued,  because  of  its  acceptance  and 
usq  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  dedicated,  but  that 
as  to  the  other  four  tracts,  which  were  the  subject  of  the 
bill,  no  such  acceptance  and  use  had  been  shown  and 
therefore  that  the  bill  conld  not  be  sustained  as  to  those 
four  tracts.  A  decree  was  directed  to  be  entered  by  the 
'Supreme  Court,  which  that  Court  afterwards  ordered  to 
be  modified  to  conform  to  these  findings,  and  when  the 
decree  in  the  lower  Court  was  entered  the  description  of 
the  piece  of  ground  as  to  which  the  dedication  was  upheld 
included  the  part  thereof  which  the  City  had  conveyed 
by  deed  to  the  University,  as  well  as  that  part  which  had 
not  been  so  conveyed,  although  covered  by  the  ordinances 
of  June  27,  1895,  and  October  10,  1896,  above  referred 
to,  being  mentioned  in  said  decree  as  "Museum  Tracts  A 
and  B,  or  University  of  Pennsylvania  Tract  ISTo.  8,"  as 
if  these  two  designations  were  of  identical  pieces  of  land, 
although,  as  already  seen,  University  Tract  jSTo.  3  did  not 
include  the  greater  portion  of  the  premises  described  in 
the  first  section  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  whereas  Mu- 
seum Tracts  A  and  B  taken  together  did  include  all  of 
that  piece  of  land,  as  well  as  the  w^hole  of  University 
Tract  'No.  3. 

In  the  Bill  in  Equity  filed  originally  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums,  others  as  tax- 
payers and  also  the  United  States  Government  intervened. 
The  Court  held  that  neither  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Museums  nor  the  United  States  had  any  standing  in  the 
controversy,  and,  in  so  far  as  the  bill  was  sustained,  it 
was  because  of  the  right  of  a  taxpayer,  or  taxpayers,  to 
insist  that  the  dedication,  having  once  been  accepted,  the

property  used  in  accordance  therewith  and  public  moneys 
expended  thereon,  the  City  was  without  power  to  revoke 
and  set  it  aside  as  long  as  the  intended  use  was  continued. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion  the  Supreme  Court  char- 
acterized the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Mu- 
seums as  ''a  mere  administrative  agent  of  the  City,"  and 
held  that  it  had  ^'no  standing  to  question  the  right  of  the 
•City  to  deal  with  a  property  placed  under  its  direction 
and  control.  There  is  no  clear  intent  manifested  by 
either  of  the  ordinances  to  create  a  separate  and  distinct 
entit}^,  nor  is  such  intent  shown  by  the  subsequent  acts  of 
the  City  in  dealing  with  the  property.  No  deed  or  other 
transfer  was  executed  by  the  proper  City  authorities  and 
delivered  to  the  Board.  On  the  contrary,  however,  a  part 
of  the  property  in  question  was  for  a  time  leased  to  a 
third  person  by  the  City  at  a  yearly  rental,  which  was 
paid  to  the  City  and  not  to  the  Board,  and  which  lease 
was  assigned  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  following 
the  deed  of  the  property  to  that  institution"  (251  Penna. 
129),  and  on  pages  130  and  131  the  views  thus  expressed 
were  elaborated  at  considerable  length ;  the  Court  holding, 
in  eifect,  that  the  Philadelphia  Museums  had  no  independ- 
ent existence  or  character  whatsoever,  but  was  a  mere  sub- 
ordinate agency  of  the  City  itself  from  the  treasury  of 
which  it  is,  in  the  main,  supported,  and  is  composed  of 
members  chosen  by  Councils  together  with  certain  City 
and  State  officials  serving  ex-officio. 

I  think  these  considerations  should  determine  the  action 
of  Councils  upon  the  ordinance  now  in  view.  The  third 
section  thereof  provides  that  the  City  shall,  at  its  OAvn 
expense,  remove  certain  buildings  to  another  site,  and  if, 
as  would  seem  to  follow,  the  use  of  that  portion  of  the 
ground  on  which  those  buildings  are  now  situated  is  not 
essentially  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Museums,  the 
obligation  which  the  City  assumes  to  remove  them  at  its 
own  charge  ought  to  be  a  sufficient  consideration  for  the 
surrender  of  the  portion  which  is  now  needed  and  which 
was  known  to  be  needed  at  the  time  of  the  conveyance  to 
the  University  for  a  power  house,  and  which,  or  the 
greater  portion  of  which,  I  am  informed  has  for  some  time 
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been  in  the  actual  possession  and  nse  of  the  City,  without 
requiring  that  the  City  make  a  deed  of  the  other  portion 
of  the  tract  to  what  the  Supreme  Court  has  aptly  de- 
scribed as  "a  mere  administrative  agent  of  the  Citv 
itself." 

And  if  this  consideration  be  not  sufficiently  persuasive, 
the  fact  that  the  City  annually  appropriates  the  funds, 
or  a  large  part  of  the  funds,  for  the  support  of  the  Mu- 
seums ought  to  furnish  a  determining  factor  tending  to 
the  same  result.  In  any  event,  the  proposition  for  the 
City  to  make  a  formal  deed  of  conveyance  to  its  own  sub- 
ordinate agency,  and  which  is  without  individual  entity 
apart  from  the  Municipality,  appears  to  me  an  anomaly 
and  of,  at  least,  questionable  propriety.  In  my  opinion 
the  ordinance  submitted  to  me  should  not  be  passed.

Contract  as  to  Additional  Payment  for  Improvement  of 
League  Island  Park. 

Geoege  E.  Datesmajt^  Esq.^

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  21st  inst.  you  make 
inquiries  with  reference  to  a  contract  of  June  9,  1914,  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  improvement  of  the  west- 
ern portion  of  League  Island  Park.  In  inviting  the  bids 
for  this  contract  it  was  stated  that  the  approximate  quan- 
tities of  excavation  and  embankment  were  respectively 
380,470  and  601,000  cubic  yards,  leaving  220,530  cubic 
yards  of  embankment  to  be  brought  in  from  outside  as 
distinct  from  the  soil  embraced  in  the  excavation.  As 
actually  finished,  however,  it  appears  that  679,516  cubic 
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yards  of  material  were  required,  being  78,546  cubic  yards 
greater  than  given  in  the  approximate  estimates,  all  of 
which  78,546  cubic  yards  were  required  to  be  furnished 
from  outside. 

The  contractor  bid  a  unit  price  of  30  cents  per  cubic 
yard,  representing  what  you  term  ''a  weighted  average," 
and  which  he  now  claims  to  have  been  based  on  the  ap- 
proximate quantities  thus  stated  and  to  be  too  low  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  instead  of  220,000  cubic  yards  being  re- 
quired to  be  brought  in,  in  round  numbers  a  quantity  over 
78,000  cubic  yards  more  than  that  was  actually  needed; 
the  earth  to  be  brought  in,  of  course,  being  a  more  expen- 
sive factor  than  that  supplied  from  the  excavations.  He 
therefore  claims  that  this  additional  expense  to  him  should 
be  taken  into  consideration  as  an  extra  claim,  and  a  fair 
compensation  allowed  him  because  of  the  mistaken  esti- 
mate. 

You  call  attention  to  a  condition  in  the  proposal  which, 
after  referring  to  the  estimate  of  approximate  quantities, 
provides:  "It  is  also  understood  that  the  contractor  shall 
be  paid  only  for  the  part  or  parts  of  the  work  actually 
performed,"  and  also  to  the  provision  that  "The  con- 
tractor agrees  to  perform  such  additional  or  contingent 
work  as  is  not  included  in  the  several  foregoing  classifica- 
tions at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon  in  writing  between  the 
contractor  and  the  Director."  You  state  that  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  general  knowledge  among  engineers  that  no  claim 
for  extra  compensation  is  collectible  unless  the  quantity 
of  work  performed  exceeds  by  more  than  ten  per  cent,  the 
approximate  quantities  upon  which  the  bid  was  received, 
and  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  upon  the  cer- 
tain inquiries  which,  wnth  their  answers,  are  as  follows: 

"1.  Are  there  or  are  there  not  decisions  of  either 
the  State  or  ISTational  Courts  which  forbid  payment, 
as  extra  compensation,  for  work  which  does  not  ex- 
ceed ten  per  cent,  above  the  approximate  quantities, 
upon  which  a  bid  has  been  based?" 

I  know  of  no  decisions  making  the  universal  rule  to 
which  you  refer,  and  from  the  nature  of  the  inquirv,  the 
12 
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wide  diversity  of  circumstances  in  each  case,  the  indi- 
vidual peculiarity  of  contracts  relating  to  different  mat- 
ters and  having  in  view  various  purposes,  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  such  rule  can  have  a  general  and  unvarying  ap- 
plication. 

"2.  If  there  be  such  a  decision,  and  the  amount  of 
work  which  has  been  done  does  exceed  ten  per  cent, 
above  the  approximate  quantities,  can  additional 
compensation  be  legally  allowed  for  the  total  amount 
above  the  approximate  quantities,  or  must  it  be  al- 
lowed for  the  difference  between  the  total  and  the 
approximate  quantity  plus  ten  per  cent.  ?" 

Even  if  there  were  such  a  universal  rule,  the  allowance 
should  be  for  the  difference  between  the  quantity  of  work 
estimated  or  contracted  for,  and  the  quantity  furnished. 
The  deviation  of  ten  per  cent,  or  any  other  proportion,  if 
considered  so  small  as  to  be  within  an  "approximate" 
estimate,  would  have  no  significance  with  respect  to  the 
exact  operation  of  subtracting  one  quantity  from  another 
to  reach  a  definite  result. 

"3,  Is  or  is  not  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  in 
question,  debarred  from  paying  more  than  the  con- 
tract price  for  the  additional  material  brought  in 
from  outside  of  the  park  to  complete  the  plan,  in  view 
of  the  statemen't  that  the  approximate  quantities 
given  in  the  proposal  or  bid  was  erroneous  and  in- 
sufficient to  complete  the  plan  ?" 

The  answer  to  this  inquiry  depends,  of  course,  upon  the 
terms  of  the  invitation,  the  proposal  and  the  contract.  In 
the  blank  form  on  which  proposals  were  invited  the  figures 
for  the  cubic  yards  of  grading  were  as  already  stated,  and 
the  bid  was  30  cents  per  cubic  yard.  A  great  number  of 
other  items  were  bid  upon,  some  at  unit  prices  and  others 
at  lump  sum  prices,  and  following  all  of  these  it  was 
stated  that,  "It  is  understood  that  the  foregoing  estimatie 
of  quantities  is  approximate  and  is  to  serve  only  as  a  basis 
of  computation  upon  which  the  award  of  this  contract 
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shall  be  made,  and  is  subject  to  change  during  the  progress 
of  the  work.  It  is  also  understood  that  the  contractor 
shall  be  paid  only  for  the  part  or  parts  of  the  work  actually 
performed."  Thereafter  the  provision  is  inserted  that 
'"The  contractor  agrees  to  perform  such  additional  and 
contingent  work  as  is  not  included  in  the  several  fore- 
going classifications  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon  in  writing 
between  the  contractor  and  the  Director."  The  statement 
that  the  estimate  of  quantities  is  to  be  approximate  for 
the  purpose  of  reaching  the  basis  of  computation  for  the 
award,  is  repeated  in  Specification  Iso.  7,  and  in  Specifi- 
cation No.  19  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  made  the  referee 
"to  prevent  all  disputes  and  litigation ;  to  determine  all 
questions  in  relation  to  the  work  and  the  construction 
thereof  as  to  the  meaning  and  effect  of  the  contract,"  etc. 
In  Specification  No.  21  the  estimate  of  quantities  is  again 
characterized  as  approximate. 

From  all  of  these  repeated  references  it  would  appear 
that  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  the  contract  was  that 
while  the  estimate  of  cubic  yardage  was  not  to  be  taken  as 
exact,  yet  it  was  to  be  approximately  correct.  The  actual 
conditions  which  arose,  however,  showed  that  instead  of 
220,000  cubic  yards  to  be  brought  into  the  ground  the  real 
quantity  was  about  299,000,  thus  materially  altering  the 
average  as  between  the  quantity  to  be  supplied  from  exca- 
vations and  that  to  be  secured  otherwise,  and  it  may  well 
be  doubted  whether  so  wide  a  variation  can  be  covered  by 
the  notice  that  the  quantities  were  approximate.  In  other 
words,  whether  an  approximate  estimate  does  not  mean 
one  that  is  reasonably  close  to  the  actual  figures. 

These  considerations  may  furnish  a  proper  ground  for 
taking  up  with  the  contractor  the  question  whether  he  is 
not  entitled  to  an  extra  allowance  for  the  additional  work 
imposed  upon  him  beyond  what  he  might  be  expected  to 
assume  by  reason  of  having  been  notified  of  the  approxi- 
mate character  of  the  estimate,  and  under  the  terms  of  the 
contract  any  such  claim  would  be  the  subject  of  adjust- 
ment by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  under  Specification  No. 
19,  and  you  would  not  be  debarred  from  giving  effect  to 
any  arrangement  or  adjustment  thus  made. 
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"4.  If  the  answer  to  tlie  foregoing  query  is  in  the 
negative,  is  or  is  not  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  in  view  of  the  material  that  was 
placed  in  excess  of  the  approximate  quantities  for 
embankment  given  in  the  proposal,  obliged  to  con- 
sider, subject  to  payment  at  a  price  to  be  'agreed 
upon  in  writing  between  the  contractor  and  the  Di- 
rector,' such  excess  'additional  or  contingent  work'  ?" 

The  ''additional  or  contingent  work"  to  which  this 
clause  relates  would  literally  include  only  that  "not  in- 
cluded in  the  several  foregoing  classifications,"  but  I  think 
the  general  terms  of  the  contract  are  such  as  to  permit  an 
adjustment  of  the  additional  claim  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department,  or,  in  virtue  of  Specification  jSTo.  19,  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau.  ,

Hawking  and  Vending  on  Streets;  Transfer  of  License 

Plate.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  December  27th 
requesting  an  opinion  concerning  the  Act  of  May  17, 
1917,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  hawk- 
ing, vending,  and  peddling  of  fish,  fruit,  and  vegetables, 
and  other  merchandise  in  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this 
Commonwealth,"  and  also  as  to  the  ordinance  of  Councils 
of  November  28,  1917,  on  the  same  subject,  I  would 
state  that  inasmuch  as  you  say  it  has  been  customary  in 
the  past  for  persons  who  own  a  number  of  horses  and 
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wagons,  etc.,  to  pay  to  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  a 
sufficient  sum  and  obtain  license  plates  for  all  of  the 
vehicles  and  then  rent  them,  there  is  nothing  expressly 
stipulated  in  the  Act  to  prohibit  the  continuance  of  this 
custom.  It  is  true  that  the  wording  of  both  the  Act  and 
the  ordinance  is  not  clearly  expressed  regarding  this  mat- 
ter, yet  there  is  no  expression  clearly  prohibiting  the  same. 
It  also  appears  that  the  granting  of  the  license  under  this 
Act  is  purely  a  ministerial  act  and  would  not  entitle  an 
investigation  of  each  applicant  to  ascertain  whether  'the 
license  would  be  used  by  the  licensee  only,  particularly  as 
one  licensee  is  entitled  to  obtain  any  number  of  licenses. 

In  answer  to  your  three  inquiries  I  would,  therefore, 
state: 

1.  That  an  applicant  can  under  the  law  obtain  as  many 
licenses  and  license  plates  as  he  desires  to  pay  for,  pro- 
vided he  is  a  naturalized  citizen  and  providing  that  each 
plate  will  be  used  for  a  vehicle  owned  by  him  and  will  be 
used  in  conducting  the  business  for  which  it  is  granted. 

2.  That  the  terms  of  the  Act  do  not  forbid  the  vehicle 
and  plate  being  rented  to  any  one  for  the  purpose  of  using 
the  same  for  the  particular  business  for  which  it  is 
licensed. 

3.  There  being  nothing  in  the  Act  concerning  an  un- 
naturalized person,  other  than  that  he  cannot  apply  for 
and  obtain  a  license  for  himself,  no  further  prohibition  as 
to  an  unnaturalized  person  is  to  be  implied  therefrom. 
Statutes  of  this  character  are  to  be  strictly  construed. 

The  ordinance  of  !N"ovember  28,  1917,  does  not  add  to 
the  prohibitions  of  the  Act,  and  probably  could  not  law- 
fully do  so.

Laying  of  Water  Pipes — Corner  Lots. 

George  E.  Datesman^  Esq.^, 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  under 
date  of  December  14th,  inquires  as  to  the  proper  practice 
under  the  ordinance  of  June  2,  1866,  page  190,  providing 
for  the  laying  of  water-pipes,  and  that  ''on  all  corner  lots 
an  allowance  shall  be  made  of  one-third  the  length  of  one 
of  their  fronts,  but  such  allowance  shall  be  always  and 
only  on  the  street  or  highway  running  at  an  angle  to  the 
streeit  or  highway  in  which  pipes  shall  have  been  pre- 
viously laid  and  paid  for,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  allow- 
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aiice  exceed  fifty  feet  on  any  corner  lot.  It  is  stated  that 
owinc;  to  the  modern  practice  of  erecting  rows  or  blocks 
of  dwellings  in  which  the  water-pipe  is  laid  on  various 
streets  as  a  part  of  the  one  operation,  it  has  become  diffi- 
cult to  properly  apply  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks  the  following  questions : 

"1.  May  the  Bureau  of  Water  in  making  returns 
to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  for  the  purpose  of  assess- 
ing frontage  certify  that  pipe  laid  under  the  condi- 
tions described  herein  was  substantially  one  operation 
and  completed  as  of  one  date? 

''2.  Will  such  certificate  be  conclusive  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  dates  as  to  when  said  pipe  was 
laid,  or  for  the  purpose  of  returning  liens,  etc.,  it 
being  understood  that  a  pipe  might  be  physically  in 
the  ground  in  one  street  several  days  or  even  a  week 
or  two  before  a  pipe  is  physically  in  the  ground  in  a 
right  angle  street,  and  that  the  date  certified  by  the 
Bureau  of  Water  as  the  time  when  all  pipe  was 
actually  laid  might  be  that  of  the  laying  of  the  last 
pipe  in  the  whole  operation  ? 

"3.  May  the  Bureau  of  Sprveys  be  instructed  that 
the  intent  of  the  ordinance  is  to  give  a  deduction  on 
gable  ends,  or,  if  these  are  not  known,  on  the  longest 
frontage  ?" 

The  ordinance  in  question  differs  from  that  of  May  12, 
1866,  relating  to  sewers,  which  fixes  the  long  end  of  the 
lot  as  that  on  which  the  allowance  is  to  be  made  and  is 
thus  free  from  difficulty  or  uncertainty.  I  do  not  find 
any  warrant  in  the  ordinance  of  June  2,  1866,  relating 
to  water-pipes  for  deviating  from  the  requirement  thereof, 
to  wit,  that  the  allowance  shall  be  made  only  on  the  street 
running  at  an  angle  to  the  street  or  highway  in  which 
pipe  shall  have  been  previously  laid  and  paid  for ;  and  it 
would  seem,  therefore,  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water  in  making  returns  to  state  the  actual  dates  on  which 
the  pipe  was  laid  and  paid  for  in  the  respective  streets 
involved. 
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I  can  readily  understand,  however,  how  this  practice 
may  result  in  the  withholding  of  payments  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  will  always  in  such  cases  result 
to  the  advantage  of  the  contractor  or  builder,  and  the  mat- 
ter should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils  so  that 
the  ordinance  may  be  modified  to  meet  existing  conditions 
and  some  fixed  standard  adopted,  as  in  the  case  of  sewers, 
or  otherwise,  so  that  there  may  be  no  opportunity  to  evade 
the  payment  of  the  amount  which  the  City  should  under 
such  new  ordinance  be  entitled  to. 

I  have  not  answered  your  three  inquiries  separately  be- 
cause I  assume  that  the  foregoing  disposes  of  the  matter 
concerning  which  inquiry  is  made.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  26th  inst.  states  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  you  were  directed  to 
request  an  opinion  whether  the  moneys  of  the  Pension 
Fund  may  be  used  to  pay  to  employees  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer's ofHce  for  sQrvices  rendered  to  the  Board,  stating 
certain  facts  with  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  funds, 
which  facts  do  not  appear  to  be  relevant. 

The  moneys  paid  into  the  Pension  Fund  by  City  em- 
ployees constitute  a  trust  fund,  and  should  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  than  that  prescribed  by  the  Act  creating  the 
Board  of  Pensions  and  providing  for  such  a  pension 
fund ;  that  is  to  say,  to  pay  the  pensions  of  those  entitled 
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to  them  or  to  refund  money  upon  withdrawal  of  employees 
on  severing  their  connection  with  the  City.  These  moneys 
cannot  be  used  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Pension  Board 
or  for  clerk  hire  or  the  like,  or  in  any  other  manner  except 
to  meet  the  demands  above  indicated.

Awarding  of  Contracts  for  Station  Buildings,  Etc. 
William  S.  Twining^  Esq.^

Dear  Sir  : — The  City  Solicitor  has  asked  me  to  dispose 
of  the  subject  of  your  inquiry  of  the  27th  inst.  with  refer- 
ence to  bids  for  station  buildings  on  Kensington  avenue 
and  Tioga  street,  being  Contracts  ISTos.  535  and  536.  It 
appears  that  after  some  of  the  bids  had  been  received  and 
opened,  W.  W.  Anstine  &  Company  handed  in  a  bid  which 
was  scheduled  as  No.  3.  This  was  done  without  objec- 
tion by  any  of  the  assembled  bidders,  although  opportunity 
was  given  them  to  make  such  objection.  Messrs.  Mitchell 
Brothers  presented  bids  which  were  not  at  the  time  accom- 
panied by  the  certificates  from  the  City  Solicitor  that  the 
necessary  bonds  had  been  filed.  This  omission  was  sup- 
plied, the  bond  not  having  been  enclosed  in  the  envelope 
by  oversight.  The  Standard  Construction  Company,  one 
of  the  bidders,  however,  objected  to  the  reception  of  the 
last  named  bid  because  of  this  irregularity. 

You  state  that  no  award  has  been  made  of  these  con- 
tracts and  that  you  have  been  notified,  orally  and  in  writ- 
ing, by  Mr.  Mitchell  that  his  bid  was  based  on  a  mistake, 
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lie  having  omitted  in  his  computation  the  exterior  marble 
work  entirely,  and  he  is  therefore  desirous  that  the  con- 
tract shall  not  be  awarded  to  him  and  wishes  to  withdraw 
his  bid.  As  he  has  furnished  a  corporate  bond,  you  ask 
whether  he  should  be  required  to  accept  the  award  of  these 
contracts. 

I  understand  that  the  matter  is  one  in  which  delay  is  by 
all  means  to  be  avoided.  The  whole  subject  rests  in  your 
sound  discretion.  Under  the  circumstances  stated,  I  do 
not  think  that  Messrs.  Mitchell  Brothers  must  necessarily 
be  held  to  their  bids,  especially  in  view  of  the  irregularity 
with  regard  thereto  and  of  the  protest  of  the  Standard 
Construction  Company.  If  you  deem  that  the  interests 
of  the  City  will  be  best  served  by  awarding  the  contracts 
to  the  next  lowest  bidders,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  insuperable  objection  thereto, 
and  in  that  event  I  would  recommend  that  if  there  is  no 
other  reason  against  doing  so,  the  award  should  be  made 
for  Contract  ^o.  535  to  the  Standard  Construction  Com- 
pany, which  is  the  lowest  bidder  if  the  Mitchell  Brothers' 
bid  be  disregarded,  and  to  Ketcham  &  McQuade  for  Con- 
tract 1^0.  536,  which  firm,  in  like  circumstances,  is  the 
lowest  bidder  for  that  contract.

Dear  Sir  : — I   acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
December  25th,  wherein  you  enclose  copy  of  a  communica- 
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tion  received  from  George  W.  Henry  of  Frankford  as  to 
the  placing  of  show  windows  and  door  in  the  division  wall 
between  the  property  which  has  been  taken  by  the  City  for 
the  Margaret  Street  Station  of  the  Frankford  Elevated 
Railroad  and  his  adjoining  store. 

I  would  advise  you,  before  anything  further  is  done  in 
the  matter,  to  take  up  with  Mr.  Henry  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  is  to  pay  rent,  and  the  basis  of  the  rent.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  De- 
cember 26th,  wherein  you  say  that  a  suit  has  been  threat- 
ened by  the  tenant  of  1214  Arch  street,  growing  out  of  the 
construction  of  the  Subway  on  Arch  street. 

This  question  as  presented  is  rather  difficult  to  answer. 
The  contractor  is  obliged,  under  the  terms  of  his  contract 
and  specifications,  to  protect  buildings  along  the  line  of 
the  Subway,  and  if  this  protection  has  not  been  accorded 
to  the  tenant  of  1214  Arch  street,  the  liability  rests  on  the 
contractor  under  that  clause  of  his  contract.

Lodging  House  Licenses  to  Galilee  and  Inasmuch  Mis- 
sions, Etc.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  of  28th 
inst.  whether  the  Galilee  and  Inasmuch  Missions  are  ex- 
empt from  taking  out  lodging  house  licenses  under  the  Act 
of  July  2,  1895  (P.  L.  428),  by  reason  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  June  13,  1883,  relative  to  Wayfarers' 
Lodges,  etc.,  you  state  in  regard  to  these  and  the  Salvation 
Army  and  American  Rescue  Workers  that  "Charges  are 
made  for  the  lodging  when  the  applicants  can  pay  for  it, 
but  in  case  they  are  destitute  they  are  lodged  without  cost 
butj  with  the  understanding  that  they  will  be  required  to 
pay  for  their  night's  lodging  by  working  it  out  the  next 
day  at  whatever  jobs  may  be  around  the  place." 

The  "Lodging  House"  Act  of  1895  excepts  from  its 
provisions  Wayfarers'  Lodges  operated  under  the  Act  of 
June  13,  1883.  The  latter  Act  provides  for  the  establish- 
ment of  Wayfarers'  Lodges,  "or  places  where  homeless  and 
destitute  persons  can  be  fed  and  sheltered  during  the  night 
by  any  association  of  citizens  for  organizing  charity  or  for 
charitable  purposes,  and  such  association  shall  ask  any 
person  who  shall  receive  shelter  and  food  in  any  such 
lodge,  and  L^hall  have  been  notified  before  their  admission 
that  they  will,  be  required  to  labor  in  return  therefor,  to 
perform  work  for  a  space  not  exceeding  four  hours  in 
return  for  such  shelter  and  food;"  with  further  provision 
that  any  able-bodied  person  refusing  to  perform  the  labor 
thus  required  for  a  period  of  four  hours,  in  return  for  the 
food  and  lodging  furnished  him,  shall  be  subject  to  com- 
mitment as  a  vagrant. 

What  you  state  of  the  institutions  concerning  which 
you   inquire  seems   to  indicate  that  they   are   organized 
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upon  the  principles  recognized  in  the  Act  of  1883,  espe- 
cially so  if,  in  addition  to  lodging,  those  taken  care  of  are 
furnished  with  food.  The  general  character  of  these 
charitable  organizations  appears  such  that  the  exempting 
clause  of  the  Act  of  July  2,  1895,  would  apply  to  them, 
and  that,  therefore,  they  should  not  be  required  to  take  out 
licenses  as  lodging  houses  in  accordance  with  the  other 
provisions  of  that  Act.
